My Lord? and Gentlemen, 

A T the opening of this f fiion of Parliament, I did not 
tlfnk it pioper to lay any thing before you for your cpn*. 
HilcrjMon, bat what immediately related to the prefent unnatu- 
ri’ nbelhon, and our fecuiiiy at home. The dating attempts 

hieh the rebels have fmee made upon this part of my king* 
has been happily diiappointcd : and as their precipitate 
higlit beio>e a finall number of my troops mufl: greatly difpirit 
thur followers, fo that inviolable duty and loyalty which have 
bitp fo iiniveiTally and (leidily thewn by my faithful fubjefts, 
and lhali never be foigotten by me, mult convince them how 
tai'i and ill gioundcd their hopes were of any addition of 
llrcng'h frinn fuch an enterprife. I have not only fent a con- 
iidci lujt body of our national forces into Scotland, and ordered 
the lidhan troops in my pay to be hiiiled thcid^ but have 
alfo made fuch a difpofition of the reft of ray forces, by land 
as well as by fea, that I hope, by the blefling of God, this re¬ 
bellion will in a fhort time be extinguifhed , and our enemies, 
who have fo long menaced iis uith an invafion, be deterred by 
the fcafonable preparations made for our defence. 

T’hc eledtion of the Emperor, which I very zealoufly pro¬ 
moted, was an event of great importance, not only to the fup- 
port of the hovife of Auftria, but to the liberties of Europe in 
gencial. I did alfo, duiing the courfe of the laft year, exert 
my carneft endeavours to bung about an accommodation be¬ 
tween the Emprels, the King of Poland, and the King of 
PniHia ; and laid a proper foundation for it by the convention 
made between me and the King of Pnifiia. This great work 
being at length perfected under my mediatidii, by the treaty

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lately concluded at Drcfden, the interior tranquillity of Oer* 
many, amongft the princes of the Empire, is now reftored. 
My next care has been, and lhall continue to be applied to 
improve this accommodation to thebeft advantage, by procuring 
an immediate fuccour to be font to Italy ; and fuch a ftrength, 
for the defence and fccurity of the United Provinces, as may 
preferve that republic, the ancient and natural ally of this king¬ 
dom, andone main fuppori of the pouell. lil canfc, from the 
deltniclion viith which it is threatened, as well as to attain a 
fate and honourable peace. 'I'he States (ieneial have made the 
anofl: preding indances to me to afliil them in this difHcult con- 
jimc^nre. The imminent dangers to whiclt tlicy arc at prefent 
c.xpofcd, which do To nearly afi'edl the fafciy of Great Britain, 
as w'dl as the very being ot Holland, call for our molf feiious 
aTtention ; for the interells of the two nations are fo united, 
that whaifoever brings ruin upon the one, mull, in corife- 
•jucnce, be attended with the mofl fatal mifehiefs to the other. 
Thefc rcalbns have.induced me to afliirc the Stales that I will, 
to the utmoit of my power, according to the circuniflances of 
tny own dominions, co-operate with them towards oppofiug tlie 
further progrefs of our enemies in the Netherlands, and pro¬ 
curing a proper fccurity for the republic againll the ambitious 
and dcflrudlive defigris of France. In order to this necefl’ary 
cud, mcafurc$ are now actually concerting between me and the 
States, for f'urnifhing this afliffancc on iny part, as early and 
efFcdtuajly as polliblc ; and for their making fuch an augmenta¬ 
tion of their prefent forces, as their own immediate preferva- 
tion, and the neceflity of affairs abfolutcly require. 

'i'he great advantages which wc have received from our 
■ naval drengrh, in protediing tlic commerce of my fubjedls, and 
intcrcejUing and diltrelling that of our enemies, have been hap¬ 
pily experienced by the former, and fevcrcly felt liy the latter, 
j am therefore determined to be particularly attentive to this 
important feivice ; and to have fuch a fleet at fca early in the 
fpring, as may be fufiicicni to defend ourfeives, and cffedlually 
to annoy our enemies. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe* of Commons, 

It is with much regret that I find inyfclf obliged to afk any 
further a^S'jjf my.people: I am fo fcnfiblc of the burthens 
’they endure, that nothing could give me lb fincere a pleafure 
as to listen them ; but the csnfidcrations I have laid before 
you are fo neceffary to our own prefervalion, that I doubt 
not you will grant me fuch a fupply as fhall be fufficient for 
thefe purpofes. The proper efiimates fliall foon be laid before 
you, and 1 earneiily recommend it to you to take the moil ef* 
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fec^uat methods to maintain .the public credit in this con* 
jua6ture. 

My Lords and Gentlemen^ 

I have fully opened to you my views and inteiitiohs, which 
are fo elfential to the honour of my crown, ahd the true intereft 
and well-being of my kingdoms, that I depend on your Vigo^ 
rous fupport, and the utmuil unanimity and difpatch in your 
proceedings.

And we 
nlfure your Majefty that we will perfevere in fupporting yoiif 
Majefty in all fiich meafures as (hall be thought neceflTary forfo 
licfirable an end. And though wc truft in your Majefty’s wif- 
tlom, that the meafures you have already purfiied will deter any 
ioreign power from undei taking fo rafti an enterprife as the in- 
vafion oi this ifland, yet we beg leave to afliire your Majefty* 
that whatever further ftrength (hall be found neceffary, you 
may depend on your faithful Commons for their cheerful and 
ready alfiftance to make good the fame. 

Permit us to congratulate your Majefty on the fuccefs of 
your endeavours in the choice of an Emperor, and thereby pro¬ 
curing an additional ftrength to* the houfe of Auftria, and a 
further fecurity to the liberties of Europe in general. 

We take this occafton to exprefs our higbeft fati$fa£tion on 
the peace concluded between the Emprefs, the King of Poland* 
and the King of Piuflia ; whereby the interior tranquillity of 
the Princes of the Empire is reftored, and the Emprefs enabled 
more effeflually to fupport herfelf and her allies in Italy, parti¬ 
cularly the King of Sardinia, to whofe aftiftance we will con¬ 
tribute on our part, whatever ihali be found neceftary and 
expedient. 
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A/id yotir Majefty may depend on your f.iitliful Cortimofti# 
that as they are tully fenl'ible that the true intereft of the Starts 
General and that of thefe kingdoms is the fame, they \sill ena¬ 
ble your Majefty, as far as our circumlUnccs will permit, to 
give that fuccour to the United Provinces, which, w'ith a proper 
and vigorous exertion of their own flrength, may put a flop to 
the further progrefs of the arms of hranee in the Netherlands, 
procure them a fuflicient fecuiity againfl their enemies, and ob¬ 
tain a fafe and honourable peace. 

We beg leave to return your Majeffy our thanks for the par¬ 
ticular care which your Majefty has taken, and gracioully pro- 
mifed to continue, of the naval Itrength of thefe kingdoms ; 
from whence we have already received, and from w'hich, under 
your Majelly, we may juftly hope for the molt important 
lerviccs. 

And we anfurc your Majefty that wc will, in all our delibe¬ 
rations, have the greateft regard to public credit; the fiipport 
of which is at this time fo effentially necellary towaids carry¬ 
ing into execution every meafure that can conduce to the honour 
of youi Majefty, and the true Intereft and well-being of your

Tliis event, together with the happy fuccelfes of the Audriaii 
and Sardinian armies in Italy, and fome other incidents, which 
have happened to the advantage of the common caufe, give us 
a better profpciSl of bringing our enemies to rcafon, and pro¬ 
curing a fafe and honourable peace, which is my great en4 
and aim.

It has pleafed God to blefs the arms of my good allies 
IM Emprefs Queen of Hungary and the King of Sardinia, with 
( ligiral 
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fignal fuccefs in Italy. The cicquifitions made there by our 
enemies have been recovered from them; their forces, brojcea 
and almoA ruined, have been obliged to evacuate that country* 
and an irruption is now aftually mak^g into France, whereby 
the diftrefles of that kingdom miift Be greatly increafed, and A 
proportionable diverfion made in favour of the Low Countries. 

I have often alfured you, that my foie aim in carrying on this 
juft and ncccifary war is a fafe and honourable peace. In this 
view I have (hewed a fmeeredirpofition towards a general paci¬ 
fication, I have confented to the holding of conferences at 
^^Breda, in order to try whether our enemies will, in the event, 
agree to fuch terms and conditions as may be confiftent with 
the honour of my crown, the, feettrity and true interefts of my 
kingdoms, and my engagements to my allies, whom it is my 
firm refolution not to abandon. 

But whilft we are treating of peace, reafon and good policy 
demand that we ftiould be prepared for war. 1 am therefore, 
adlually concerting with my allies the proper meafures for vi- 
goroufly purfuing the war in another campaign, in cafe the ob- 
(tinacy of our enemies fhotdd render it nocelfary. My defire is 
to adjuft thefa meafures as fpeedily as poftible, that our prepa¬ 
rations may be early; that tlie confederate army in the Nether¬ 
lands may be augmented in time; and the operations on the 
fide of Italy carried on with elFecl, It (hall alfo be my particular 
care to exert our ftrength at fea, in the moft cft'e^tual manner, 
for the defence of my kingdoms and polfcflions, the proteflionof 
the trade of my fubjetfts, and the annoyance of our enemies.

I have ordered the eftimates for the enfuing year to be pre* 
pared and laid before you; and delirc you to grant me fuch fup- 
plies as (hall be requifite for your own fecurity, and for carry¬ 
ing on fuch meafures as it iliali be neceifary (or Great Britain 
to purfue in the prefent important conjundure. It gives me 
much concern to be obliged at .the fame time to acquaint you* 
that, by reafon of the unavoidable accidents and confequenccs 
of war, the funds appropriated for the fupport of my civil go¬ 
vernment have, for Come years pall, fallen greatly Ihort of the 
revenue intended and granted by Parliament: I therefore rely 
on your kr^own aifedion to me, to find out fome method to 
good this deficiency. * . 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

Nothing is fo valuable and elTential to me, as your vigorous, 
Support: on this I depend; and I truft you will demonftrate it 
by the zeal, unanimity, and difpatch of your proceedings.

"^OTHING could have been more acceptable to me, thaii 
^ the zeal and difpatch with which you have gone through 
the. public bufine/s during the courfe of this fullion. The care 
and attention you have fhewn to cxtinguifli any remains of the 
late rebellion, and to 11 rengthen the foundations of our future 
tranquillity by new pruvilions, as well for relloring the proper 
authority of the government in North Ilritaih, as for better 
fecuring the liberties of the people there, cannot fail to have 
the molt beneficial confequenccs. 

The great efforts you have made for carrying on the war ia 
a vigorous manner, have iliewn you not to be lefs attentive to 
our foreign than to our domeftic intererts. They have given 
fpirit to my allies; and enabled me, in conjunction with them, 
to bring a uumerou-s and powerful army early into the field ; 
and to maintain ftrong fquadrons at fea for the protection and 
defence of our trade and pollefruins, the annoyance of our 
enemies, and for fupporiing and enforcing the operations of 
luy allies in Italy. The invafion made by France upon the 
territories of tiie States General of the United Provinces, has 
hud a different effeCt from what our eneiifies promifed them- 
felves from it. 1 he voluntary and fpeedy fuccour which 1 
fent on that occafion was received with the utmoft joy, and 
has been of great ufe ; and the States have thereupon not only 
rcfolvcd on a great augmentation of their forces, which is 
.aCliially making, but have taken fuch flops as mull convince 
our enemies how determined they are vigoroufly to fupport 
their own independency, and the iiiterefl of the common caufe. 
1 have the peculiar fatisfaCfym to acquaint you, that the union 
between Great Britain and the Republic, fo necelTary for both 
nations, was never more cordial, or belter eftablifhed, than it 
is at prefent. 

The fignal fuccefs which, by the biefling of God, has already 
attended my fleet, has happily difappointed fome yery per¬ 
nicious projects of our enemies, and given a confidctable blow 
to their naval ftrength, as well as to their commerce; which 
will be the moll probable means of reducing them to reafon. 
This is the great objeCt which I have at heart ; the foie view 
of all my meafures being to put an end to the calamities of 
war by a fafe and honourable peace. 

Gentlemen of the Houfc of Commons, 

I muft acknowledge in a particular manner the zeal and 
application with which you have, raifed the necellary fupplics 
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ibr the fcrvicc of the current year; and your rcadlnefs in 
making good the deficiency of the civil lilf funds, ariling from 
the unavoidable confcqiicnces of war, is a frefh inflance of that 
legard and afFeifion which 1 have always experienced from 
you.

The good effect 1 promife myfelf 
from hence is, to heal in fome mcafurc thofc wounds which 
have been made, and re-e(lablilh the quiet of the kingdom ; 
llncc by this act the generality of thofe who have been dchidea 
from their duty will rind thcmfclvcs reftored to feciirity, and to 
the protcefion of tltol'c laws which they had endeavoured to 
fubvert. A jurt fenfe of this early mercy will, I hope* induce 
them to make Aichpeturns of loyalty and gratitude as fo ftrong 
an obligation requires. 

As tills Parliament would nccelTarily determine rn a fhort 
time, and as nothing will give fo much weight and credit to 
our aifairs abroad in the piefcnt conjun^lure, as to fhew the 
dependence I haVe upon the affections of my people, 1 have 
judged it expedient fpccdily to call a new Parliament. But I 
flioiild think myfelf incxcufable if I parted with this without 
publicly returning you my thanks for the many eminent in-% 
llanccs you Irave given me of yctrv inviolable fidelity and at¬ 
tachment to my pel Ton and government, and your unfhaken 
adherence to the true inierelt of your country, and the pro- 
teffant fncceffion in my family. By the Divine blelfing, and

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

A S one of my principal views in calling this Parliament 
^ was, that I might receive the moft clear and certain in¬ 
formation of the fenfe of my people on the prefent poftjire of 
affliirs, I was defi"ous to meet yon as early as your own con¬ 
venience, as well as that of the public, would admit. 

By the ^advice of my Parliament I entered into the war 
againil Spain, in order to vindicate and f au'-e the trade and 
commerce of my fubjedls. By their advice alfo, and in con¬ 
formity tc) my engagements, 1 undertook the I’upport of the 
Emprefs Qj^ieen of Hungary, and of the jud rights of the 
houfe of Auftria, In refentment for this condud, fo neceflary 
for the interefts of my own kingdoms, and of the ancient allies 
of my crown, France not only declared war againft me, but 
fomented and fupported an unnatural rebellion within this 
Jcingdom. In carrying on this juft and neceftary w'ar, I have 
found jthe moft cheerful and vigorous fupport from my Parlia¬ 
ment : and though the fuccefs has not been anfwerable tO' our 
wifhes and juft expeflations, in the Low Countries, yet it 
muft be allowed, to the honour of this nation, that no part of 
the.misfortunes can be imputed to us. 
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The fignal fiicccfles which it has pleafed God to grant us at 
fea, have made the enemy feel the weight of our naval ftrength, 
to their great lofs, and the real and folid advantage of this 
nation. This has appeared moft remarkably in the operations 
of my fleet this lafl year; which have tended no lefs to the 
lionour of the Britiih flag, than to the reduction of the mari¬ 
time force and commerce of France. The government of the 
United Provinces has, ohee more, refumed that confiftency 
which will give great rtrength to the common caufe ; cement 
more firmly the fiicndfhip between this kingdom and that re* 
public : and be a lafting fcciirity to oiir infeparable interefts. 
One great ciTcil of this happy aheration in Holland has already 
appeared in the vigorous declaration lately made by the States 
General to the court of France j and the orders given by them 
for committing hollilities every W'herc againlt the French King 
and his fubjeds. 

Some overtures for a general pacification have lately been 
made to me on the part of France ; and though feme of the 
terms propofed were fuch as could not be approved, jetasi 
have had no other aim, but to bring about a fafe and honour¬ 
able peace, I have (hewn the utmoll inclination *to facilitate it, 
in conjnncllon with my allies; and a congrefs is actually agreed 
to be held at Aix la Chapelle, whither the fcvcral minifters 
will fooii repair. I hope all the powers concerned will bring 
with them the fame difpofiiions to effedtnatc tliis great work, 
on juft and reafonable conditions, which 1 finccrely have. 

In this (ituation I am confident you will agree in opinion 
with me, that it is necelTary to be vigilant and attentive to 
every event; and that there can be no reafon to expert a good 
peace, but by being timely prepared to carry on a vigorous and 
effe^lual war. I therefore rely on your hearty and powerftd 
fupport to enable me to profccute the war, in cafe the obftinacy 
of our enemies, in not agreeing to juft and reafonable terms of 
accommodation, ftiould render it unavoidable. For this pur- 
pofe I am now adlually concerting the necelTary ineafures with 
my allies, whofc interefts I am deterrfiincd to adhere to and 
fupport. Let us be in readinefs, in cafe the negotiations (hoiild 
fail of the defired effedl, to convince our enemies how much 
they are miftaken if they vainly imagine that Great Britain, 
and her allies, will fubmit to receive the law from any power 
iJlfptfoever; and dcmonllrate to the world that we will decline 
no difficulty or hazard for the prefervation of the common 
liberty, and our own independency and eflential interefts.

purpofe, and endeavouring, on your Majefty’s part, to bring 
about a fpeedy, fafe, and honourable ronclufion to this burihen- 
fome and expenfive, though juft and neceifary war. 

But if, contrary to our withes and expeilations, the enemies 
of Great Britain, by infilling on unreafonable and inadrniftible 
terras, make the continuance of the war unavoidable, we beg 
leave to give your Majefty our moft determined alfurances, 
that we will fupport your Majefty to the utro.oft: and, in order 
to convince our enemies of this our fteadfaft refolution, we will 
immediafeJy grant fuch fupplies as may, in conjunction with 
your Majefty’s allies, enable your Majefty to carry on tlvc war 
with Vigour, maintain the honour and dignity of the crown of 
Great Britain, and fupport the mutual interell of your Majefty, 
and your allies. 

At the fame time permit us to aflure your Majbfty, that we 
fhall be ready to contribute our aftiftance towards perfccling 
and rendering more effcCfiial thofe provifions which have been 
already made for fecuring the interior peace of thefe king¬ 
doms, and cftablilhing your Majefty’s throne upon the moft; 
firm and lafting foundations.

obedience to your Majefty which we have often folemnly 
made, and which proceed from fixed and unalterable principles 
in our hearts. 

Your Majefty’s paternal care of your kingdoms, exerted in 
the vigilant defence of them, againfl the encroachments of an 
ambitious foreign enemy, and the wicked and traitorous at* 
tempts of domcftic ones, in your flri^ adherence to the laws, 
and your wife concern and provifion for the regular and equal 
adminifiration of them, in your meiciful and generous ufe of 
your prerogative, in your prefervation of our eftabliftied church 
fthe purell model of ecclcfiallical government) confiftently 
with the rights and liberties of all your fubje< 51 s, and in a molt 
extenlive attention to every thing that can make us a flourifil¬ 
ing and happy people, is the fubjeft of our daily obfervation 
and daily praife. By fuch a conduit your Majelly has jufily 
attained that fovereign degree of alfcition and reverence to your 
royal perfon, which is the true glory of a king, and the firineft 
fupport of his throne. 

It was matter of the utmofl fatisfailion to your faithful 
clergy, and afforded them the moft comfortable profpeil of 
your happy reign, lliat, at the beginning of it, your Majelly 
was pleafed to give them the molt early alTurances of your 
firm rcfolution to maintain the church of England, and to 
fecure to us the free profefiion of our molt holy religion. 
Your Majelly has kept your royal word, and we cannot fuffi- 
ciently exprefs our thawkfulnefs for that conltancy and zeal

We take the prefent opportunity, by your gracious per- 
miflion, to affiirc your Majelly, that it is our Ileady rcfolution ‘ 
to do every thing within the compafs of our profefiion, and 
which may be in our power to make your government eafy, 
and your reign glorious; and, as the bell tellimony of our 
fincerity towards God, and the furelt method of drawing down 
his blefiings on the arms and councils of your Majelly, we will 
make it our bufinefs, as it is our duty, to explain the dodlrines, 
live up to the rules, and copy the temper enjoined us by our 
excellent religion, the natural means of preferving and exalt¬ 
ing a Chrillian nation ; and (if God for our lins does not 
fufpend thofe good clFe£ls) of flopping ):he mouth of infidcliiy, 
and checking the fpirit of that licentiohruefs which abounds to 
tlie dillionour, and tends to the ruin of our country. 

It is'a maxim taught us by experience which will, we trull, 
for cv?r fccure youy Majelly and your defcendatits in the pof- 
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fffTion of this imperial crown, that the people of Great Bri¬ 
tain can never be fafe and happy, but under this limited mo¬ 
narchy, adminiftered according to our laws and'conftitution ; 
and in keeping clear of the yoke of that corrupted and into¬ 
lerable religion, which is not more repugnant to the gofpcl of 
Chrift, than it is to the natural rights and interellsof men. 

May the good providence of God, Sir, ever proteft your 
facred perfon ; may your reign be long and profperous ; and 
may there never be wanting in your royal family a race of 
princes, who, after the example of your Majcliy, fhall be the 
defenders of our faith, and the guardians of our civil liberties, 
againft all the attempts of popery and arbitrary power.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

A T the opening of this feflion of Parliament I informed 
you, that a congrefs had been agreed upon by the feveral 
powers at war; and I have now the fatistadtion to acquaint 
you, that preliminaries for reftoring a general peacfe have been 
figncd between my minifter and thofe of the Moll ChrilUan 
King, and the Stales General of the United Provinces; the 
bafis of which is a general relHtution of conquells made during 
tiie War on all fides. ' 

In confequcnce of thefe preliminaries, which have been ra¬ 
tified by all the coritra£ling parties, a celfation of hollilities 
has a£lually taken place in the Low Countries and in the 
Channel ; and certain periods are fixed, according to former 
pra£tice, for its commencement in other parts of the world. 

In this important tranfaclion my great views have been» 
fleadily to adlicrc to the tiuc intcrelts of Europe, to purfue 
and niainiain tliofe of my own kingdoms in particular, and to 
proeme for my allies the bell terms and conditions that the 
events of a wAr, m fome parts uul'uccefsiiil, did admit. 

1 have, in the conrfe of this negotiation, aded with the 
moll unreferved confidence and communication towards my 
allies : and 1 hope, that when they Ihull have maturely 
weighed the fituation of affairs, the necellity from tlience 
anfing, and the care and attention which have been fhewn for 
their advantage and fecurity, they will not delay to accede to 
thefe preliminary articles, but concur in effedluating the good 
work of peace. 

The vigorous and powerful fupport you have given me du¬ 
ring this fellion, towards carrying on the war, has llrengthened 
my hands in proceeding thus far in the meafures of peace. No 
body can fuggelt the leafl failure on the part of Great Britain ; 
which, not only for the fake of its own particular iniercft, but 
of the common caufe, has taken on itfelf a fhare of the bur¬ 
den unexampled in former times. I Itope foon to fee this ne- 
celTary work brought to perfedion with the concurrence of all 
my allies, with whom it is my firm iritention to cultivate the 
molt perfed harmony, and to cement and llrengthcn, it pof- 
fible, the ties of our ancient union and /riendlhip in fuch a 
manner as may render the peace fecurc and durable. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

My particular thanks are due to you for the ample provifion 
you have made lor the fervice of the current year. Nothing 
could have contributed fo much to the putting an end to the 
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calamities of war, and redudng our future expenfes, as tliefo 
well-judged fupplies. The moft prudent cEconomy fhall be 
made life of in the application of them; and you may be af- 
fured, nothing will give me more real plcafure than to take the 
iirft opportunity of lelTening the prefent burdens of my people. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I- cannot fnfficiently exprefs my entire fatisfadllon in your 
whole C(nidu£l during this feflion; and I muft recommend it 
to you, to promote in your feveral countries a right fenfe of 
thofe meafurcs which have been fo necelTarily taken for the 
fecurity and cafe of my people. As it is the earned defire of 
my heart to fee the crown of Great Britain maintain that figure, 
firength, and weight, in making war and peace, w hich juflly 
belong to it, it is equally fo, to fee my good fubje^ls enjoy the 
Weflings of tranquillity and profperity.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

T ACQUAINTED you at the clofe of the laft feflion of Par- 
liament, that preliminary articles for a general pacification 
bad been figned by my miniflcrs and ihofe of the Moft Chrif- 
tiaii King and the States General of the United Provinces; 
to which the Emprefs Queen of Hungary, the Kings of Spain 
and Sardinia, and the ether powers engaged \n the war, foon 
afterwards acceded. 

I loft no time in taking the proper meafurcs with my allies, 
for effeduating a general peace by a definitive treaty, in which 
all parties were, to concur ; and notwithftanding the difficulties 
which muft attend fo extenfive a work, wherein the refpeftive 
interefts of fo many powers were to be finally adjufted by 
common confent, I have been able, by the bleffing of God, 
in the courfe of the fummer, to complete it; and I have the 
pleafure to acquaint you, that a definitive treaty, previoufty 
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concerted with my allies, has been llgned by my minifters and 
thofc of France and the States General j to which all the 
other powers concerned in the war have acceded without 
referve. 

It has been my chief endeavour, in putting an end to the 
calamities of war, to make the moft cftedual provifion for 
fecuring the rights and interefts of niy own fubjeds, and to 
procure the beft terms and conditions for my allies that the 
llluation of affairs would admit: aud I take much fatisfadion 
in being able to tell you, that I have found a general good dif- 
pofition in all the parties engaged in the war, to bring this 
negotiation to a happy conclulion. From thefe circumflances 
we may promife ourfelves, under God, a long enjoyment of 
the bleflings of peace, provided we make the right life and 
improvement of it. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

As great a progrefs has been made towards reducing the 
public expenfes as tlie nature of the cafe would allow; and I 
only delire you to grant me fiich fupplies as may be requifitc 
for the fcrvico of the current year, for your own fecurity, 
and for making good fuch engagements as have been already 
entered into, and laid before you. Times of tranquillity are 
the proper feafons for lefl’ening the national debt, and llrength- 
ening ourfelves againfl future events; and, as the necellary 
means for thefe purpofes, I muft recommend to you the im¬ 
provement of the public revenue, and the maintaining our 
naval force in proper flrength and vigour. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

It is impoffible for me to fpcak to you on this fubje£f of the 
happy re-eftablilhment of the public tranquillity without re¬ 
turning you my iincereil: thanks for the great and affectionate, 
fupport you have given me, in carrying on this juft and ne- 
ceffary war ; in which not only the common caufe of Europe, 
but our own independency and elfential interefts, were highly 
concerned; as the extraordinary burdens which it brought 
upon my good fubjefts gave me much uneafinefs, fo I could 
not but wifh to fee as fpeedy an end put to them as poflible, 
Whatever the events of war may have been, the bravery of 
my troops has diftinguiftied itfelf on every occafion to their 
lafting honour; and our fignal fuccefles at fea muft ever be 
remembered to the glory of the Bfitifh fleet, and entitle it to 
the particular attention and fupport of this nation. You will 
further confidcr, that thofe brave men, who have ferved well 
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by fca or Iniid, and cannot now be employed, juftly deferve 
to be the objects of your favour and protedlion. 

As my firit care has been to take th? moft early meafures, 
that my people may, as foon as pofllble, reap the benefits of 
peace, fo I doubt not of your cheerful alfiftance in perfe£ling 
this good work. Let me earnefily recommend to you the ad¬ 
vancement of our commerce, and cultivating the arts of peace, 
in which you may depend on my hearty concurrence and en¬ 
couragement. It fliall he my endeavour to continue thefe 
blcflings, by a pundual execution of the engagements now 
taken, and by maintaining the moft perfeit harmony and good 
correrpondcnce with the friends and allies of Great Britain. 

The experience I have had ol you, makes me rely on the 
zeal, unanimity, and dilpatch of your proceedings; and you 
may be ailiired, that nothing fhall be wanting on my part to 
make you a Iloiuiftiing and happy people.

T COME now to put an end to this feflion of Parliament, 

which is bLCome the more neceHary, by reafon of the ad¬ 
vanced feafon of the year. 

The definitive treaty of Aix la Chapclle having been, by 
my order, laid before you fevcral months ago, you have all 
been fully informed of tlie terms and conditions on which it 
was made ; and have already had the fatisfa6lion to fee them 
carried into execution by the flveral contracting parties with 
great punduality and good faith, fo far as the time and dif- 
tance of place would admit. Nothing now remains but to 
preferve and improve the peace fo happily re-eftabliflied.

June 2, 1759. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

'T^HE King has commanded ns to put an end to this Sefllon 
of Parliament; and, at the fame time, to allure you, that 
as your condm^, during the cotirfe of it, has highly deferved 
his royal approbation, fo his Majefty now returns you hfS 
hearty thanks for it. 

At the opening of this Selfion his Majefty exhorted yon to 
bear up againll all difficulties ; eftedually to ftand by and de¬ 
fend his Majefty; and vigoroully to fupport the King of 
Prullia, and the relt of his allies. 

The K ing has commanded us to acquaint you, that his 
hopes of furmounting thofe difficulties were founded on the 
wifdom, zeal, and aftce'dion, of fo good a Parliament: and that 
you have fully anfwered his cxpeCliitions. Yon have con- 
lidcMcd the war in all its parts; and notvvithflancling the long 
continuance of it, through the obftinacy of our enemies, have 
' made ftich provifion for the many different operations, as ought 
to convince the povvers engaged again!! us, that it will be for 
their intereil, as well as lor the eafe and relief of all Europe, to 
come to equitable and honovirable terms of accommodation. 

By your aftiftance, the combined army in Germany has been 
completed; powerhil fquadronS, as well as great miinbcis of 
laud forces, are employed in America, in order to maintain 
the juft rights and polTellions of his Majefty and his people, and 
to annoy the enemy in the moft fenfible manner in tliof' parts; 
and, as Fiance is now making conftclcrable preparation'^ in her 
ports, his Majfcfly has taken care to put his ftect at honi'- in ^he 
belt coudilinn, both ot ftrength and fiiuation, to guard .;gaiiul: 
and repel any attempts that may be meditated againll his king¬ 
doms. 

1 he King’s mcafurcs have all been diredlcd to aflert the 
honour ot his crown, to preferve the efl'ential interefts of his 
laithful fubjcdls, and to fupport the caufc of thi- proteltaut 
religion, and public liberty: his Majefty therefore ttufts, that 
the upiighlncfs of his intentions mmH drawdown the bleiliugs 
of heaven upon his endeavours. 

We have it alfo in command from his Majefty to let you 
know, that he hopes the provifions you have made to prc' ent 
.and corredt thd exceffes of the privateers will be effedtual to 
that defirable end. The King has had it much at heart; lor 
though his Majefty is fenfible of the utility of that fervice, when 
under proper regulations, he is determined to do his utmoit to 
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prevent any injuries or hardfliips being done totlic fubje< 9 .s of 
neutral powers, as far as may be pradlicable, and confiftcnt 
%vith his Majelly’s juft right to hinder the trade of his enemies 
from being collufivcly and fraudulently covered. 

Gentlemen of tljc Houfe of Commons, 

We arc commanded to affgre you, that when his Majefty 
confiders the large fnpplies which you have fo unanimoufly 
given, he feels himfelt under the ftrongeft obligations, not only 
to thank you for them, but alfo to applaud the firmnefs and 
vigor with which you liave a<ftcd ; as well as your prudence in 
judging that, notwiihllanding the prefent burdens, the making 
ample provifion Jor carrying on the war is the moft probable 
means to bring it to an honourable and happy conclufion. No 
attention will be wanting on his Majefty’s part, for the faith¬ 
ful application of what you have granted.

His Majcfly fees, and devoutly adores, the hand of Providence 
the many and fjgnal fuccefles, both by fea and land, with 
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’which his arms have been blefTcd in the courfc of the laft fiim* 
mcr i and, at the fume time, his Majcdy refledls, with much 
faiisfadion, on the confidence which you placed in him, by 
making fuch ample provifions, and intrufting him with fuch 
extenfive powers, tor carrying on a war, whicli the defence 
of our valuable rights and polfellions, and tire pjefervation of" 
the navigation and commerce of his Majefty’s people, had 
made both juft and necelfary.

duction of fo many forts and places in North America, com¬ 
pleted and crowned by that glorious and decilive victory over 
the French army in Canada, atid the furrendcrof their capital 
city of Qirebec, efi'eCted with fo much honour to the courage 
and conduCf of yotir Majelty’s oflicers by fea and land, and 
with much lultre to your intrepid forces; the important fuc- 
eefs of your Majefty’s fleet, in piuTuing, taking, and deftroy- 
itig, a conlidtrable puii ol the French fquadron otF Cape 
L.tgOj, and the blocking up, for fo many months, the reft of the 
navy of France in tlicir own ports, which hath greatly aug- 
m< nted ilie diltrefs ol our enemies, whilit it has proie<flcd and 
fecured our commerce and naviga'ion.

Speech of the Lords Commifftoners delivered by the Lord Keeper, 

JMuy 22 , 1769. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 


'VTU E have received the King’s'commands to put an end to 
this SefTion of Parliament; and, upon this occafion, to 
alTure you, that his Majefty looks back, with entire fatisfac- 

tion, 
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tiorii on your proceedings during the courfe of it. The duty 
and affection which you have cxprelfed for his perfon and go¬ 
vernment, and' the zeal and unanimity which you have fliewn 
in maintaining the true inierefl: of your country, can only be 
equalled by what his Majcffy has formerly experienced from 
this Parliament. 

His Majeffy has commanded us to acquaint you, that it 
would have given him the moff Icnfible pleafiire to have been 
able to communicate to you, that his lincerc endeavours to 
Jiromote a general pacification had met with more fuitable re¬ 
turns before this time. His Majeffy, in conjundlion with his 
good brother and ally, the King of Pruffia, chofe to give their 
enemies proofs of this equitable difpolition in the midft of a 
fcrics of glorious vi6lories; an opportunity the moff proper 
to do it with dignity, and to maniteff to all Europe the purity 
and moderation of his views. After fuch a coik1ii 61, his Ma¬ 
jeffy has the comfort to rctledl, that the further continuance of 
the calamities of war cannot be imputed to him, or his allies ^ 
and irufts in the bleliiiig of heaven upon the julHce of his arms, 
and upon thofe ample means, which your zeal, in fo good a 
caufe, has wifely put into his hands, that his future fuccefles, 
in carrying on tlie war, rvill not fall fliort of the palt; and that 
in the event, the public traiujuillity will be rcfforetl on folid 
and durable foundation^. 

We are further comuiaiuled io acquaint you, that his Ma¬ 
jeffy has taken tlic mofl efleiffual care to augment the com¬ 
bined army in Germany ; and, at the fame time, to keep up 
fuch a lorce at home, as may fruffratc any attempts ot the 
enemy to invade thefe kingdoms, winch have hitherto ended only 
in their own confufion. 

The royal navy was never in a more flourifhirig and re- 
fpcdablc condition ; and the lignal viftory obtained lall winter 
over lilt French licet, on ihcir own coafts, as it has added luflre 
to his Majelly’.s arms, has giveit freffi fjiirit to his maritime 
forces, and reduced the naval ffreiiglli of France to a very 
low' ebb. 

His Majeffy has difpofed his fquadrons in fuch a manner, 
as may beff conduce to the annoyance of his enemies ; to the 
defence of his own dominions both in Europe and America; 
and to the preferving and piirfuing his conqiiells, as well as the 
protedlionvof the trade of hiS fubjedls, which he bras ex¬ 
tremely at heart. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

Nothing could relieve his Majeffy’s royal mind, under the 
anxiety which he feels for the burdens of his faithful fubjeds, 

but 
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but the piiblic-fpirited cheerfulnefs with which you have 
grained him fuch large fupplies, and his convi(5i;iori that they 
are neceifary for the fecurity and efl'ential interefts of his king¬ 
doms. The King has enjoined us to return you his .hearty 
thanks for them ; and to afliire yon of their due application ta 
the purpofes for which they have been given. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

W^e have nothing further in command from his Majefiy* 
but to recommend to you the continuance and improvement of 
that union and good iiarmony, which he has obferved with fo 
tnuch pleafure, and from which he lias derived fneh important 
eftedls. Make it your iludy to promote ihefe defirable objedls; 
to fupport the King’s government, and the good order of your 
refpectivc countiics; and to confult your own real happinefs 
and [uofpeiity. Tiiis behaviour, his MajcHy gracioully af- 
furcs you, w ill be the nioll acceptable deinonltratioii of your 
duly to him.

His Afajtjiy GnoviQY. the Third’s FlrJI Speech^ Nov. i8, 1760, 
My Lords and Gentlemen, 

'T*HE juft concern, which 1 have felt in my own breaft, on 
the fudden death of the late King, my royal gratidfather, 
makes me not doubt, but you muft all have been deeply affedted 
with fo fevcrc a lofs. The prefent critical and ditlicull con- 
jiinifture has made this lofs the more fenfible, as he was the 
great fuppoit of that fyftem, by which alone the liberties of 
Lurope, and tlic weight and influence of thefe kingdoms, can 
be preferved ; and gave life to the meafures conducive to thofe 
important ends. 

1 need not tell yon the addition of w^eight vvhiv-h immediately 
falls upon me, in being called to the government of this free 
and powerful country at fuch a time, and under fuch cir- 
cumftanccs. My coniblation is in the uprightnefs of my own 
intentions, your faithful and united allillauce, and the biefting 
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of heaven upon our joint endeavours, which I devoutly 

plore. 

Bom and educated in this country, t glory in the name of 
Briton ; and the peculiar happinefs of my life will ever confift 
in promoting the welfare of a people, whofe loyalty and warm 
affection to me I cc.-nlidcr as the greatelf and mult permanent 
fccuriiy of my throne; and I doubt nor, but iheir llcatl’inefs in 
thofe principles will equal ihc firmnefs of my invariable rel’o- 
lotion to adhere to, and ilrengthen, this excellent conlfiliitioa 
in church and Hate; and to maintain the toleration inviolable. 
The civil and religious rights of my loving fubjerts are equally 
dear to i.3C with the molt valuable prerogutivts ot toy crown ; 
And, as the fiirell: foundation of the whole, and the belt means 
to draw down the Divine favour on my reign, it is my fixed 
piirpofe to countenance and encourage the pradicc of true re¬ 
ligion and virtue. 

1 rcfiecf, with ph-afure, on the fucccfTcs with which the 
Britiili arms have been prorpered this lalt fummer. J'he total 
redudlioii of thcvall province of Canada, with the clty'^f Mont¬ 
real, is of the moft interefling confequence, and mufl be as 
heavy blow to my enemies, as it is a conqueft slorious to us ; 
the more glorious, becaufc elfeded almoft without cffufion of 
blood, and with t|iat humanity, which makes an amiable part 
of the charadcrof this nation. 

Our advantages gained in the Eaft Indies have been fignal; 
*and mull greatly diminiih the* Itrengih and trade of France in 
thofe parts, as well as procure the moft folid benefits to the 
commerce and wealth of iny fubjeds. 

In Germany, where the whole French force has been em¬ 
ployed, the combined army, under the wife and able coudiK^f 
of my general, Prnice Ferdinand of Brunfwick, has not oidy 
ftopt their progiefs, but has gained advantage over them, «ot- 
tvithflanding ilieir boafted fuperiority, and their not having 
hitherto come to a general engagement. 

My good brother and ally, the King of Piu'T'.., although 
furrounded with liumeroiis armies of enemies, has, with a 
lUagnanimily find perfeverance ehr.otl: b-youd cxanij'de, not 
only withliuod^theur various attacks, but has ob-'l ined vcrycon- 
fiderablc viftorics over tlicm. 

Of thefe events I (hall fay no more nt thi'; time, becaufi; the 
nature of the'war ill thofe parts has kept the, campaign there 
Aill depending. 

As my navy is the principal ariu le of our natural flrength, 
it gives me much fatistiadfion to receive it in fuch good con¬ 
dition ; whiift the fleet pf France is weakened to fuch a degree, 
that the foiall remains of it have continued blocked up by my 
I Blips 
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flilps in .their owp port?; at the fame time the French trade is 
reduced to the loweft ebb; and with joy of heart I fee the 
commerce of my kifigdoms, that great fource of our riches, and 
fixed objedl of my never-failing care and protedion, flourilhing 
tp an extent unknovvm in any former war. 

The valour and intrepidity of my officers and forces, both 
at fea and land, have been diltinguilhed fo much to the glory 
of this nation, that I Hionld be wanting in jufticc to them, if 
I did not acknowledge it. This is a merit which I (hall con- 
ftantly encourage and reward; and I take this occafion to de¬ 
clare, that the zealous and ufeful fervice of the militia, in the 


prefent arduous conjundlurc, is very acceptable to me. 

In this ftate I have found things at my acceffion to the 
throne of iny ancellors; happy in viewing the profperous 
part of it; happier Itill fliould I have been, had . 1 found 
tny kingdoms, whofe true intereft I have entirely at heart, in 
full peace: but, lince the ambition, injurtous encroachments, 
and dangerous defigns of my enemies, render the war both juft 
and ncceffary, and the generous overture, made lalt winter, 
towards a congrefs for a pacification, has not yet produced a 
fuitable return,,! am determined, with your cheerful and pow¬ 
erful affirtance, to profecute this war with vigour, in order to 
that defirable objcdl, a fafe and honourable peace. For this 
purpofe it is^abfolutely incumbent upon us to be early pre¬ 
pared ; and I rely upon your zeal and hearty concurrence to 
fupport the King of Pruffia, and the reft of my allies, and to 
make ample provifion for carrying on the war,' as the only 
means to bring our enemies to equitable terms of accom¬ 


modation. 


Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

The greateft uneafinefs which I feci at this time, is in con- 
fidcring the uncommon burdens neceffiarily brought upon my 
'faithful fubjcdls. I defire only fuch fupplies, as (hall be re- 
quilite to profecute the war with advantage, be adequate to the 
iiccellary fervices, and that they may be provided for in the 
moft fure and ellcdlual manner. You may depend upon the 
faithful and pundlual application of what fhall be granted. I 
have ordered the proper eflimates for the enfuing year to be 
laid before you ; and alfo an account of the extraordinary ex- 
penfes, which, from the nature of the different and remote 
operations, have been unavoidably incurred. 

It is with peculiar reluflance that I am obliged, at fuch a 
time, to mention‘any thing which perfonally regards myfelf: 
but, as the grant of the greateft part of the civil lift revenues 
is now determined, I truft in your duty and affe£lion tome, 
VOL.

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to make the proper provlfion for fnpporling my civil govern¬ 
ment with honour and dignity. On my part, you may be af- 
fured of a regular and becoming oeconomy. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

The eyes of all Europe are upon you. From your refolu- 
tions the proteftani intercif hopes i'or protection, as well as all 
our friends for the prefervation of their independency ; and our 
enemies fear liie final difappointment of their a/nbition.s and 
deflruClive views. Let thefc hopes and fears be confirmed and 
augmented by the vigoui, unanimity, and difpatcli of your 
proceedings. 

In this expectation I am the more encouraged by a pleating 
circjjmftancc, whicii I look upon a? one ot the mfdt anfpicioiis 
omens of my reigtj: that happy extinction ot divifions, and 
that union and goodharmoity which continue to pic\ail ainonglt 
luy fultjeCfs, atVord me the moft agreeable profpeCt. The na¬ 
tural difpolition and wifh ot iny heart .jrc, to cement and pro¬ 
mote them ; and I proinifc niyfelf, that nothing will ajife, on 
your part, to interrupt or dillurb a llluation lo clfenlial to the 
true and lulling tehcity of this great people.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

A T the opening of the firft Parliament, fnmmoned and 
clcdfed under my authority, 1 with pleafure take notice of 
an event which has made me completely hajipy, and given iini- 
verfal joy to luy loving I'libjcdts. My marriage with a princeis 
eminently dillmgiiillied by every viitne and amiable endowment, 
wbild it affords me all polfible domeliic cointon, cannot but 
highly contiibutc to the happincL ot my kingdoms, which has 
been, and always fliall be, inv hrll objedb in every adlion o* my 
life. 

It has been my earned wdfli that this fiifl period of my rcigi> 
might be marked with another^feliciiy, the reftoring of the 
bledii.gs of peace to my people, and putting an eiwl to the cala¬ 
mities of war, under which lb gn at a part of Europe fiiffers. 
Put though ovcrtuies were made to me and mv good brother 
and ally the King of Prudiu, by tiie ievtial belligerent powers, 
in Older to a gfaieral paeificaui.»n, ic'r w'lfuh pnipofe a congrefs 
was appoiott J, and prf)poi’iiions were mailc to me by France 
lor a particular peace with that crown, which were followed 
by an luSIual negovdation ; yet that congrefs hath not hitherto 
taken place, and the negociatioa with France is entirely broken 


off. • 

The fincerity ol my difpofition to effeiluate this good work 
has been maiiilcded in the progrels ot it, and 1 have the confo- 
Jation to reflebf that the continuance of the war and the further 
effufion of cluiftian blood, to which it was the deliro of my 
heart to pul a Hop, cannot with jultice be imputed to me. 

Our military operations hftve been in no degree fiifpcnded or 
delayed \ and it has pleafed God to grant ns farther important 
fuccelfcs by the conqueds of the illands of Belleillc and Dohii- 
nica, and by the rcducfion of Pondicherry, wdiich hath in a 
manner annihilated the F'rcnch power in the Eafl Indies. In 
other parts, where the enemy’s numbers were greatly fuperior, 

their 
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their prmcip;jil defigns and projects have been generally difap- 
pointed by a condu( 3 : which does the highed honour to the dif- 
'tingulflicd capacity of my general, Prince Kerdinand of Brunf- 
wick, and by the valour of my troops. The magnanimity and 
ability of the King of Pniifia have eminently appeared in rft- 
fiiUng fuch numerous armies, and furmounting fo grear dilli- 
Cuhies. 

In this fituation I am glad to have an opportunity of receiv¬ 
ing the trueft information of the fenfe of my people, by a new 
choice of their reprclentaiivcs. I am fully perijjaded you will 
agree with me in opmion that the Heady exertion of our molt 
vigorous ehoits, in every part where the enemy may ftill be at¬ 
tacked with advantage, is the only means that can be productive 
of fuch a peace a?, may with rcafon be expedled from our fuc- 
cefles. It is ilierctorc my fixed refolution, with your concur¬ 
rence and f'upport, to carry on the war in the moll eff'eCliial 
manner for tlic iiuerell and advantage of my kingdoms ; and to 
maintain, to the iitmoft of my power, the good f^iih and lio- 
noiir of my crown, by adltering firmly to the engagements en¬ 
tered into with rny allies. In this I will perfevere until my ' 
enemies, moted by their own lolfes and diflrell'esf and touched 
with the miferies of fo many nations, fhall yield to the equitable 
conditions of an honourable peace ; in which cafe, as well as 
in the profecution of the war, I do afTurc you no confideration 
whatever lhall make me depart from the true intercHs of thefe 
my kingdoms, and llm honour and dignity of my crown. 

Gentlemen nf tlu lloufe of Commons, 

I am hcaitily forry that the neceffitv of large fupplies appears 
fo clearly from v\lut has already bce^l mentioned. 'I’he proper 
eftimates iof the fervices of the enfuiiigyear fliall be laid before 
you, and I defire yon to grant me fiicii I'upplies as may enable 
me to profecute the wan with vigour, and as your own welfare 
and fccurity in the prefciit ciiticul coiijumSlure require, that we 
may happily jiut tlic laH: hand to this groat work. Whatioever 
you givefhail be duly and fahlitiilly applied.

Vil.nh 1 c.an'iqt do vGthout exprelling the highcll approhatiom 
ol the /eal, iinantmi'y, and difpatcli which have fo fignally ap¬ 
pealed in ti'.e coiirf. or your proceedings. 

At the opening of this fellion 1 informed you, that it had 
been my earnelt wilh to reftore the bleflings of peace to my 
people ; but that it was my fixed rcfohilion, with your con¬ 
currence and fiipport, to carry on the war in the molt effectual 
manner, till ihai clelirablc objcift could be obtained upon equi¬ 
table and honouiable conditions. My feiiiimcnts, in both thefe 
refpedls, contiiuie invariably the fame, and I have the fatis<> 
faction to find them confirmed by the unanimous voice of mf 
Parliament. 

The declaraii-^n which motives of humanity have engaged

I ordered them to be laid bcloie you, and the fatis- 
fadtion which 1 felt at the approaching re-cltabliflimcnt of 
peace, upon conditions fo honourable to iny crown, and fo be- 
nelicial to my people, was higlily increaled by my receiving, 
from both Houles ol Parliament, the Itrongelt and moft grate¬ 
ful exprellioiis of their entire approbation. Thefe articles 
have been ellablilhcd, and even rendered ilill more advantageous 
to my fubjcdls, by the definitive treaty; and,my expedlations 
have been fully anfwered by the happy efFedts which the feveral 
allies of iny crown have deiived trom this faintary meafure. 
The powers at war with my good brother, the Kingof PrlVUia,. 
have been nulnccd to agree to fucli terms of accommodation 
as that great prince has approved ; and the fuccefs w'hich has 
attended my negotiation has necelFarily and immediately dif- 
fufed the bldfings of peace through every part of Europe. 

I acquainted you with my linn refolution to form my go¬ 
vernment on a plan of llridf oeconomy.

I will order the proper eftiinates for the fervice of the year 
to be laid before you, Ihe heavy debts contra^led in the 
courfe of the late wMr, for many of which no provifion is yet 
made, call lor your utinoft attention and the ftri£feft frugality. 
I mu ft, however, carncftly recommend to you the fupport of 
my fleet, to which our paft fucccfl'cs have been fo much owing, 
and upon which the future welfare and importance of Great 
Britaiji do moft eircntially depend. To cafe my people of 
fomc part of thefe burdens, I have dire 61 :ed, as I promifed at 
'the entl of the laft feftion of Parliament, that the money 
arifing from the fale of the prizes vefled in the crown fhould 
be applied fo the public fcrvice. It is my ^intention to re- 
ferve, for the fame ufe, whatever fums fliall be produced l^y 
the fale of any of the lands belonging to me in the iflands of 
the Weft Indies which were ceded to us by the late treaty. . 

The improvement of the public revenue, by fuch regula¬ 
tions as fliall be judged moft expedient for that purpofe, de- 
ferves your ferious conlideration. This will be the fureft 
means of reducing the national debt, and of relieving my 
fubjc 61 :s from thofe burdens which the expenfes of the late 
war have brought upon them, and will, at the fame time, 
cftablilh the public credit upon the moft folfd foundation. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

As the intereft.s and profperity of my people are the foie 
obje£ls of my care, I have only to defire, that you will pur- 
fue fuch meafures as are conducive to thofe ends with difpatch 
and unanimity. Domeftic union will be eflentially nccclfary 
to remedy thofe evils which are the confequenccs of war, to 
enable us to reap the moft permanent advantages from the 
conclufion of the peace, and to difeourage that licentious fpirit 
which is repugnant to the true principles of liberty and of this 
happy conftiiution. In this opinion I truft that my fubjedls 
will be confirmed by your example, and that they will be 
taught by your proceedings to unite their utmoft endeavours 

to 
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to fiipport fnch mcafures as may equally tcand to the honour 
and dcgnity of my crown, and to their own fccuriiy and hap- 
pinefs.

Youi Majefty may be affured, that we will, with cheerful- 
nefs and diipatch, raife fucli iupplies as ftiall be found necef* 
fary for the current fervice of the year. And being thoroiighijf 
fenfible of your Majefty’s paternal concern for the relief and 
welfare of your people, m recommending to us the improve* 
ment of the public revenue, and the diminution of the national 
debt, on which the future fafety of Great Britain muft depend, 
we will apply ourfelves, with the utmoft zeal and affiduity, to 
carry into execution every proper meafure which may contn* 
bute to thefe great and falutary purpofes, and which the ftate 
of your Majefty’s dominions and the circumftanett of the 
times lhall require. 

We acknowledge with the livelteft gratitude the graciout 
expreflions of your Majefty’s tender affedlion, and of your 
conftant care for the mutual benefit and fupport of all your fub- 
jeds. And we alTiire your that, animated with thefe 

fentiments, we w^ll endeavour to deferve the confidence which 
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your Majcfty is pleafed to repofc in us, by purfuing every plan 
which lhall s^ppear to us to be calculated for the public ad¬ 
vantage ; and will proceed therein with that temper and firm-

find, that, by your zeSl and alfiduity in the difpatch of the. 
public bufinefs, J am now enabled to relieve you from your at¬ 
tendance, before the feafon of the year is too far advanced, 

I cannot put an end to the fellion without exprelfing my 
entire approbation of your condudl; and thanking yoq for that 
clear demonftrtttion which your proceedings, through the whole 
courfc of the fclfion, have afforded to all the world, of the af- 
fc£lionate attachment of my Parliament to my perfon and go- 
veiMiment, as well as of their flcady adherence to the true intc- 
refl of their country. 

It was with much fatisfadion that I obferved your particular 
attention to thofe great national objects, which, at the opening 
of the feilion, I recommended to your more immediate confi- 
deraiion. The rcfult of your deliberations refpedting the late, 
acciuilitions in the E.tft Indies has fhewn, that you were 'not 
more attentive to the immediate benefit arifing therefrom, in 
point of revenue, than to the fecuring, at all events, the per¬ 
manent commercial iuterelts of this country ; and guarding 
againll every poflible difcomagemcnt to our own maiuifailuics, 
and to the induffry of my fubje^fs. Wliat more remains to be 
done for fccuiing the poffeflion of thofe valuable acquifitions, 
you will, I doubt not, proceed to provide for with all convc* 
nient difpatch at your next meeting. 

The meafures which I had taken, regarding the late unhappy 
dilUirbances in Noith America, have been already laid before 
you. They have received your approbation ; and yon have af- 
fiired me of your firm fnpport in the profecutioii of them. No¬ 
thing, in my opinion, could be more likely to enable the well- 
difpofed among my fubjc£ls in that part of the world, efFe£lualIy 
to difeourage and defeat the deligns of the fadlious and fctlitious, 
than the hearty concurrence of every branch of the legiflature 
in tlic refolntion of maintaining tlie execution of the laws ifi 
evci)( part of my dominions j and there is nothing I more ar¬ 
dently wilh for, than to fee it produce that good effeft. 

With refpedt to foreign affairs, my own dcteimination, as, 
well as the alfurances given me by the other powers of Europe, 
continue the fame, as I communicated to y^l^at the beginning 
of this feflion. And however unfiiccefsfufl|p attempts have 
proved for preventing the unfortunate itiptitf^ which has hap* 

O 3 pened 
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pcned between RuHia and the Porte, I /hall not fail to ufe my 
good offices towards rcfloring peace between thofe powers ^ and 
1 triift, that the calamities of war will not extend to any other 
part of Europe. 

Gentlemen of the Hoiife of Commons, 

My particular thanks arc due to you, as well for the fiipplies 
which you have granted me for the fcrvices of the current year, 
as for the provtfion which you have made, for enabling me to 
difeharge the debt incurred upon account of my tivil govein- 
ment. Your leadincfsin relieving me from the difficubics in- 
creafing upon me from the continuance of that debt, 1 fball 
ever conlidcr as an additional motive foi me io endeavour to 
tonbnelheexpenfrsof my civil government within fuch bounds, 
as the honour of my crown can polTjbly admit. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

It gives me great concern to be obliged to rcr'c^irncnd to yon, 
with more than oidinary earnelinds, that you would all, m 
your feveral countries, exert your utmoft efforts for the main¬ 
tenance of public peace, and of good order, among my people. 
You muft be fenfible, that whatever obtlrncls, in any d»’grer, 
ihc regular execution of the laws, or weakens the authoiity of 
the magiflrate, mufl: lefTtn the only fiv^nrity which niy people 
can have for the undilturbed enjoyment of their rights and Ii-> 
beities. From your endeavours in this common caufe, 1 pro- 
mife myfelf the moft falutary efftdl. On my part, no counte¬ 
nance or fupport (hall be wanting: for as I ever made, and ever 
fhall make, our excellent conftitution the rule of my own con- 
du£f, fo fhall I always confidcr it as equally my duty to exert 
every poWer with which that conftitution has intrufted me, for 
preferv ing it fafe from violation of every kind ; being fully con¬ 
vinced that, in fo doing, I fhall mofl effcAually provide for the 
true inlcreft and happinefs of my people.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I T is with much concern that I find myfelf obliged to open 
this fcllion of Parliament with acquainting you, that the 
difteinper among the horned cattle has lately broke out in this 
kingdom, notwithflanding every precaution that could be ufed 
for preventing the infection from foreign parts. Upon the firlf 
notice of its adual appearance, my next attention was to en¬ 
deavour to ftop, if poflibic, its farther progiefs : and, as the 
fuccefs of thofe endeavours tnuH;, in all probability, have been 
entirely defeated by any the leaft degree of delay in the applica¬ 
tion of them, I thought it abrolutely nccclTary, with the advice 
of ray privy council, to give immediate diredtions for every flop 
to he taken, that appeared moll: capable of checking the inllant 
danger of the fpreading of the infedlion, until I could have an op¬ 
portunity of confultiiig my Parliament upon fome more perma¬ 
nent racafures for fecuring us againft fo great a calamity : and 
to your immediate and moll ferious confideration I earneftly 
, recommend this very important objedf. 

I hate given my Parliament repeated afTurances, that it has 
always been my fixed purpofe to preferve the general tranquil¬ 
lity ; maintaining, at the fame time, the dignity and honour of 
my crown, together with the jult rights and interefis of my 
people. The uncommon burdens which my fubjedls have 
borne fo cheerfully, in order to bring the late war to a happy 
conclufion, mull: be an additional motive to make me vigilant 
tc prevent the pirfcnt difturbances in Europe from extending to 
any part where the fecurity, honour, or interett of this nation 
may make it nccelfary for my crown to become a party. The 
alfiirances wiiich I receive from the other great powers aflTord 
me reafon to believe that my endeavours will continue to be 
fuctefsful. 1 lhall Hill make the general intcrefts of Europe 
the objcdl of my attention ; and while I fleadily fupport my 
own rights, I (hall be equally careful not to acknowledge the 
claims of any other pow'ers, contrary to the limitations of the 
j itc treaties of peace. 

It is needlefs for me to recommend to the ferious attention of 
my Parliament the Rate of my government in America. I have 
endeavoured, on my part, by every means, to bring back my 
fubjedls there to their duty, and to a due fenfe of lawful autho¬ 
rity. It gives me much concern to inform^you, that the fuc¬ 
cefs of my endeavours has not anfwered my cxpedlations ; and 
that in fomc of my colonies many perfons have embarked in

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mcafures highly unwarrantable, and calculated tq deftroy thq 
t-oiumiercial connexion between them and the mother country. 

Gentlemen of the Hoiifeof Commons, 

have ordered the proper ellimatcs for the fervice of the 
current year to be laid bcfoie you. 1 am perfuaded that your 
afFedtion for my per Con and goveiiiment, and your zcA for tlie 
public good will induce you to grant fuch fupplies as are necef- 
fary ; and you may be aHured that on my part they (hall be 
managf’d vtith the Itridlefl occonomy. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

As the welfare anti prolpcrity of my j»eople have always been 
the objedl of my wifhes, and the rule of my ad ions ; lo I am 
perfnaded, from iny experience of your conduct, that you 
will be governed in yom proceedings by tlie fame principles. 
My leady concurrence and fupport in every mccjlnrc that may 
ferve to promote thofc ends, you mav always dejitiul upon.

"IT'IIFN I la'l met y<>u in Parliament I renewed to you the 
ailiiranccs wh^h 1 ha 1 before given you, that it was my 
fixed puipofc to preferve the general tranquillity, maintaining^ 
at t> V. (inic time the hoi.om- of my crown, together with the 
juil ;,ghts and niterc(ls of o,y people; and it .vas with much 
lati:faction, that I indulged the hope of btiug dill able to 
continue to my ft bjeCfs the enjoymeuis of pv-acc with honour 
and fe^irity. Since that lime, ihofe very conhdciaiit'ns which 
I then piomifedyou that I would never facrifice, even t«t the 
defire of peace, have laid me under aii indil'pcnfable necelhiy 
of prepaiing for a different ji nation. 

By the aCl of die governor of Buenos Ayres, in feizing by 
force one of my pofledions, the honour of my crown, and the 
fecurity of mv t'coplc’s rights, w'crc become deeply affeded. 
Under th^’d. cir u nd., ces i did not fail to make an immediate 
demand from th'- cou.t of Spain if fuch fatisfaftion as 1 had 
a right to exp vf for the injury I had received. I dire*Sled 
alfo the ncccliary preparad ms to be made, without lofs of time, 
for enc’bling me to do myfelt jndice, in cafe my requifiiion to 
the ciurt ot Spain fhould fail of piocuring it to me: and thefc 
preparations, you may be allured, i fball not think it expedient 
to difcontinuc, until I diall have received a proper reparation 
for the injury, as well as fiuisfa£lory proof that other powers 
arc equally fincere with myfelf in the refolution to preferve the 
general tranquillity of Europe. In the mean time 1 have called 
you together thus early, in order that Lniay be able to receive 
from you fuch advice and afliftance, as, in the further progrefs 
of this very ifnportant bulinefs, may happen to become re- 
quifitc.

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With refpe£l to the ftatc of my colonies in North America,i 
although I have the fatisfa6lion to acquaint you that the peo¬ 
ple, in moft of them, have begun to depart from ihofe com¬ 
binations which were calculated to diftrefs the commerce of 
this kingdom; yet, in fomc parts of the colony of the MalTa- 
chulctt’s Bay, very nnwannntabic pradliccs an ftill carried on, 
and my good fubjeits oppreU'ed by the fame lawlefs violence

I hope and trull, that the precautions which have already 
been ufed for fecuiing this country againfi: the vifitation of 
that fatal calamity wlucii has of late appeared in fome of the 
diftant parts of Europe, will, with the biclling of God, prove 
fuccefsful: but if, from any alteration of circumllances, it 
fliould at any time be found tliat farther provifions will be 
wanted, I cannot doubt of your ready concurrence for fo falu- 
tary k purpofe. 

Gentlemen of the Iloufe of Commons, 

I will order tlic proper eflimatcs for the fervice of the en- 
fuing year to be laid before you. They muft unavoidably, in 
our prefent fituation, exceed the ufual amount. Every imne- 
ceflTary expenfe my concern for the cafe of my good fubjeds 
will ever make me careful to avoid. But I fhouid neither con- 
full their intciell, nor their inclination, if 1 v\erc to decline any 
expenfe ■wliich the public fecurity, or the maintenanc* of the 
national honour, does at any time require.

Clown, and the intereils of iny people.

It gives me miicti fatisfadion, that the continuance of peacu* 
has enabled me to proceed .n tlu- rcdi 'lion of the clfabliiiiinent 
ot iny naval forces; but Vviti will, I am confid' nt, agree with 
me, that a coufiderablc ftrcngih at ha miift be ever nccef- 
fary for picferving th.c repiitatioii and power of my king¬ 
doms. 

Tlie proper eflimates for the cnfiing year (hail he laid be¬ 
fore you ; and whatever fnpp!ie\s you may grant, fliall on mv 
part be m.iiragcd with the ftriclcit ex.conom}, and applied with 
the utmoll fidelity.

to your Majefty’s realm, and of giving, at the fame time, ex¬ 
tent and adlivity to your military operations. 

It is with the highefl fatisfaiftion and gratitude we he*ar the 
afFc6\ionate declaration of the father of lus people, that when 
the unhappy and deluded multitude, againft whotu this force 
will be direiftcd, fhall become fenfiblc of their error, your Ma¬ 
jefty will be ready to receive the mifled with tendernefa and 
mercy; and your Majefty’s gracious communication of your 
intention to give authority to certain perfons on the fpot, to 
grant general and particular pardons and indemnities, in fuch 
manner and to fuch perfons as they ihall think tit, and to re¬ 
ceive the fubmiffion of any province or colony, which may 
be difpofed to return to its allegiance, demands our warnleft 
acknowledgments ; and we ihall be ready to give our concur¬ 
rence to fuch meafures as may beft contribute to carry your 
Majefty’s wife and humane intentions into execution. 

Every motive, and every intereft, that can animate the 
hearts of loyal fubjc£ls, call upon your faithful Commons to 
grant to your Majefty fuch fupplies as the circumftances and 
exigency of affairs may require ; and being fully convinced 
that the fecurity of every benefit and advantage derived to the 
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commerce, the mantifafltires, and the navigation of your Ma* 
jefty’s kingdom'^, from the American colonies, muft ever de¬ 
pend on their being held in ♦hat due fubordii ition to the le- 
giflature of Cireat Britain in which the coidlitutioft has placed 
*them, we fliould be wanting in the duty we owe to our con- 
flituefits, ouifchcs, and our poftenty, if we did not engage 
with our lives and tciiunes to fiipport tl is /reat and important 
Caufqy m which the rights of yout IVIajcfty's crovVn and the 
intcrefts of your pctyplc art fo clfcnti illy concerned , and we 
hope and trull iliat 'ive fliall, by the bliiling of (jod, put fuch 
llrcngth and foit.e n to \ciir Majcfly s hands, as may loon de¬ 
feat and fupprefs this rebellion, and t nablc your Mpjefl\ to 
accomplirti your graeious w ilit, of re cllablifhing order, tran¬ 
quillity, and happinefs, tlhougli all the paits of your united 
empire.

happy people, recovered from their delufion, had delivered 
themfelves from the oppreffion of their leaders, and returned

I am happy to inform you, that by the' bleiling of divine 
Providence on the good condud and valour of my officers and 
forces by Tea and land, and on the zeal arid bravery of the 
auxiliary troops in my fervice, Canady is recovered; and al¬ 
though, from unavoidable delays, the operations at New York 
could not begin before the month of Auguft, the fuccefs in 
that province has been fo important as lo give the llrongeft 
hopes of fhe molt decilive good confequcnccs : but, notwith^r 
Handing this fair profped, we mult, at all events, prepare for 
another campaign. 

I continue to receive aflurances of amity from the feveral

I T a great fatlsfa£lIon to me that I can have recourfe to the 
wifdom and fupport of my Parliament in this conjiin£lurc, 
when the continuance of the rebellion in Noith America de¬ 
mands our moll ferious attention. The powders which yoi» 
have intrufted me with for the fupprefiion of thi^ revolt have 
been faithiitlly exerted ; and I have a juft confidence that the 
conduft and courage of my officers, and the fpirit and tntiepidity 
of my forces, both by fea an<l land,will, under the bl 6 ffingof divine 
Providence, be attended with important fuccefs; but as I am 
perfuaded that you will fee the ntceffity of picparing for fiich 
iurthtr operations as the contingencies of the war, and the ob- 
Itinacy ot the ubels may render expedient, I am, for that pur- 
pofe, piirfuing the propel meafiircs for keeping my land forces 
complete to their prefent eftabhftiment; and if I fliould have 
occalion to increafe them, by contrading any new engage¬ 
ments, I rely on your zeal ^nd public fpiiit to enable me to 
make them good. 

I receive repeated aflurances from foreign powers of their 
pacific difpofitions. My ow n cannot be doubted. But at this 
time, when the armaments in the ports of France and Spain 
continue, I have thought it advifeable to make a confiderable 
augmentation in my naval force, as well to keep my kingdoms 
in a refpciSlable ftate of fecurity, as to provide an adequate 
prote£lion for the extenfivc commerce of my fubje 6 l^; and 
on the one hand, I am determined that the peace of Europe 
fliall not be difturbed by me, fo on the other, I will always be 
a faithful guardian of the honour of the crown of Great 
Britain.

tial intcrefts of his kingdoms, contrary to themoft folemnaf- 
fur^inces, fubverfive of the law of nations, and injurious to tl^ 
rights of every fovereign power in Europe.

“ The United States of North Ameiica, which arc in full 
podellion of independence, declared by their ad of the 4th of 
July, 776, having call fed a propofdl to be made to the King, 
to confolidate by a formal convention, the conncdlion'^ that have 
begumto be ellablidied betw'ecn the tW’o nations, the refpec- 
tive plenipotentiaries have figned a treaty of amity and com- 
mticc, intended to ferve as a bafis for th^ii mutual good corxe- 
fpondcncc. 

His Majcfly being refolvcd to cultivate the goodundctfland- 
ing fubfnting bi-ivvctn France and Great Liitain, by all the 
means compatible with his dignity and the good of his fnb- 
j~<fl , thinks that he ought to impart this flip to the Court of 
J.ondon, and to declare, at the fame time, that the contia£ling 
parties have had aitention not to flipulatc any exclufive advan- 
lagcs in favour of the French nation ; and that the United 
States have pieftrved the liberty of treating " ith all nations 
whatfoevci, on the fame Kioting of cqualny and reciprocity. 

** In making thi^^ cornniunicatioii to the Court of London, 
the King is hrmly peifuaded that it will find in it frefh proofs 
of lii. Majtfty’s conllani and finccre difpofition for peace, and 
that his Hritannic Majefty, animated by the fame ientiments, 
wiU equally avoid every thing that may interrupt their hai * 
mony; and that he will take, in particular, effcdlual meafures

But the Court of I.ondon, vainly imputing that to fear or 
fceblenels, which was only the luiiiial cffeiH of his Majelfy’s 
pacific difpofiiion, ihi( 5 lly adhcicd to her cuilomary fyftem, 
and continued every haralh’ng a£t of violence agiinif the com¬ 
merce and the navigafiort of his Majeltv’s fubjeds. His Ma- 
jefly reprefented thefe outrages to the King of Efigland t\ith 
the utmoll candour, and judging of his fentiments by bis own, 
his' Majcfty iiad the greatclt confidence that the grievances 
■would be no fooncr marie known to the Kint; of England than 
he would redicfs them. Nay, furtlier, his Majelly being 
thoroughly acquainted with tlic cmbarralllncnt which the af¬ 
fairs of North America had occafioned the Court ol L.ondon, 
charitably forbore to incrcafe that embanalupcnt, by inlilUng 
too haftily on thnfc reparations of injuries vvliich the Englilh 
ininillers had never ceafeJ to proniife, nor ever lailed . to 
evade. 

Strch was the pofition of affairs ^between the two courts, 
when the mcafures of the Court of London’compelled the Eng- 
'lifh colonifls to have recourfe to arms to preferve their rights, 
their privileges, and their liberty, ^'ile wliole world knows 
the a:ra when this brilliai.t event llione forth; the imiltiplicd 
and unfucccEfiil efforts made by t’r.e Atneiican.'> to be rein¬ 
flated in the bofom of their motlier ccuntiy, tlie dil l.duful 
manner in which they were fpurned bv England, and, fiuaily, 
the ad 6f independern c, which was at length, atrcl could not 
but have been the neccllary rcfult of this triatiiiLrii. 

The war in which the Unitflidj||Staies of Noyli America 
found themfcives involved, with to England, necelfa- 

»^rtly compelled them to explore the means of foiming connec¬ 
tions with the other povvcis of Europe, and of opening a di- 
conaincroe with them* His Majefly would have neg- 
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ledcd the mofl cflcntial intcrerts of his kingdom, were lie td 
have refufed the Ameiicans admiflion into his ports, or that 
participation of commercial advantages which i§ enjoyed by* 
every other nation. 

I'his condinS, fo much the rcfult of jufticc and of wifdom, 
was adopted by far the greater part of the commercial ftates of 
Kurope; yet it gate occafioq to the Court of London to prefer 
her rcprcfentatiojis, and give vent to all the bitternefs of com¬ 
plaint. She imagined, no doubt, tltat flsc had but to employ 
her iifual 11)Ic of haughtinefs and ambition, to obtain of 
France an unbounded deference to her will. But, to the raoft 
unreafonable propofitions, and the moll intemperate meafures* 
his Majefly oppofed nothing but tlie calmnel's of juftice and 
the moderation of reafon. His Majcfty gave the King of 
England plainly to underllaricl that he neither v/as, nor did he 
pretend to be a judge of the difputes with his colonies; much 
lefs would it become his Majefty to avenge his quarrel: that in 
confcquence his Majefty was under no obligation to treat the 
Americans as rebels, to *xt.lude them from his ports, and to 
prohibit them from all commercial intercourfe with his fnbjedls. 
Noiw ithilafiding, his Majefly was. very ready to lhackle, as 
much as depended on him, the exportation of arms and mili¬ 
tary llores; and gave the moll politive allurance, not only that 
he would not prpte6l this fpccies of commerce, but that he 
would alfo allow England free permiflion to Hop Ihole of his 
fubjefls who llioiild be dete£lctl in carrying on fuch illicit traf¬ 
fic, obferving only the faith of treaties and the laws and the 
ufages of the fca. His Majefty went ftill further: he was 
fcrupuloudy exu!l in obferving every commercial ftipulation in 
the treaty of Utrecht, although it was daily violated by the 
Court of London, and England, at the very time, had refufed 
to ratify it in all its parts. As a confcquence of the amica¬ 
ble part thus taken by his Majefty, he interdifted the Ameri¬ 
can privateers from aiming in his ports; he would neither fuf- 
fer them to fell their prizes, nor to remain one moment longer 
in the ports of France, than was confiftcnt with the ftipula- 
tions of the above treaty. His Majefty ftridly enjoined his 
fubjeds not to pLirchafc fuch ..prizes; and, in cafe of difobe- 
dicucc, they were threatened with confil’cation. Thcfe afls, 
on the part of his Majefty, had the defired clFc£l: but all thefc 
a« 5 ls, diftinguiflied as well by their condefccnfion as by their ' 
drift adherence to the fprrit and letter of a treaty which his* 
Majefty I had he bben fo difpofed) might have confidered as 
non-exifting; all thefc afts were far from faiisfying t' e Court 
of London. That court affefted to confider his Maj' fty as re- 
Iponlibie for all tranfgreflions, although the King of England, 

not- 
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IJotivItfirtanding a foTcmn a£l of ParHament, could not Mm* 
fclf prevent his own merchants from furnifhing the North- 
American colonies with mcrchaiitlize, and even military Aores* 

It IS eafy to conceive how the rcfiifal of yielding to the af- 
’ fuming demands and arbitrary prctcnlions of England would 
mortify the felf-fufficiency of that power, and revive its an¬ 
cient animofity to E'rance. She was the inore irritated, from 
hf r hav’ng begun to experience fome checks in America, which 
prognoAicj^ed to her the irrevocable reparation of her colo¬ 
nies; and tiom fortTcciiig the inevitable calamities and Ioffes 
following inch a reparation, and obferving France profiting 
by that commerce, which Ihe, with an iuconliderate hand, 
had thrown away, and adopting evciy means to render her flag 
lefpedlable. 

Thefe are the combined caufes which have increafed the de- 
fpair of the Coinl of London, and have led her to cover the 
feas with her privateers, furniAicd with ietters of marque con¬ 
ceived in the moA oftenfive terms; to violate without fcruple 
the faith of treaties; to harafs, under the moA frivolous and 
abfurd pretences, the trade and navigation of his Majelty’s 
fubjedls; to affume to herfelf a tyrannical empire of thefca; 
to preferibe unknown and inadmifhblc laws and regulations; 
to infult, on many occafions, his MajcAy's flag; in fhort, to 
infringe on his territories, as well in Europe as m Ameiica, 
in ttiemoA marked and chara£f:criAic Ayle of infult. 

If his Majefly had been Icfs attentive to the faered rights of 
humanity; if he had been more piodigal of the blood of his 
fubjetAs; in Aiort, if, inAcad of following the benevolent im- 
pulfe of his nature, he had fought to avenge wounded honour^ 
he could not have liefitated a moment to make ufe of rcpnfals, 
and to repel thofe iufulis w'hich liad been offered to his dignity 
by the force of his arms. But his MajeAy Aided even his jult 
refentments. lie was defirous that the meafure of his good- 
nefs might overflow, bccaufc he Aill retained fuch an opinion 
of his enemies as to cxpeil they would yield that to moderation 
and amicable adjuAment on his part which their own intercAs 
required of them, 

it was thefe confidcratfons which moved his MajeAy to de¬ 
tail the whole of his cuiTiplaints to the Court of London: this 
detail was accompanied with the moA ferioUs reprefentations, 
his MajeAy being defirous that the King of England Aioiild 
npl be left in any uncertainty, as to his MajeAy’s adual deter- 
inination to maintain his own dignity inviolate; to prote£l the 
rights and intereAs of his fubjefts, and to render his flag rc- 
fpedable. But the Court of London affciAed to obferve an 
OJffenfivc filence on every grievance reprefented by his MajeAy’s 
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ainbaffador ; and when it was determined to vouchfafe an an^ 
fwer, it was an cafy matter to deny the beft authenticated 
fads; to advance principles contrary to the law of nations ; 
to pofitive treaties; to marine ufage; .#nd to encourage judg¬ 
ments without jufticc, and confifiiaiions without mercy, not 
leaving the injured even the means of appeal. At the faine 
time that the Court -of London put the moderation and for¬ 
bearance of the King to the fevered trial, in the ports of Eng¬ 
land there were preparations making and armaments equip¬ 
ping, which could not have America for their objed; the dc- 
lign was loo determinate to be miftaken. His Majedy, there¬ 
fore, found it indifpenfable to make fucli difpofitions on hi* 
part as might be fufticient to prevent the evil defigns of his 
enemy, at the fame time provide againd depredations and in- 
fults fimilar to thofe committed in 1755- 

In this Itate of things, his Majedy, who had hitherto rc- 
jeded the o\erturcs of the United States of North America, 
(and that in comradidion to his mod prefling interefts) now" 
perceived that he had not a moment to lofe in concluding a 
•tieaty Mith them. Their independence had been declared and 
cdablilhcd; England herfelf had in fomc fort recognized that 
independence, by permitting the cxidcnce of ads which car¬ 
ried every implication of^fovereignty. Had it been the inten¬ 
tion of his Majedy to deceive England, and to adopt meafures 
tor the piirpofc of covering the deception, he might have 
drawn the veil of fecrecy over his engagements with his now 
allies; but the principles of judicc, which have ever direded 
his Majedy, and his fincere defire of preferving peace, were 
decifiv^ inducements for him to puiTiie a conduct more gene¬ 
rous and noble: his Majedy conceived it a duty which he owed 
to himfelf to notify to the King ot England the alliance hq 
had formed with the United States. Nothing cohId be more 
Ample or lefs offenfivc than the refeript delivered by his Ma- 
jedy’s ambafl'ador to the Britidi minider. But the Council of 
St. James’s were not of this opinion, and the King of Eng¬ 
land, after having firft broken the'peacc, by recalling his am- 
baflador, announced to his Parliament the declaration of his 
Majefly, as an of hodility, as a formal and premeditated 
aggreflion. li \vould be infulting credulity to fuppofe it caa 
be believed that his Majedy’s recognition of the independence 
of the Thirteen United States of America, fhould of itfelf 
have fi> irritated the King of England; that prince, without 
doubt, is well acquainted with all thofe indances of the kind 
which not only the Britifli annals but his own reign can fur- 
nifh. His refentment is founded on another principle. The 
j[*Vench treaty defeated and rendered ufelefs the plan formed aC 
3 London^ 
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Loncion, for the fudclen and precarious coalition that was about 
to be ti'rmed with America, and it baffled thofe fecret projects 
adopted by his Britannic Majerty for that purpofc. T he real 
caufe of that extreme animofity which the Kin^ of England 
has iTianiftfted, and tvhicli he has communicated to his Par¬ 
liament, was the not bring able to regain America, and turn 
herartns againft Fraticc. 

A conduct thus extraordinaiy, taught his Majefly what he 
had to expert from tlie Comt ot Loiulun ; and, even liad there 
remained a poilibiliiy ot doubt, the itnmenfe prcpaiations car¬ 
rying on in the diff>.rcnt polls of J'inghind with icdoubled vi¬ 
gour, would have cleaied tip the doubt. Meafiires fo mani- 
lerdy directed againft Fiance, had tltc effedl of impofing a law 
OR hib MajePiV ; he* ptit himfclf in a condition to repel force by 
force; it was with this view that he halicncd the cejuipment of 
Jiis armaments, and that he difpatchcd a tquadron to America 
tinder the command of Comptc D’Lftaing. 

it is notorious tliat the armaments of France w'cre in a con¬ 
dition to aift ofFtnfivelv long before thofe of England were pre¬ 
pared. It was in his Majetty's power to have made a ludden 
and a moft ftnfible imprellion on England. 'Jdie king w'av- 
avowedly engaged in the enterprize, and his plans w-eic on the 
point of being carried into execution, when the bare whifper 
of peace flayed his hand, and fufpen^cd their execution. His 
Catholic Majefly imparted to the King the dcfiic of the Conn 
of l.ondon to avail hcrfclt of the mediation of Spain on the 
fubjcvl ot conciliation. Put his Catiiolic Majefly would not 
engage to a£l as mediator, without a previous ailiirance of his 
goeid offices being unequivocally accepted, in a cafe wheic he 
interpofed without being made acquainted with the principal 
objeiits which were to ferve as the bafis of the negocialiou. 

1 he King received the overture with a fatisfa 61 ion piopor- 
tioned to the with he had uniformly exprefled for the continu¬ 
ance ot peace. Isotwithflanding the King of Spain havl pro- 
feffied it to be a matter of perfedl indifference to him whether 
his mediation was accepted or not; and that, notwdthflanding 
overtures he made, he left the King, his nephewq entirely 
.at liberty to a 61 : as he thought proper, yet hrs Majefly not only 
confeniedto the mediation, hut he immediately coimiormanded 
the failing of the Bretl fleet, and he agreed to communicate his 
conditions of peace the moment that England Omnld expiefs 
in pofiiive terms a defire of reconciliation, in which the 
United States of Noith America WTre to be compreheneled, 
France by no means entertaining an idea of abandoning thcmi i 
there could not fiir^ly be any thing more conformable to the 
ofteafible wiflicsof the Court of London than this propofal. 

HU 
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His Catholic Majefty loft not a moment to dlfcufs the bull* 
Yjcfs v\iih the King ot England and hisininiftcr; but it was' 
quickly diit-ovcred by the Court of Madrid that the Engliftt 
miniltcrs were not fincere in their ovcrtuies for peace. The 
Bii'ilh minifter talked exprefsly of his Majefty wit'drawing 
the relcript which had iKen delivered by his anibaflador on the 
i^th of March, 1778, as a preliminary and ..blolutely necef- 
faiy hep to reconciliation, buch an anfvter was injurious to 
Spain as well as to Fiance; and it developed the hoitilc inten¬ 
tions of England, in the clcaicft point of view'. Both mo- 
narclis vicw'cd each other with amazement, and although hU 
Majelty always animated with the love of peace) left the Ca¬ 
tholic Ki to act as he tl'oiiglu moft prudent wiii refpc<ft; to 
continui ig 1. s o.cdiation, ye-t he judged it expedient to com- 
mai’d his charge cies '(Fanes at London, to oblerve a prolouii 4 
fiknc e ' n the (iibjeeT^. 

I ' ' '|K 01 peace continued, however, to ^attei the difpo- 

fiiion ‘u his Mijeily, until the iivCts comirandcd by the Adrai- 
rds Iv p{ cl and Byion failed out of port. 1 lien it was that 
^he veil )t dc,».».pnon which liad ferved to cover tue real imea> 
tioTis ol tlio.Court of London, was icnt afundcr. It was no 
liai 'C.1 p I'lblc to place con* d nee in her infidious piofcftions, 
noi e 'Ll the aggijeftive defign of England be any longer 
tloi bred. 'I he fa^e of things being thus changed, his Ma- 
; ’h ' I'lpd hirniclf c b’lgcd to make, an alti'ration in ihofe mea- 
iiii lit '''ad prc\r>’iliy adopted, for the fecuritv < f Ins poifef- 
ii( ns, and U) prefeive the commerce ot his fubjeifts. The 
evfju vv ill very loon demonllrate ins IVIajefty’s foictight to have 
been ji.it. 

Th sorld ( an witncfs in what manner Ins Majcfly’s frigate 
tile lit He Poiile was attacked by an Knglifh fi.gatc, wiihia 
v.cw ol the coaft of France, nor i^ it kls ncytoriMJS tliat two 
othci fiigatcs and a fraallci vtfkl wcic fuipiizcd and canied 
into the poits <>f England. I'hc departure of tl c feet under 
Compte d'OrviIliers became abfolutely r'cccflaiy, to fruftrate 
the defigns of the enemies ot his Majefty’s crown, and ’o re¬ 
venge the infults his flag had icccived. Piovidcnce o.(poled 
the triumph in favour of his Majefty’s arms : Compte d Or- 
villicrs, after being attacked by the Eng'ifh fleet, fo*ced them 
to retreat with confiderablc damage. 

Since that period, hoflilities have been continued without 
any declaration of war. The Court of Lond >n ha.s nut de- 
claicd it, becaufe ftie would be wanting in realbns to juftify 
her conduiSl. Nor has flic dared to accufe France publicly of 
being the aggreflbr, after three of his Majefly’s vellcls had been 
captured by the Englifli fleet; aud Ihc felt that flic would have 

ample 
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ample caufc to blufh, when the execution of thofe orders (he 
had fent clandeftinely to India fhoiild have opened the eyes of 
Europe to the degree of reliance which can be placed in her 
pacific profellions, and fliould haveenabled every power in it to 
determine to w-hich of the two powers, France or England, 
the term of perfidious moft properly applies, an epithet W'hich 
the Englifh minifter lofes no opportunity of bellowing upon 
France. 

As to the King, if he has deferred notifying to thp world the 
iriuhiplied injuries he has fnllained from the Court of London ; 
if he has delayed demonffrating the abfolute necellity of his 
having iccourfe to arms; fuch a procrallination on the part of 
his Majefiy has been owing to a fond hope that the Englilh nii- 
nifter would at lafl: rccollcdt himfclf, and that either jullicc, or 
the more ci;tical lituation into which he has plunged his coun¬ 
try, would hai'e prevailed on him to change his condudl. 

'i'his hope appeared to have been the better founded, as the 
F'ngldh miniilcr was continually diipatching his emilfancs to 
found his Majeliy’s diTpontions, at the very time the King of 
Spain was ncgociating with him for peace. His Majcfiy, fo 
far tiom belying thofe fcnlimcnts whicli he had always ex- 
prcffed, Ijilencd with cagcinet's to the advice of the King, his 
iinclc; and, to convince that prince of his perfevering fince- 
lity, his Majclly entruflcd liim, without* referve, with thofe 
veiy moderate conditions, on which his Majelly would moll 
gladly have la'd down his aims. 

The Catholic King communicated to the Court of London 
the ailiuanceshe had received from his Majclly, and he urged 
that court to peife£l the reconciliation which Ihc had long fo 
parnedly affected to defire. But the Englifh miniftcr, although 
confianily feigning a defire of peace, never returned an inge¬ 
nuous ariTwcr to ihc'King of Spain, but was petpetually in- 
fulting his Catholic Majefly w'ith a tender of inadmilfible 
propolitions, quite foreign to the fubje£l of difpute. 

It was now clear, from the moft indifputable evidence, that 
England did not wilh for peace, and that fhc ncgociated for no 
other piirpofc but to gain time to make the nccelTary prepara¬ 
tions for war. The King of Spain was perfe£lly fenfible of 
this truth; nor was he lefs fenfible how much his owm dignity 
was committed, yet his heart anticipated the calamities of war, 
gnd he for^^ot his own v/rongs in his anxious wiflt for peace. 
He even fu^gefted a new' plan of a ceffation of arrows (ot a tcrn\ 
of years. This plan was perfedlly agreeable to his Maj<?fty, on, 
condition that the United States of America Ihotild be com¬ 
prised in the propofal, and that during the truce, they fhouUl 
be ^reared as independent. To render it more eafy for the King 
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England to fubfcribe to this eflential ftipulation, his 
Ma)e(ly confentcd that he (hould either treat immedi¬ 
ately with toiigrefs, or thiough the mediation of the King of 
Spain. 

In conAquence of thefe overture;, his Catholic Majefty 
difpatchtd his plan to the Court of London. Belides the time 
limittd for thf* fnlpcnfion of hoftilities (during which the 
United States were to be conAdered as independent 
his Catholic Majefly look it on himfelf to propofe, relative to 
Amtrica, i! at each paity fhould h«\e the potlellion of what 
they occupied at the time of figning the treaty of fufpen- 
fion, guaranteed to them. Such inAnite pains did the King of 
Spun lake to ib>p the effufion of liuman blood * 

There is not a doubt but that tliefe conditions muA appear 
to every well judging perfon Aich as would have been accepted; 
they were, however, formally reje(^ltd by the Court of London, 
nor has that Court (hewn any difpofition to peace, unlefs on 
the ahlnrd condition that his Majcity fhould abandon the Ame¬ 
ricans, and leave them to thcmfclvcs. 

After this afBi« 5 ling declaration, the continuation of the war 
is become inevitable , and therefore his Majefty has invited 
the Catholic King to join him in virtue of theii reciprocal 
engagements, to av'cnge their rcTpedlive injuries, and to put 
an end to that tyrannical empire which England has ufurped. 
ai’d pretends to maintain upon the ocean. 

This f ceiriel expolure of the political views, and the pro- 
grclhve feiies of events which have octafioned the prefent rup¬ 
ture beiween the Courts of Vcrfulles and London, will enable 
all Lmope to di iw a parallel between tjie conducfl of his Ma- 
jefty, and that of the King of England , to render juftice to the 
purity and dire efnefs of intention, which during the whole of 
the difputc 1 as chara£lcri(cd his Majtlly , and finally, all Eu¬ 
rope will be enabled by this publicatio.i to judge, wdiich of the 
two fovcrcigus is the real author of the war whuli af!ii6ls their 
kingdoms, and which of the two potentates will beanfwerablc 
at the tribunal oT Heaven, for that tram of calamities occaAoned 
by the war! 


The jujllf'ying Meimrial cf the King of Great Britainy in Anfwer 
to the Bxpojtttony isfc, oj the Coutt of Ftatue, 

^T'HE ambition of a power, ever a foe to public tranquillity, 
hath at length obliged the King of Great Britain to em¬ 
ploy the flrength which God and his people have conAded to 
him, in a jufl and lawful war.—It is in vain that Branee en¬ 
deavours 
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dcavours to jnflify, or rather difguifc, in the eyes of Europe, by 
her lail: manifeflo, the politics which fceni to be di^Siattd by 
pride and cunning, but which cannot be reconciled with tlie 
truth ot fadts, rnd the rights of mlions. 'I hat equity, mode¬ 
ration, and love of peace, whicli hate ahvavs regulated the 
fleps of the King, now engage hin to lubmit the condudl of 
himfcif and his enemies to the jud^’menl of a free and refpcc- 
table tribunal, which will pronounce, without fear or llatteiy, 
^he decree of Europe to the piefcut age, and to poflcrity —- 
This tribunal, comnofed of the underflanding and tlinntereflcd 
jncit of all nations, will never regard profeilions ; and it is 
from the aftions of princes, tint they ought to jmlge of the 
motives 01 tlicir (onduef, and the fentiraents of their hearts. 

Wh< n the King afcciuled the throne, he enjoyed the fuc- 
cefs of Iiib aims in tlic four quarters of the world! Ilis mode¬ 
ration rc-tfhib!illied public tiaiiquillity, at tb.e fame time that 
he fnppoited with firmui fs the gloiy of his crown, and pr<i- 
CLired the moft; (olid aelvautages to hi', people. ExpcneuGC 
had taught him how bitter and afHidfmg even the fiuits e.f vic¬ 
tory au: ^ and how much wars, whethtr hapj>y or iinfuccefs- 
ful, cxhaufl a people without aggrandizing their princes. Ills 
adtions proved to the world, that he knew th value of peace, 
and it was at lead to be picfumcd, that that rcafon which had 
enlightened him to difeern the inevitable calamities of war, 
and the dangerous vanity of conquell, infpired him with the 
finccre and unlhakcn rcfolution of maintaining the public rc- 
pofe, of w'hich he was himfolf the author and guaiantee. 
Thcfe principles were the foundations of that condudf which 
his Majefty held invariably for fifteen years which toUovved 
the peace concluded at Paris in 1763; that happy ara of quiet 
and happinefs will be preferved for a long time, by the rccol- 
ledflon, perhaps the regret, of the European nations. The 
inffrudlions of the King to all his ambaifadors were impreffed 
W'ith the marks of his charadlcr and maxims. 

He recommended it to them, as the moft important part of 
their duty, to liflen, with the molt fcrupulous attention to vh? 
complaints and reprefentations of the powers, his neighbours 
or allies ; to Aifle in the beginning, all grounds of quarrel that 
might embitter or alienate the minds of men ; to turn afulc 
the fcourge of w^ar by every e'xpcdient compatible with the 
dignity of the fovereign of a rerpedtabic nation ; and to infpirc 
all people with a juft confidence on the political fyilctn of a 
court which detelled war without fearing it; w'hlch em¬ 
ployed no other means than ihofe of rcafon and finccrity, 
and which had no other objcift, but the general tranquillity. 
In the midft of this calm, the firft fpavks of difeord w'crc 

kindled 
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Icindlcd In America. The intrigues of a few bold and crimi* 
nal leaders, who abufed the credulous fimplicity of their coun- 
“trymen, iofcnfibly feduced the greateft part ot the Englifh co¬ 
lonies to raife the (landard ot revolt againll the mother coun¬ 
try? to which they were ii)deb;ed for their -.xiiloucc and their 
liappincfs. The court of X'erfaiiks cafily forgot the faith of 
treaties, the duties of allies, and the light ot fovcrci^^ns, to en¬ 
deavour to proht of circumlfanccs, which appeared favi>urablc 
to its ambitiotis defigns. It did not bhiili to dtbafe its'dignity 
by the fecret conneChons it formed with rebellious fubjedls ; 
iind after having exhaufled all the fluineful refouiccs of per¬ 
fidy and dilTirnulation, it dared to av^ow, in the face of Europe 
(full of indignatioii at its comltidtj the folemn treaty which 
the ininiltcrs of the mort Clirillian King had figned with the 
<lark agents of the EnglilTi colonics, who foutided their pre- 
tendctl indi pcndcncc on nothing but the daringnefs of their re¬ 
volt. 'I'he otieidivc declaration which the Marquis de Noailles 
was ordered to make to the Court of London, on the igfh of 
Marcli, in the laft year, authorized his Mq Ity to repel, by 
force ot arms, the unheard ot infult that was otfeicd to the ho- 
.iiour of lus»crown; and the King remembered, on that impor¬ 
tant occafton, what he owed to his fubjefts and hiinfelf. The 
fame fpirit of imp thire and ambition continued to reign in the 
councils of France.—Spain, who has, more than once, re¬ 
pented having ncglcdlcd her true intcrefls, to follow blindly 
the detlruttive projcdls of the elder branch of the. hoiife of 
Bourbon, was engaged to change the part of mediator 
for that of enemy of Great Britain. The calamities of 
war are multiplied, hut the Court of Verfaillcs hath, hitherto, 
nothing to boaff of the fuccefs of its military t)perations ; and 
Europe knows well how to rale thofc naval viiSlorics, v/hic)i 
ex id no where but in the gazettes and manifeltos of pretended 
conquerors. 

Since war and peace impofe on nations duties entirely dif¬ 
ferent, and even oppofite, it is indifpenfably necelfary to dif- 
tingiiilh, in rcafoning, as well as in condudt, the two condi¬ 
tions: but in the lad manifedo publiflicd by France, ihcfe 
two conditions are perpetually confounded: flie pretends to 
judify her conduct in making the bed, by turns, nay, almoft 
at the fame lime, of thofe rights which an enemy only is per¬ 
mitted to claim, and of thofc maxims which regulate the ob¬ 
ligations and procedure of national fricndihip. T he finede of 
the Court iif Verfaillcs, in blending incelfaHtly two fuppofi- 
tions which have no connedion, is the natural confcquence 
of a falfe and treacherous policy, which cannot bear the light of 
VoL. II. T the 
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the day. The fcntimcnts and condii£l of the King have nO*' 
thing to fear from the moll fevere ferutiny ; but, on the con¬ 
trary, invites it to dirtinguifli clearly what his enemies have 
contounded with fo much artifice. Juffice alone can fpcak 
without fear, the language of reafon and truth. 

n'lic full juliiheation of his Majcfly, and the indelible con¬ 
demnation of France, may be reduced to the proof of two lim- 
ple, and alnioft felf-evident principles —Firft, That a pro¬ 
found, pcimaiif nr, and, on the part of Fngland, a finccre and 
true peace fublilleil between the Iw'O nations, when France 
formed connections with the revolted colonies, fccret at firff, 
but afterwards public and avowed.—Secondly, That according 
to the belt acknowledged maxims of the rights of nations, 
and even according to the tenor of treaties aChially fubfilling 
between the two crowns, ihefc connections might be regarded 
as an itifraCFon of the peace ; and the public avowal of thefe 
connections w'as equivalent to a declaration of war on the part 
of the moft Chrillian King.—This is, perhaps, the hrfl time 
that a refpcClable nation had an occafion to prove two truths 
fo incontelfable, the memory of which is already acknowledged 
by every diliiitercflcd and unprejudiced perfon. 

“ When Providence called the King to the throne, France 
enjoyed a moll profound peace.I'hcfe are the expreflions of 
the lafl manifedo of the Court ofVeifailks, which eafliy re¬ 
member the folcmn afruranccs of a flncere friendfliip, and the 
nod: pacific difpofition which it received from lus ifritannic 
Majefly, and which were often renewed by the intervention of 
ambailadors to the two courts, during four years, until the fa¬ 
tal and deciiive moment of the declaration (if the Marquis do 
Noaillcs. 'I he qucflioii, then, is to prove, that dining this 
happy time of geneial tranquillity, England concealed a Fciet 
war under the appeaiance of peace; and that her unjuff and 
arbitrary pr(jceduie was carried to fuch a pilch, as to render 
lawful, on the part of France, the boIdeH Ifcps, which are 
permiliible only in a declared enemy. 'I'o attain thi> object, 
griefs clearly ariiuilatcd and folidly eltablilhed, fhoiild be pro¬ 
duced before tbe tiiuunal of Kuropc, ’tins great liibunal will 
require formal, and, perhap>, repeated jirocds of the injury, 
of tlie complaint, (d'a lef ulal of com]"ttcnt lutistacUtm, and of 
a protcrtatifni of the injured party, that it he’d itfclt highly of¬ 
fended by lucii refufal, and that it fliould look upon itfclf 
hereafter as releafed from tlie duties of fiiendfhip and the 
bonds of treaties, 'i liofe nations wliicli refpedf the iamifity of 
oaths, and the advantages a{ peace, arc tltc flowed to catch 
hold of oppoiiimitjcs v. lii'dr Jeeiii to dill hurge them from a 

' facred 
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Tacred and folemn obligation; and it is but with trembling that 
they dare to renounce the friendlhip of powers, from which 
they have long borne injnltice and infnlt. 

But the Court of Verfailles hath been either ignorant of thefe 
W'ife and falulary principles, or it hath defpiicd them ; and, 
inftead of fixing the foundations of a juft and legitimate war, 
it hath contented itfelf to fpread througli every page of its nia- 
iiiferto, general and vague complaints, exprefted with exagge* 
rations in a metaphorical ftylc. It goes above threefcorc years 
back to accufe Kngland of her want of care to ratify forae 
commercial regulations, fume articles of the treaty of Utrecht, 
It prefumes to reproach the King’s minifters with nfing the 
language of haughtinefs and ambition without condefeending 
to the iliity of proving imputations as unlikely as they arc odi¬ 
ous. 'I'lie free fuppofitions of the ambition and in'r-cerity of 
the Court Of i/Ondon, arc confellcdly healed up, as if t.,ey fear¬ 
ed to be di(i riminated , the pretended lufults which the cotn- 
inerce, tlic flag, and the leiritorics of France, have undergone, 
are inlinuatcd in a very obfciirc manner, and at lall there ef- 
eapt.^ an avowal of the engagement which th.e moil Chrillian 
King had already made with Spain, “ to avenge tin it refpec- 
tivc wrongs, and put bounds to the lyrannicnl empire which 


FniTjaiid had ufurped, and pretended to maintain over every 
fea/’ 


It is diftic'ult to encounter phantoms, or to anPw'er clofely 
and precifely to tlic language of declamation. "^1 he juft confi- 
deiH e ot the King would doubilefs dcfire to fubmit to the ftridleft 
examination, thofe vagtie complaints, ihofc pre-tended wrongs, 
upon which the Coiiit of Verfailles has fo prudently avoided 
to explain itfelf, with that cleaincfs and particularity which 
alone could fupporl its reafons, and excufe its condurt. Dur¬ 
ing a fifteen years peace, the interefts of two powerful, and 
perhaps jealous nations, which approached info many places 
in the old and new world, would inevitably furnifli fubjedls of 
comjdaint and difcullion, which a reciprocal moderation 
woulvl always know how to fettle, but which are but too 
cafily fharpened and impoifoned by the real hatred, or aftcefted 
fufpicions, of a fccret and ambitious enemy : and the troubles 
of America wcie but too apt to multiply the liopes’, the pre- 
lextc, and the unjuft pretenlions of France. Neverthelefs, 
fuch has been the ever uniform, and ever peaceable conduct 
of the King and liis minifter#;, that it hath often filenced his 
■enemies ; and if it niay be permitted to dlfcover the true fenfe 
of thefe indefinite and equivocal accufations, w'hofe ftudied ob- 
feurity betrays the features to fhame and aitifice—if it may be 
permitted of contelled objeds which have no exigence, it may 

T a be 
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be aiTirmed with the boldncfsof tnilb, that fevcralof tticfc prd- 
tended injuries arc announced for the hrll time in a declara¬ 
tion of war, without having been pro])ofcd to tlie Court of 
London, at a time when they might have been confalercd with 
the fcricus and tavourab'e attention of trienddi'p. In rrfpe^l 
to thofe coni[i'laints which the ambafl'adors ol his moil Chnl- 
tian Majedy have communicated from time to lime to the 
King’s miniders, it would be cafy to give, or rather to icjuat 
fatistadory aurwers, which would demondraU', to the e)c■^ o» 
France herfclt, the King’s moderation, his love of judice, and 
the fmceiity of his (lifpolitiun to prrfervc the general tranquil¬ 
lity of Euroj)c. T'liol'e complaints, which tlie Court of Ver- 
failles may difj’cnk with recoiled mg, were very rarely founded 
in truth and rcaft-n ; and it w'as mod gcncinll) found that thofe 
perfons iti Kuivq-f, /America, oi on the fens, from whom an 
ill-founded and fiilpeded intelligence w'as derived, had not 
been afraid to abide the confidence of France, the better to 
ferve her fccret intentions. 

If fomc fads, which France inhanced as the groniid of her 
Comj>laints, wmre built on a Icfs brittle foundation, ilic King ' 
miniders cl'.arcd them w'ithout delay, by a mod eVar and en¬ 
tire jndification id the motives and uglds ot their foveieign, 
who might punidi a contraband trade on his road, without 
wounding the public repofo; and to wlioin the lau ol nations 
gave a lawful right to feize all vedels wdiich catrud arms or 
warlike ftorcs to his enemies, or rebellious liibicds. 'J lie 
courts of judice wcic always open to individuals ol all nation'-, 
and thofe mud be very ignorant of the Britilh condiiufion, 
who ftij'pofe tliat the royal authoiity v^as capable to ihut out 
the means of an appeal. In the vail and extended th atreot 
the operations of a lunal w'ur, the mod adlcce ligilai'cc, and 
the mod dcady authoiity, arc unable to difeover oi Inppru's 
every diferder ; but every time lliat the Court ol VerfaiiKs a . 
able to cdablidi the tuith of any real injuries I'l.it its lubjedo 
had fudained, without the knowledge or aiijn-oba'iuii oi the 
King, his Majedy gave the iUm. fpetdy and edei'lu.d oul :i s 1(7 
Hop an abiife which injured his own dignity, a*; v. ..1! as tlio 
interc-d of his neighbour;-, who had bc( n Invidvid in t'u* tala- 


mifits ol war. 'I’lie objecl and importance ol du, m wd! 
fuffice to fhew all Knrope, on what piincij)les the tioiltjcaJ 
proceedings of England ought to be regulated. E, it IdoK', 
that whilt} Paigl'ind employed her forces to biin;- the rc^oh.d 
Colonies of Amciica back to their duty, die ihould have chofeu 
that mcmeni to iintatc the mod reTpcdtable pt/wers ol j'.urope, 
by the injuilice and violence of her coikI'k:! ? Kt[idiy hath al¬ 
ways go\ernt’d the femimeuts and condudl of the King, but (ui 
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this important occafion, his very prudence is a warrant for his 
linccrity and moderation. 

l)iit to ertablifli clearly the pacific fyfiem that fuhfifts be¬ 
tween the two nations, nothing more is wanting than to ap¬ 
peal to the very teftimony of the Court of Verfaillcs. At the 
Vf-ry lime in which it doth not hlulh to place all thefc pretend¬ 
ed infradfions of the public peace, which would have engaged 
a prince Icfs fparing of his fubjedls blood, to make, without 
hefitation, reprifals, and to repel infult by force of arms, the 
miniiicr of the moft ChriIlian King fpokc the language of 
confidence and fricndlliip. Inllead of denouncing any defign 
of vengeance, with that haughty tone which at leall fpares 
injullice from the repnjaches of perfidy and dilfimulaiion, the 
Court of Vcrfailles concealed the molt treacherous condudl 
under the fmoolhdt profellions. But thofe very profclfions 
ferve, at piefcnt, to belie its declaration, and to call to mind 
thofe fentiments which ought to have regulated its condmSl, If 
the Court of Verfailles is unwillinfi to be accufed of a dilfimu- 
lation unworthy of its grandeur, it will be forced to acknow- 
i'^dge, that till tiic moment that it didtateil to the Marquis de 
Noailles, that declaration which has been icceived as the fig- 
iiai of war, it did not know any grounds of complaint, fuffici- 
cntlv real or important, to authorize a violation of the obli- 
g.ui JUS ol peace, and the faith of treaties, to which it had 
i worn in the face of heaven and earth ; and to difengage from 
tiiat amity, to wfiich, to the lall moment, it had repeated the 
mofi folemn and lively alfurances. 

Wiicn an adverfary is incapable of juflifying his violence in 
the- public opinion, oi even in his own eyes, by the injuries 
vihich h*^- pretends to have received, he has reconrfe to the chi- 
iiuu.m'. danger to whiv.h liis patience might liave been expofed; 
and in the place of fads, of which he is totally unprovided, 
he endeavours to fubflitute a vain picture, which hath exift- 
CMce only in his own imagination, perhaps fiis own heart. 
"I'hc miniltcr of the moll Chriltian King, wliQ feems to have 
it It the wcaknefs of the means they were forced to empiqy, 
yet make impotent efforts to fnpport thole means by the molt 
odious and unaccountable fufpicions. “ The Court of Lon¬ 
don made preparations in its ports, and armaments, which 
could not have America for their objed. Their iutenu(’n wa^ 
couieqiicntly too well determined for the King to millake 
them, and from thence it became their duty to make Inch dif- 
pofitions, as were capable of preventing the evil defigus of 
his enemy, &c. In this flate of affairs, the King found he 
had not a moment to lofe.” This is the language of France;^ 
now we will Ihew iliat of /ruf/f. 
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timing the difputes which had aiifen between Great Britain 
and her colonies, the Court of Verfailles appluti itfell, with 
the moft lively and determined ardor, to ihe augmentation of 
her marine. The King did not pretend to reign as a ty¬ 
rant t)t the Tea,” but knows, that at all times, maritime toiccs 
have conllituted the glory and fafety of liis dominions , and 
that the> have often pioterted the liberty of I'uropt, againft 
the ambitious date which hath fo long laboured to lubdiic 
it. 

A fenfe of his dignity, and a itid knowledge of his duty 
and his intcrefl, engaged In'. Majefly to watch, with an at¬ 
tentive e^e, over tl c piocccdings of France, whoft dapt^erons 
policy, Without a inotiv.., and without m enemy, pre^-ipitatcd 
the biiilding and arming td (hips in all hei polls , and which 
employ cel a confidcrahlc part of her revenues in the txpcnce 
of thofe iiiiliiaiy pup nations, the neetllity or ohjeed^ <f which 
it was impoflible to dtclare. In that conjiip^luie the Kinp" 
could not avoid foil ivving the lounltl of liis pnultnce, and 
the cxaij’plt of his ncighhouis. The liicitlijvc angmenli- 
tion of their ma.lnc ferveel as a rule tor In'., and without 
wramding the rwfpv.i;;l; tbit he ovvitl to fiiuicMy poweis, h’s 
Mijeffy dcclaicd publuly to ho Pailiamcnt, th it I I'ghnd 
Ihould be in a refptcfablc fKk <t ditciKc. 1 ht i nil loice 
which he had locintnl!) fliingihcn d, was (k gnc.i oily to 
maintain tire gcitial ii u qnildty ot 1 mope , md whiUt the 
did itcs of 1 .s own CO feiepcc ('lip'fed iIk King to give (ic- 
dit to th( pr jicllioiii (d t!ie '''oi’il of Vtrfulk^, hf* pr* paud to 
have notlii.ig to fear fiom tic p^jhdious defig s of its ambi¬ 
tion.

After h.ving fullifiilly expofed the fiivolons motives and 
pretended wrongs of France, wc can rcllcdl, vyith a ccitainty, 
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juRificJ by rcafon and by fail, on the firil propofition> fo 
flmple and fo important. "I'hat a peace fubliiled between the 
two nations, and tliat France was bound by every obligation 
of friendfliip and treaty with the King, who had never faile4 
in his legitimate engagement. 

The firll article of the treaty figned at Paris, the loth of 
February 1763 , betw'cen his Pritannic, molt Chrillian, Catho¬ 
lic, and moll faithful Majellies, conhrms in the molt prccife 
and folemn manner, the obligations which natural jiiltice im- 
pofes on all nations which are in mutual frlcndlhip; but 
thefe obligations are fpecified and flipulattd in that treaty by 
exprellions as lively as they aic juft. After ha\ing compiifed 
in a general form, all the States and fubjedls of the high con- 
tra 6 lujg pow'eis, they declared their refolution “ not only 
never to permit any hoftilities by land or fca, but even to pro¬ 
cure leciprocally, on every occalion, all that can contribute to 
their mutual glory, intereft, and advantages, w’ithout giving 
any fuccour or protcdlion, diret^lly or indire<^Uv, to thofe who 
would do any prejudice to one or otiier of the high contracHing 
parties.” Such was the facred engagement which I'rancecon- 
tradled w'irfi Great Biitain; and it cannot be difgnifed, that 
fnch a promife ought tu bind w'ilh greater ftrength and energy 
againft the domeftic rebels, than the foreign enemies of the two 
crow'us. 'I’hc revolt of the Amctleans put the fidelity of the 
Court of Verfaillcs to a proof, and notwif hftanding the frequent 
examples that Ftiropc hath already fecn of its little regard to the 
faith of treaties, its conducfl in thefe circumftances aftonillied 
and enraged eveiy nation which was not blindly devoted to the 
interefts, and eve-n to the capiices of France. If France had 
inttiidcel to fulfil her duty, it w'as inipoftible for her to have 
miftaken it ; tlie fpiiit as well as the letter of treaty of Paris, 
impofed on lu r an eibligaiion to bar their ports againft the 
American vcftc Is ; to forbid her fubjcdls to have any com¬ 
merce with that rebellious people ; and nc)t to afFoid either 
fuccour or preite^lioii to the domeftic enemies of a crown W'ith 
whicli llie had fw'oi n a fin cere and inviolable frtendlhip. But 
expel icnce iiad too well enlightened the King in regard iq the 
political f^ftem of his antient advcrfaiies, to fuffer him to 
hope tiiat they w'ould conform exadlly to thole juft and reafop- 
able principles, which would have allured a geneial tran¬ 
quillity. 

As foon as the revolted colonies had completed their criminal 
enterprize by an open declaration of thvir pretended inde¬ 
pendence, they thought to form fecrct conneilions with the 
powers who were the leaft favourable to the interefts of their 
lAiother country ; and to draw from Europe ihofe military aids, 
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without which it would have been impofllble for them to hav* 
fupported the war they had undertaken. Their agents endea¬ 
voured to penetrate into, and fettle the different ftates of Lu- 
rope , hut it was only in France they found an afylum, hopes, 
and aihflance. It is beneath the King's dignity to inquire after 
the aira, or the nature of the correfpondence that they had the 
addrefs to C'’nlra<Sl with the tninilters ot the Court of Veifailles, 
and ot which the public effecfls were foon vifiblc in the general 
liberty, or rather unbounded licence of an illegitimate rom- 
mcrce. It is well known tliat the vigilance of the laws cannot 
always prevent artful illicit traders, who appear under a thoii- 
fand different forms, and whofe avidity for gain makes them 
brave every danger, anrl ckidc e\ery pn. caution : but the con- 
du£l; of the French merchants, who furnilhed America not only 
with ufcfiil and ncceifary mcrchand.ze, but even with faltpetre, 
gunpowder, ammunition, arms, and artillery, loudly declared 
that they were affured not only of impunity, but even of the 
protci^iion and favour of ilie minifteis of tlie Court ot V^cr- 
failles. 

An enterprize fo vain and fo diflicult, as that of hiding from 
the eyes of Great Britain, and of all Fvrope, the p^rocrccling; 
of a commercial company, affociated foi lurnithing the Ameii- 
cans with whatever could nounlh aiul maintain the fire of a 
revolt, was not attempted. 'I'he iiifoimed public named the 
chief ot the enterprize, wliofe honfe w.jS dbhlinied at Paris ; 
his coirefpondents at nunkiif, Nani/, and I’-oiirdeauK, were 
e.quahy kiio-Mi. The ininicnfe magazines which they toimcd, 
and which ilicy replenilhcd evciy day, were laden in lliip.s 
that they built or boiiglit, and they fcarcely dilfcinbled their 
objects, or the place of thi.ir dellina’ion. '^Phefe velfcls com¬ 
monly took falfc clearances for the French illai'ds in America, 
but tile- commodities wliich com[)ofcd their cargo were fiif- 
ficicnt, before the time of their filling, to difeover the fraud 
and the artifice. 1 hefe fufpicions wcie quickly confirmed 
by the conrfc they held ; and at the end of a few weeks, it w'as 
not (nrpii. i'ig to hear they Invi' fillen into the handsof the 
King’s oih ei'' enn/ing in the Ameiiean leas, who took them 
even w i»hiii light ot the coafis of the revolted colonies. 'Phis 
vit,iljiiv:c v\as but too well jult'fied by the condud of thofe who 
h.d the luck or cunning to c fc^pe it ^ flncc they approached 
Ainei lea only 10 d livei the rebels the arms and ammunition 
wl.iehthey bad taken on boaid for ilicir fervicc. 'Plie only 
marks ot thefe fac'-fs, v^hich could be confidered only as ma- 
nifefl brc.aches of the faith of treaties, multiplied continually, 
and the diligence of the King’s ambaffador to communicate his 
complaints and proofs to the Court ot Verfailles, did not leave 
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htm the fhameful and humiliating refource of appearing ig¬ 
norant of what was carried on, and daily repeated in the very 
heart ot the country. He pointed out the names, number, and 
quality of the (hips, that the commercial agents of America had 
fitted out in the ports of France, to carry to the rebels, arms# 
warlike (tores, and even French officeis, who had engaged in 
the fervice of the revolted colonies. The dales, places and per- 
fons were always fpecified, with a precifion that afforded the 
ininifters of his molt Chrillian Majclty tlie greatell facility of 
being alfured of thefe reports, and of Hopping in time the pro- 
grefs ot thefe illicit armaments. Amongft a ciowd of examples 
which accufe the Court of Verfaillcs of want of attention to 
fulhl the conditions of peace, or rather its conHant attention to 
nouiidi fear and difeord, it is impollible to emiinerate them all ; 
it is very duRcult to fcleil the moll (tiikmg objects. Nine large 
iiiips, fitted out and ticiglited by tbc Sicur de Beauinnebais, 
and his partners, in the month of J inuarv, 1777, aie* not con- 
ioundcvl with the Amphitrite, whocariieef about the fame time 
a gicat quantity of ammunition, and thirty French ofheers, wlio 
paited with imjHinity into the havicc of the lebds. Every 
month, .ilm«lt c\eiy day, tnrnilhcd new fubjedds of complaint ; 
nnd a lliort nKitioiKil that Vil..ount bloimont, the King’s arn- 
halladoi, t oniRH.nic ited to the Count <le Vtigenne^, in the 
niontli of Noveiribi 1, in the fameyear, will gi\c a jnfl, but very 
imperftvd idea ot the wrorqs Avhieh Ciiuin had fo often ful- 
taiiK'!-— “ TIuil is a fixtv -gun fbip at Roehfort, and an fiaft 
iiuh 1 i)ii[i p'tit.. il loi hxtv e,nii , at L O.iriii. 1 lufe two lliips 
aie dcftiiud foi tin Enice of the rebels, 7 bey aic la len w'llh 
dlkuiit iiicichaiidi/e, and freighted by Mclfrs. Chaiiniont,

bound to the 1 reneh iilands. 1 hey hate been pein iMed to take 
on board tJirce thonfand imi(kets, and 25,000 pounds of (ulphiir, 
.1 merehandi/e as ncceffary to the Ameiicins as ufLitfsto the 
jdaiid. 7 his illip is commanded by M lo di, a French of¬ 
ficer of dillmdlion, (ormcrly Lieutenant to M. de L • aiuiile. 
— L 7 fippopotanie, be lonijing to the S'cur Beaumarchais will 
have on boaid four thoufand mullccts, and many warlike (tores 
for the u(e of the rebels. 7 ’heie are about fiHy Ficncli (hips 
ladf^n with ammiiiiuion for the tifcof the lebels, preparing to fail 
to North America. They will go from Nantz, L’Onenr, St. 
Malo, Havre, Hoiirdeaiix, Bayonne, and other different ports. 
'Fhcfe aic tlu' names of fomc of the perfnns piineipally in- 
tercHcd 9 M. Chaumoiit, M. Menton, and his partners, &c. See* 
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In this kingdom, where the will of the prince meets with no 
oblljclc', fiiccoursfo conllclerahle, fo public, fo long fiipported^ 
in line, fo ncceHary to maintain the war in America, Ihew clearly 
enough the molt fecret intentions of the moll Chriilian King’s 
niimttcrs. But they Hill carried further their forgetfulnefs or 
contempt of tlie moll folcmn engagements, and it was not with¬ 
out their permillion that an underhand and dangerous war iHued 
from the ports of France, under the deceitful malk ol peace, 
and the pretended flag of the American colonics. The favour¬ 
able reception that their agents found with the miniiler.s ot the 
Court of Verfailles, quickly encouraged them to form and ex¬ 
ecute the audacious project of ellablilhing a place of arms in the 
country, wliich had feived them tor an alylum. They had 
brought with them, or kne‘W how fo fabricate letters nl 
marcpie, in the name of the American Congrefs, v ho had the 
impudence to iifurp ail th.c rights of fovereignty. T.'hc paituer- 
fliip, whofc in'ereited views calily cmbaiked in all ilicir de- 
figris, fitted out ihips that they had cither built or purcliafed. 
'] luy armed them to cruize in the Furopcan feas, nay, even on 
the eoafls of Great Britain. 'J\> fave appcuianccs, the cap¬ 
tains of thefe corfairs hoilted the ])rc ^iidecl American Hag, hut 
their crews were alu ays compofed ot a gie.it miiuher of Freiu'h- 
rri<-n, v.ho v. nteied, v. ith impumty, under the very ejes of their 
governors and the ofHccrs of the marlLimc prennuecs. A nii~ 
mcious fwarm of thelt corfaiis, animated by a fport of rapine, 
failed from the ports ol h'r.rncc, and af’ci ciullingm the Britifh 
feas, rc-enicied, or took fhcltcr in the fame polls, 'j hither 
they brought lluir prizes, and under a rudi, weak artifice, 
which they fon.etiiines vouclifated to cmplo}, the piizcs were 
fold publicly and commodioufly enough, in the light ot the 
royal olliceis, always difpofed to piotcdl the commcrceof ihofe 
traders, who viol ited the laws to conlonn to the French 
niimlhy. The corfairs enriched themfelves with the fpoils of 
the king’s fubje^ls ; and after having profited of lull liberty to 
repair their lolfes, provide for their wants, and procure all war¬ 
like (lores, gunpowder, cannon, and rigging, which might ferve 
for new cnierprlzcs, they departed freely from ilie fame ports 
to make new cruizes. 'Fhe hidory of the Reprifal privateer 
may be cited from a crowd of examples, to fet theunjull, hut 
icarccly artificial condudl of the Court of Verfailles in a clear 
!?i>iit. 'I'liis Ihip, which had brought Mr. Franklin, agent of 
the vi'voltcd colonies to Kiiropc, was received, with two prizes 
flic had taken in her paffage. She remained in the port of 
Nantz, as long as (he thought convenient ; put twice lo fea to 
plunder the king\ fubjects, and came quietly into L’Grieuc 
with the new piizcs Ihe had made. 
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Nolvvltliflandlng the ftrongell reprefentation of the King's 
ambalVador ; notwiiliftauding the molt folcmn airurances^of the 
French miniilers, the captain of that corfair was pt-rmiited to 
Hay at L’Orient as long as il was ncceiFary to refit his fliip, to 
provide fixty barrels of gunpowder, and to receive as many 
French fcamcn as chofe to engage w'ith liim. Furnifhed with 
ihcfc reinforcements, the Reprifal lulled a tiiird time from the 
ports of their new allies, and prefcntly formed a little fquadroa 
of pirates, by the concerted jundlion of the Lexicon and Dol¬ 
phin, two privateers ; the firft of which had already carried 
moi'c than one prize into the river of Boiirdeanx; and the 
other, fitted out at Nantx, and manned entirely by French¬ 
men, !iad luithing American but the commander. "Fix f. tnree 
Blips, which fo publicly enjojed the protedlion of the Court of 
Vcrfulles, in a iliort time afterw'ards took fifteen < 3 ritifli lliips, 
the greater part of which were brought into the portc ol France, 
nnd I'ecre’lv loid,—Such fai^ls, v. hicii ii would be eafy to imi!- 
tijdv, 11 iiid inllcad of rcaioniiigs and reproaclKS. 'Flic faith 
of tie.)Wes c.iniiot avoid being ealled upon on this occafion ; 
and It i.-. not neceliary to lliew that an allied, or even a neutral 
.p!)'\ or, c au»t ven pciinil war, w'itl'.oiil vii>lating ptacC. "The 
pi iiu i;de o{ the law of n.i'i'ii'^ will, doub'leF, reiiife to the 
ainbadador of the moil ivfjteelable power, iha! privilege of 
arming prwatacis, vnIucIi the Court of Verfailles giantec! iinder- 
iiand. in the ver\ bofom ol France, to the acents of rebels. In 
ti,! !’>> n'-'h iilatius, the public tranquillity was violated m a man¬ 
ner t iiuue atid.xioijs, and not witlillanding tiio (di.inge of the 
gov iiior, iiie poifsfjf M trtiiiico ferveJ al ways as a fhclier to 
wliocriu/ed mKli.r American colours, but inanncil by 
I'i. liLlimcn, All. I’angliam, aL-eiit for l!ie rebeds, whoen- 
joved the favour and confidence of tVA'o fucccHive governors of 
Martlt'dco, dirnHcd tlie arming td tliofe privateers and the 
public laic of lluir pnzes. "J'no inert bant fhip'^, the Lan- 
calbire Hero, and the Iriih Gainbier, which were taken by the 
Reven.ge, aduics, that out of her ere v, conl'dling of 125 men, 
theie were but two Americans; and that the owuier, wlto at 
the tame lime was proprietor of eleven other privateers, ac¬ 
knowledged hinifell to be an Inhabitant of Martimeo, where 
he was looked upon as the favourite, and the fecrct agent of the 
governor hmdclf. 

In ilic midfl of all thefe ads of hoflility, (which it is impof- 
fibic to call by any other name, the C'ourt of VhufaFc'con¬ 
tinued always to fpeak the language of peace and amity, and its 
niiiii'b rs exhatiflcd all the foiuces of arth'.cc and dillomilation, 
to hill the jull complaints of Great Biiiain, to deceive lur juft 
fufpicions, and to Hop the effeds of her jtili rcfciiimcnt, f'rora 
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the firft xra of the American troubles, to the moment of a de¬ 
claration of war by the Marquii dc Noaillcs, the minifters of 
(he mod Chriftian Kin? never ceafed to renew the dronjxeft and 
mod expreffive proteitations of their pacific difpofitiotis ; and 
however the common condiu'l of the Court of Verfaillcs was 
adapted to infpire a jull doubt, yet his Majefly’s juft heart fur- 
nifhed him with powerful motives to believe, that France had 
at length adopted a fyftem of moderation and peace, wliich 
would perpetuate the folid and reciprocal happiiiefs of the two 
nations. The ininifters of the Court of Verfaillcs endeavoured 
to excufc the arrival and rtfidence of the rebels agent by the 
ftrongeft aftiirances, that he found only a fimple afyhun m 
France, without either ddtinolion or encouragement. 

The freedom of ronimercc, and the thiift of gain, ferve 
fometimes as prctc\t^ to cover the illegitimate de/igns on the 
iiibjceh of France ; and at a lime when they \ainly alledged 
the import,iiK'c of the laws to prevent abufes, which neighbour- 
-ing dates know fo well how to fupprefs, they coiulcmncd, witii 
every appearance of finecrity, the traidpoitalion of arnus and 
ammunition, which (he permitted with impunity, for the fer- 
vice of the rebels. To the firft reprefentation of the King’s 
ambaftiulor upon the fubjccl of the privateers, ^\hich were fitted 
out in the ports of France under American colours, the ininifters 
of his moll Chriflian Majefty replied, with cxprcflions ot fur- 
prife and indignation, and bv a pbfitive declataticui, that attempts 
fo contrary to the faith of ticatics, and the publ'c tranqinllity, 
Ihould never be fuftered. The train of events, of w hich a * 
fniall number hath been fhewn, foon manifededthe inconftancy, 
or rather the falfehood of the Court of Verfaillcs; and the 
King’s ambaftddor was ordered to reprefent to the French mi- 
niders, the ferious, but inevitable confequeiices ot their policy. 
He fulfilled his coinniilfion with all the connderalion due to a 
refpectable pow'cr, the prefervation of whofe Iricndlhip W'as 
delired, but with a friendlhip worthy of a fovercign, and a na¬ 
tion little accuftomed to do, or to fuller injnliice. 'The Court 
of Verfaillcs was called upon to cxjiuin its coudiuft and its in¬ 
tentions, without tlelay or evafion ; and the King propofed to 
it the alternative of peace or w'nr. France cliofc peace, in 
order to wmund her enemy more furcly and fecrctly, without 
having any thing to dread from her jnllice. She feverely con- 
demmxl thole fuccoiirs and thofe armaments, that tlie princi¬ 
ples ot public equity would not permit her to jullify. She de¬ 
clared to the King’s ambaft’ador, that file wasrcfolved to haniih 
the American coifairs immediately from all the ports of France, 
never to return again ; and that (he would take, in future, the 
molt ligorous precautions to prevent the falc of prizes taken 
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from the fubje£ls of Great Britain. The orders gii'en to that 
cfFctt aftoniihed the partisans of the rebels, and feemed to 
check the progrefs of the evd ; but fubjet^s of complaint fprung 
up again daily; and the manner in which tliefe ordeis were 
firfl: eluded, then violated, and at length oniirrly forgotten, by 
the merchants, privateers, na), even the loyal olHcers, were 
not cxcufeable by the proteftations of tiiendthip with which 
the Court of Vcrfaillcs accompanied thofe inflations of peace 
until the very moment that the treaty of alliance, which it had 
figned with the agents ot the revolted American colonics, was 
announced by the French ambadador in London. 

If a foieign enemy, acknowledged by all the powers of Eu¬ 
rope had conquered the King’s American dominions, and if 
France had confirmed by a folemn treaty, an adt of violence, 
that had plundered in the midll of a profound peace, a refpeefa- 
ble neighbour, of w hom Ihe ftiled hcrftlf the friend and ally, 
all Europe would Itand up againft the injidlicc of a condudl' 
which fhamefully violated all that is molt facred among men. 
The firif difeovery, the uninterrupted poileflion of two hundred 
years, and the (onf nt of all nations, were fullicicnt to afceitain 
the rights oi Great IJiinin over the lands of North America, 
and its fovcieigrity over the people that had fettled there with 
the permillion, and under the government of the King’s pre- 
decetlbrs. If even this people had dated to fhakc off the yoke 
of authority, or rather off the laws; if they had ufurped the 
jirovinccs and prerogatives of their fov'ereign ; and if they had 
loiight the alliance of ffrangers to fupport their pictendcJ in¬ 
dependence ; thofe ffrangers could not accept their alliance, 
latify their ufurpatinns, and acknowledge their independence, 
without riippofing that revolt hath more cxtenfive rights than 
thole of war; and without granting to rebellious fubjccls a 
lavs fill title to c >n(]Lnlf, which they could not have made but 
in contempt of both law and julficc. The fccrct enemies of 
peace, of Cjreat Britain, and perhaps of France herfdf, had 
iieveithclefs the criminal dexterity to perfuade his moft Chrif- 
tian Majcll), that lie could, without violating the faith of 
treaties, publicly declare, that he received the revolted fuhjcdls 
of a king, his ndghbour and ally, into the nuniher of his al¬ 
lies. "I'Jic piofelltons of fricndlhip w'hich accompanied that 
declaration, which the Maiqiiis de Noaillcs was ordered to 
make to the Court of London, only ferve to aggiMvate the in¬ 
jury but by tlic inrnlt; and it was referved for Fraiiee to boalt 
of paCiHc dirponiions in the very inflant that her ambition 
inlfigated hci to o\«"cntc and avow^ an ad of perfidy, unex¬ 
ampled ill ilic hilloiy of nations. Yet, fuch as »hc Court of 
Veifailles daresalloAr itfclf to ufc. Yet it would be 
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wrong to believe that tlie acknowledgment tbnt t!:c King bas 
made of the indipcndcncc of the thirteen United States of North 
America, is what has enraged the King of England : that prince 
is, w'iihuiJt don!)t, not ignorant of all the examples of the like 
Ifirid that the fariiilh aniials,tvcn of his own reign, do fnrnilh.” 
But thefe pretended examples do not cxifl. 'J'he King never 
acknowletlgc d the inuej)eiidi. ncc ol a people, who had lhaken off 
the yoke ot their lawful piince; it is donhtleE very afflitling, 
that the miniUers of his moil Chrifliati Mcijelly have cheated 
the piety of their fovereign, to cover, with fu refpcflable a 
name, aliertions w ithout any foundation or likeliliood, which 
arc contjatlit'^ted bv the incii’ory of all iLurope. 

At the commcnccn'if.nt of the difpiites winch arofc between 
CJi'cat Ih'it.iin and her cedoni's, the Couit of X'erfadicsdeclared, 
tlial it did not pretend to be a judge of the quarrel, and its ig¬ 
norance of the principles of tlio J3ritifh confliiution, as well as 
the privil'^gt s and obligations of the colonies, ought to have 
engaged it to perfift always in fiich a wife and modcfl decla¬ 
ration, that would have fpared it the fliame of traiifcribing the 
inanifeltos of the American congr-d's, and of prononnciug now, 
“ 'i'liaf the proceedings of the Court of J^oiidon liad com 
pclU’d its antieni colonics to havT recourfe to arms lor the main¬ 
tenance of their rights, their jirivilcgc-^, and their liberty.” 
'I'hefo vain pie'enlions have been already nluted in the moll 
convincing manner, and the rights of (Ircat Ilriiaiii over that 
revolted people, her benefactions, and her long patience, have 
been alieatiy proved by rcafon and by laiids. It is fuificienl 
heic to icniaik that Fiance cannot take any advantage (d the 
injullice With right, and in fail is the object ol ilifpiite. And 
the King’s digitity vciil noi [lermit him to accejn tliole piopofals, 
which, from the very beginning of a ncgoiiation, giants all 
that can fatisly the ambition of tlie icbellioiis American', whillt 
they txaiiil fiom his M.ijclly, without any llipnlatlon in his 
favour, that he Oioidd delilt lor a hnig or indeimite term, Ironx 
liis mod l.iw'ul pretenhons. It is true, the* Court of Ver- 
faillcs vouchfjfed to coiifeni, that the Court of London iniglit 
treat witli the Ciwigicfs, lither dlrecUy, or by tlie intervcniivio of 
the King of Spain, Ills rvlajelry ct rtainly will not fo inucli 
demean jiimfelt 1 "'to coiojilain of that infoletn'c, vvldcli feems 
to grant him, as a favour, the jv-rmillion of treating direidly 
with his re*b'l!i('us fnltjetls. But the Americans themfelve*s 
are not blinded by pallioii and prejudice, they will fee clearly 
in tl tc conducl of Fiance, that their new allies will foon be¬ 
come their tyrant*;, anti that that prctendeil independence, pur- 
Chafed at the piice of fo much mifery and blood, will be toon, 
fuUj c£lcJ to the dcrpolie* will of a foreign court. 
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If France could verify that eagernefs which flie attributes 
to the Court of London, to feck the mediation of Spain, a like 
cagernefs would ferve to prove the King’? juft confidence in the 
goodnefs of his caufe, and his cllccni f(;r a generous nation 
■which hath always defpifed fraud and perfidy. Bur the Court 
of London was obliged to own, that the mediation was offered 
to it by the minifters of tlie Catholic King, and it claims no 
other merit than that of having fhown, on all o»_caflons, a lively 
and lincere inclination to deliver its fiihjct^ts, nay even its ene¬ 
mies, from the feourge ot war. 'J hccondudl of the Court of 
Madrid, during that ncgociation, foori jhcv\cd the King that a 
mediator, who forgets his own dcaieft intcjefts, to give himfclf 
up to the ambition, or refentment of a foicign power, muft be 
incapable ot propoling a fate or honoinable accominodation. 
Experience confirmed tJicfe fnfpicions ; the unjuft and inadmif- 
fible fcheme juft mentiojKd, was the foie fruit of this mediation. 
Ill the fame infiant that the minifters of the Catholic King 
offered, w ith the intdl; (iillnlereftcd profcflions, his capital, his 
good otFccs, his guaranty, to facilitate the conclufion of the 
treaty, they fiiffc-'i. I to appear from the bottom of obfeurity 
,iiciv fiibjec]s lor ciiKiilhng, particularly relative to Spain, but 
open w liich they always relufed to e xplain themfelves. His 
Majeily’e relufal to accede to the uUhiialtitu of the Court of 
IMadiid was accompanied aith all convcMiient precautions and 
leipccf : and, nnlefs that court will arrogate to itfelf a right 
to till Lite conditions ot peace to an independent and rcfpedlable 
jieigiibotir, tilt re was notliing palled in that conjuncture, which 
ought to have altered the haimony ot the two crowns. But 
th-, olfenllve meafurts of Spain, which /lie could nt\ir cloath 
with the taiitll .ippeauiiices of equity, will loon Ihow that ihe 
had alieatiy taktn her lelolutions ; iiad been inltigated bv the 
1 jeiich niiniltiy, who had only rctardetl tlie dechuation ot the 
Court tif Matliid, from the hope ot giving a moital blow to the 
honour and intcretlot Great Britain, under the uialkof friend-* 
Blip. 

Sucliarc tlic iinjiift and ambitious enemies, who have defpifed 
the faith of trcalus to violate the public tranquillity, amlagaiiift 
whom the King now defends the rights of his ciown and peo¬ 
ple. 'Elie event is )ct in the hands of the Almighty; but his 
IVfajefty, who relics 'pon the Divine protcedion, with a tiim 
but humble aiUirnncc, is perfuaded that the withes of Europe 
will fupport the julticc of his caufe, aiul applaud the fuccef's of 
his arms, wdiicli have no other objetl than to cftablifti the re- 
pofe of nations on a folid and unlliakcn balls. 

But r'rance herfclf appeals to feci the weaknefs, the danger, 
and the indecency of ihefe prctcnfions ; when in the declara¬ 
tion of the Marquis dc Noaillcs, as well as in her laft mani- 

Ul\o, 
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fcf!o, fhe quits Tier hold on the right of intlepcndence; fhe is 
content to maintain, that the revolted colonies enjoy, fatl^ 
that indtpcndencc they have beftowed on thenifclves ^ that even 
England herfelf, in fomc fort acknowledges it, in fulFering a6ls 
of fovcreignty to fnbUlt ; and that tl.crctoie, hnmee, without 
any violation of peace, might conclude a treaty of triendlhip 
and commerce with the Enited States of Nortli Amciica.— 
Let us fee iit what rnaniif-r Great Britain had acknowledged 
that indepeiidenee, equally iirnginary in right, as in fa£l. d'wo 
years had not yet elapfcd iiom the day in vviiu h the rebels de¬ 
clared their triniinal leli liition of ihaking olF t!ie yoke of thci; 
mother enuntry ; and tliat tune had been occupied by theo\entv‘ 
of a bloody and oldiinatc war. Succefs Inul hung in fulpence, 
but the King's arm), whiLh jion'eilcd the moll impnitant nmii' 
time tovMi'-, ' onilniie .ilv\ays to menace the iuti.rioi provinces. 
The Knglilli flag r< ignetl over all the Amciiean feas, and the 
re-cftaldilhmcnt of a lawiid ticpcndence was hxed as tlic in- 
difpenfable comlition of the piacc which Great Britain offered 
to her revolted fubjedls, whofc rights, privileg-s, nay even 
whofc prcjudicci, Ihe rcfpci^led. The Court oi V’erfadle.', 
which announced with fo mueh opennefs and lunplicity tie- 
treaty figncd with the pKtended States of Auieriea, which it 
found in an imlepcndcnt fitualion, had alone contributed, by 
its tlandelfmc fuccour'^, to foment the fire ofre\olt; and ic 
was the dread of peace that engaged France to employ the 
rumour of that alii nice, as the nroli cift-clual means to inflame 
the minds of tlie pc 'plc who began already to open their eyes 
upon the unforlmiaic coiifcqucnces of the revolt, the t)ianny 
of their new leadtis, and the paternal difpolition of their lawful 
lorercio-ii. 

Under filch ciicinr.lTanccs it is injpofTiblc, without iiifultiiig 
in too grofs a manner both truth and reafon, to dctiy that the 
declarniion of the Marquis of Noailics, of the 13th of March, 
ought to be received as a true declaration of war on the 
part of tlic molf ChiiRian King ; and the affiirance': « he 
had taken eventual meafiues, in concert with the United States 
of America, to maintain a freedom of commerce,” which had 
fo often exv.itcd tlie juli complaints of f/ieat Britain, autho- 
rifed the King from that nu.merit to rank France in the num¬ 
ber of his enemies. "I he Ctmrt of Vcrfailles could not avoid 
acknow'ledging that the King of hingland, after having “ re¬ 
called his ambaflhdor, denounced to his Pailiament the mea- 
fu res taken by his Majedy, as an adf of holiilny, as a forma! 
and preir.i dilated aggrcllion.” Such was, inde».d, the declara¬ 
tion wlut^h both honour and jnfticc demanded from the King, 
tad which he communicated, without delay, to the ininiflers 
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of the different courts of Europe, to juftlfy beforehand the 
cffetSs of a lawful refenrjuent From them it is ufckfs to feck 
lor orders that were ff <i to the Eaft Indies, to remaik the 
precife day when the hect* d Enghrid or Franci quilled their 
iefpc<£tive ports, or to fcrutinize into the eircuiulfances of the 
a6li'm with the fklle Poule, ?nd the taking t vo other trigues, 
whith w^ete adlually earned off in fight of the very ooaft of 
Fiance. Hence the reproach made to the King ot having fo 
long fufpended a formal declaration of war, vanifhcs ot 1‘ftlf, 
Xhefc declarations are only the meafures that nations hive le- 
ciprocally agreed on, to avoid treachery and furpnfc , but the 
ceremonies which announce the terrible exchange of peace for 
war, the hcraUK decl nations and inanitcfios are not always ne- 
reil ir), arc not always alike. 'Fhc declaration of the Marquis 
de Nojilic-. wi‘. a lignal of the public infradlion of the peace. 
The King dircdfly proclnmcd to all natioi s that he accepted 
the war which Frmc c offered , the laft proceedings of hi‘> Ma- 
jefly were rather the fpring of hi*' pru<lv.nce, than his juflice, 
Tud Europe m iv now judge if th^ Court of London wanted 
r.ieap> to jufiify a dcclaiatioii of war, and if flic did not dare 
to accufc France, publicly, of being the aggreffor,”

granted to a rebel Indian the commillion of captam-gencral 
of lliofe provinces.

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In fliort, the territory of the Bay of Honduras has been 
recently violated by exercifing afls of lioftility, and other ex- 
celfes againll the Spaniards, who have been imprifoned, and 
whofe houfes have been invaded ; bcfides which, the Court of 
I^ondon has hitherto neglcftcd to acroinpliih ivhat the i 6 th ar¬ 
ticle ot the laft tieaiy ot Paris (Upulatcd relative to that coaft. 

Grievances fo numerous, fo weigtuy and recent, have been 
at- ditferent times the objtrt of comjdaints maile in the King’s 
name, and flated in memorials whicli were delivered either to 
the Britifli irinillers at f .ondon, nj- tranfmitted to them through 
the channel of the Knglilh ambaliador at Madrid j but although 
the anfwers which wcie uceived have been friendly, his Ma- 
jefty has hitherto ohi^.' d nu olhor JcUisluition than to fee the 
infuhs repeated, lately ha\c aniountcd to the number of 

one hundred. 

The King, proceeding wil'i that fincerity and erndour vvliich 
charatHerife him, hac h)i nal'y deeLirrJ to the Comt of I/On- 
dt)n, from the coimt'cncemeiit of its dirpiites with France, 
that the condu 6 l ot England Ihould be the lule of that winch 
Spain would hold. 

His Majefty likevvife declaied to that Comt, that at the time 
their ditforences with lliat ot J\iris mied.t be accommodated, 
it would be abfolutcly iu\eila)y to legulate iluvfe which had 
arifen, or might Hill arife with Sjtain, and on the phin ot 
mediation wdiicli ^vas font to tlie iir.dci w liUeii amhallaJ.or the 
sBth of latl ScptcMuber, and wlivli was dJiver-d by him to 
the Britifh inirillry in tin bii’inniiig of Oetober, ^a plan 
with which Lord Cirandiam was apprile'd, and of which ho 
received n copy) his Majeily declared in polliive teims to the 
belligerent powcis, that in eoMfuleiation ol the infults which 
his fubjCAds and dominions had fullered, and likcwife ol the 
altemf)ts lewellcd againll his lights, he fliould be under the 
necdlity of taking bis pot, in c./e the negotiation, inlleai! ot 
being continued wnth linctiity, lln/ild be biokcii off, or Ihould 
produce no (fted. 

'Fhc caufes of complaint piven bv the Court of Lojidon 
not having ceaP’d, and t'n.it C( mt ihevving nt^ dirpofnloris to 
give repaiatiou lur thcMo, tiu King has refolvcd, and orders 
his ambalTad.or to dcclaic, that the honour of his crow'n, the 
prot-cTion '..hith he owes tf) his fubiecHs, and his ovn per- 
fonal dignity, do not pcimit Inm to fuiTer their infults to con¬ 
tinue, and to ii'-gled any longer the reparation of thofe alieady 
received, and ♦^liut in this view, notwithflaading the pacific 
dirpofitionr, of his MajeOy, and even the particular inclination 
he had always had and exprcHtd for cultivating tlie fricndlhip 
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of his Britannic Majcfly, he finds himfelf under the dlfagree» 
able necefiity of making ufe of all the means which the Al* 
mighty has cntniftcd him with, to obtain that juftice which 
he has folicited by fo many ways, without being able to ac¬ 
quire it; in confiding on the juitice of his caufe, his Majefty 
liopes that the confequences ot this refolution will not be im¬ 
puted to him before God or man, and that other nations will 
form a fuitable idea of this refolution, by comparing it to the 
conduft which they thcmfclvcs have experienced on the part 
of the Britilh minifiry.

So totally regaiille'Is In.ve the States been of thcr trc.ities 
with us, tliat they leadi!) piomiful our enemies to v)bn ne a 
nculiality, in ciirecfl eoutiadielion to du'fe ciig igcaneiils ; and 
whild they hive withheld fiom us the luctouis they were 
bound to fiJMiilh, every fecrei alhi'anec has been given the 
enemy ; and inland duties have been taken off, for the foie 
purpofe of facilitating the caniage of naval ilores to Fiance. 

In diredf and open violation of treaty they fmfered an Ame¬ 
rican piiate to remain feveral weeks in one of tlieii ports;

In the mean time, the States licncral dcdincf! to give any 
anfw'cr to the ineinoiial pretented hy onr aiiiltaflador ; and 
tliis rctafal w'as aggiavatcd hy tlteir j)rocctdlng' tijion otlur 
bnlincfs, nay, upon the confideration of this vciy fiibjed to 
internal pnrpofe:.; and while they fotiiid it iinpoilihle to ap¬ 
prove the conchiil of their fidijeds, they liill induftrioiilly 
avoided to give us tlic fatisfadlion Jo manilclfly+luc. 

Wc had every tight to expetd, that fneh a difeovery would 
have roufed them to a juft indignation at the infult oft'ered ten 
us, and to themfelvcs j and that they would have been eager 
to give us full and ample fatidadion for the offence, and to 
inflid the fevereft punifhmonts upon the offenders. The ur¬ 
gency of the bufinefs made an inftant anfw'cr clfcntial to the 
honour and fafety of this country. The demand was accor¬ 
dingly prefi'ed by our ambaffador in repeated conferences aviih 
the minillcrs ; ami in a fecond memorial, it was preffed with 
all the carneftnefs wiiich could proceed from our ancient 
friendfliip, and the fenfe of recent injuries ; and the anfwcr 
now given to a memorial on fuch a fubjed, delivered about 
live weeks ago, is, TLcif the States have taken it ad referendum. 
Such an anfwcr, upon fuch an occafion, could only be didated 
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by tlie fixed piirpofe of hofiilliy, rneditafed ?i)d already re- 
folvcd by the States, iiidiiccrl by the oHeiifive councils of 
Amfterdam, rluis to cr.;ntop.ance the hoililc aegre'ii n w' ich the 
niagiilratcs of iliat e:i} liavc made in the naioc of t’ic j‘cp >blic.

Ih itain. 

TF ever the annals of the world have furnilhcd an inflancc of 

a free and independent Ihite being attac ked by an enemy, 
in the moll unjuiliruble manner, and without the Icall ap¬ 
pearance of right or equity, by a ncigbouring power allied 
for a long time, and bound by ties founded on the balls of 
common iutcrefl, it is without doubt the Republic of the 
United States of tlie Netherlands, which finds itlelf in that 
cafe with liis Majclly the King ot (jrtat Biiiain and his mi- 
iiillcrs From the beginning ol the difpulcs which had atifert 
betvseen that kingdom and its Amoiicaii C(»lonu"=, their llieh 
hliglninclfcs, no wife obliged to interfere, had taken the fiini 
and determined refolution to adopt and lUi dly to.adhere to 
the moll tx.a( 5 l neutrality: and VNhen the laid difiuites had 
kindled the flames of a war which hath embroilfd mote 
powers than one, and fpread in llceral paits of tlie world, 
their High Mightineifi.s have ctniltantly ol fiT\ rd and main¬ 
tained the lame line of condiufl, whilfl, in the mean time, 
they have taken care to give on many occalions, and m fomc 
inllanccs ol a v'cry elfcmial natuic, tlie moll convincing prnots 
of their linccie inclinaticm to confoim to the willies of his 
Majclly: fo far as they could do it without going againll the 
rules of Impartiality, or bringing in quellion their rights of 
fovereigntv 

It was ui'h this view, and for this purpofe, »hat their High 
Mighiinell., s, from the beginning, and at the rtipiifition of his 
Britannic hlaj'il), caiiftd moll exprefs inlnhiiiop.s to be pub- 
lilhctl auainlt the cxponuiion of all warlike llorrs to ihc‘co¬ 
lonies ol his I’litn.Mic Majcdly in America; and agaiidl all 
fraudtdent Trade wilh the laid cohmies : and, in oider that the 
faid prohibitions Ihonid be moie edh dlually canied into exe¬ 
cution, their Higlt Migh line lies made no ditficiilty to take 
fuch farther Ib’p as greatly cmcniufcnbcd dieir own naviga¬ 
tion. and the nade ol tlieir fubjcdls with the Dutch colonies 
in the Well Indies. 

It was to further the above ptirpnfcs, that their High 
MighlinclTes feut the moll cxadl orders to all oommaiulers and 
governors of their colonies and fettlcmentc, as well a.s to the 
commanders of their ftiips of war, carefully to abllain from 

doing 
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doing, in regard to tlic American flag, any thing from which 
could be jiiiUy inferred or deduced at) acknowledgment of the 
independency of the faid coloni<’s: and it is alfo, efpccially 
to the above intent, that their High Mightincires having re-, 
ccived a memorial prefented to them by the Fnglifli ambaffa- 
dor, full of the heaviefl complaints agtinll the gowrnor of St. 
Euftatia, condefeended to dclibci itc on the fuel memorial ; 
though couched in terms little confonanl with the regard which 
Ibvcrcign poweis owe to each otl'cr: the confccpience of tho 
faid deliberation w'as the iinmixiiate recall of the faid governor, 
whom tin ir High IVliglninefR ^ called to an account for his 
conduft, and who was not permitted to return to his rclidencc 
till he had denied himfdf of all the charges brought againft 
him before a court ‘of juiticc; a copy of whofc proceedings 
was foon after iranfmiitCvl to tlie mlniller of his Britannic 
IMajcfly. 

By fuel) mcafurc's as thtfe their High MightinefTes, who al¬ 
ways earncflly willnd to avoi.l giving the fmalled caufe of dil- 
content to his Ihitantnc Majdly, have conlfantly endeavoured 
to promote and culiiwUe pcifed harmony; but his Britannic 
Majefly’s coidud tow aids the Republic has been diametrically 
oppolite. 

The differences between the Courts ot Loitvlon and Ver- 
fiillcs had fcaicdy bioLtn out, when they beheld the ports of 
England filled with Diiieh \efleis, which were unjuft'y leized 
and detained: tliefc vdU is navigated upon the faith of the 
treaties, and weir not laden with any other ineichandifc than 
wliat the cxpief-, tenoi of tlio treaties had declared free and 
legal. They behedd tliofe fitc caigoes forced to I'ubmit to an 
aibitrary and defpotie anihoiity. The cabinet at St. James’s, 
knowing no other rule than an affumed right of temporary 
convenience, thouglit proper to appropriate thofe eaigocs to 
tile life of the crown by a f neiblc puriJiufe, and to employ 
them in the fen i-f of the King’s navy. The moft carneit 
and feiious rc prefentations o.i the part of their High Mighti- 
iicfrcs againft tfiefe procv.e lings were incfTebfual, and it was 
in \a!n that they urged, in the IliongcR manner polliblc, the 
treaty fubniling between England and the Republic. By this 
tiealy, the rights and libeities of the neutral flag are clceifively 
and cieaily flared. 'I'he fubjeefs of Great Dritain had fwlly 
enjoyed the .advantages of this treaty, in the fiidl and only cafe, 
whciein it plcafed the Court of London to remain neuter, 
will Id the Re public w'as engaged in a w'ar. Certainly then, in 
a reciprocal cafe, th.at court could not, without the greateft 
injurtice, refiife the enjojmentof the fame advantages to the 
Republic; and as little light as his Britannic Majefty had to 
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withhold the advantageous cffc£):s of this treaty from their 
Ilightinencs, he had as little foundation for atlcmpiing to make 
them quit the neutrality they had embraced, and to lorcc them 
to plunge into a war, the caufe of which related nnmediately 
to the rights and polfeflloris of his Briti.nnic Majedy lying 
beyond tiie limits ot dcfcnlivc treaties.—And notwithflanding 
this treaty, his Majcily, froiri the commencement of the dif- 
fciencj- with the ciown of France, has made no fcruple cf 
infringing and violating it. 'I he ticfpailrs and fraAh)ns made 
on this treaty, on the p.irt of Oaat Britain, and the arbitrary 
dccifions of the c airls of judice in that kingdom, diredly 
contrary to the exjircfb fantHion of the fame treaty, multiplied 
daily. i lie merchant t'i lfcls btrame the innocent vidlims of 
the exaiftioiis and accumnlatcd vioknccs ol the Knglifi* men of 
war and privamers. 'I'hey did not !u)\vc\cr rell ilterc. Tlie 
very flag of the S'atcs was not fp.ircd, hnl openly and oiit- 
rageouily inlultcd hy a hollile attack iij/on the convoy, under 
the caic of the Hear admiral Compic do ByLmd. 'I’iie 
/Irongeft n prehentations from ttie States to his Biitannic Ala- 
jefty were dilrcgarded, the Ihips taken fiom ihi-convoy weic 
declaretl g )od prizes, and tliis iufnlt on the ilag o! thi kvpnhiic 
was vtry lovn fuilowed hy an open vit;ktlion of ilielr iicntral 
territory, as well in Europe as Anieiica. 'They will content 
thcrnfelvcs, however, with recninu two e'\am|iles. 

At the ifland of St. Martin his Britannic IMajcfiy attacked, 
and carri-cl away by toice, ftM-ral velkls diat lay at at’ch''r 
under the eannon c'f the tort, where, accoiding to the invio- 
lable rights of inaukiiui, the vcih Is ought to liavc found a 
fcciirc afyinm. The iulults c>immi;i,d by an armed Englifh 
veffe-l on the coall of the Republic, near Gccch reede, furnifh 
a fecond example of thefe violatioi.'S. Thefj infults were 
carried fo far, that many inliabiiants of the illacid v/ho eiwe't 
on the Ihore, wliere they ought to have fiippolec! thcmfe-lve-i 
fccurc from any diduibance, were expofed, by the violence 
of the fire Irciii the Ibtp-, to fue'h imminent danger, that tluy 
were forced to n tue to the interior part of the iiland. Yet, 
for thefe mi).cai<l of proceedings, the Republic, notwitb,. 
landing the drongefl and bcfl-lonndcd repiefcntalions, has not 
obtained the fmallell falisfaition. 

Affairs being tfnis Bnnalcd, fo that their High MiglnincflTcs 
had no other alternative left them, but to fee tfic navigation 
and commerce of their fubjeefs, on which the ruin or prof- 
perity of their Republic alone depenc/s, totally annihilated, or 
elfc to adopt meafure^ hoffilc to their old friend and ally; at 
this p>iiod tlie Empr^fs of Rnilia, urged by a generous mag¬ 
nanimity of difpofiiion, thought proper to interfere, and with 
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AS much afK-i^ion as h'tinr.nhy Inviled the Pepublic to take the 
julUlt nit d"ie*, an * i ich too as were •.ntircly confiftt-ut with 
the trenty fnbfiftmg between the Sti'c niid other pr \^ers, for 
the dtftnUiig and maintain in on 'vith her Im¬ 

perial Majclly* and the otlicr northern powcis, the pini-

It will be luf'eieiit to obferve, 
in leiv V t id , witn lelpci^l to tl.c offer which w i-' m ide by hi 
Bntaiini- Maj^fly foi opcinng an amicable conference, that 
the foie objedl ot ihefe conlirenecs could only be tins, to take 
mto fonfuieiaMoii the naval tieaty (poken ot above , that the 
oondnnTiion of this treaty, c( neeued as it is in terms the 
mill char anu cxpul'^, could not be a iuhjedt of any doubt 
or ecjinvoiaiion , that it gives the neutial poweis a tree right 
ot conveying to the belhgc rent power'* all kii ds of naval /lores; 
that ilic Republic, neiihci propohng any tl ing elfc to them- 
fclvts, nor de/iring any thing more ot his J>n»anriic Majelly 
than the quiet undi/li.ibcd enjoyment of rights Hipiilated 
this treaty, a point fo manife/t and incontiovertibiy equitable, 
could not perceive any icafon or motive fora negotiation, or 
any other new convention, which muft luve been derogatory 
to the treaty in queftion, paiticnlaily as their High Mighti- 
nefles could not prevail upon theinfelves, noi experience the

lead dirpodtion to renounce, voluntarily, rights juftly acquired, 
jior to (Icfift from their rights by a regard for the Court of 
England i a renunciation which, though advantageous to one 
of the belligerent powers, would be totally incompatible with 
the principles of neutrality, and by which their High Mighti- 
neffes would, from another quarter, have fubjeded the Hate 
to dangers which they think it is their duty moft folemnly to 
avert;’ a rciuineiation alfo which would have carried with it 
a moft irrcpaiablc injniy to their commerce and navigatiot;, 
which is the piincipal fupport of the Rcpuhlir, and the foiirec 
of all theit prorperity : for the different branches of their com- 
meree are I’cveially fo intimately connected with each other, 
fb as to form or.c whole, that it is impoflTblc to P;piiatc one 
part of fo principal a nature as was expeded by' the Court of 
X.ondon, without tlie entire ruin and dcitrudioii of the ge'neral 
btidy ; not to mention that at this time, when tlieir High 
ihliehtinelfc': made a rcafonablc difHailtv of acceding to the 
propofed confciencc, tlicy yet qualified and lemjiered this tf- 
fedual cxcrcifc of tlicir rights by a provifional rcfolution. 

As for the fnccouis required, their High Mightinclies can¬ 
not diifemblc, ti'at they never could conceive how' his Eritannic 
Majclly thought liiinfolf juflified to infilh, under the moft dif- 
tant appearance of right or equity, for the afl'dlance IVipulated 
by the treaties, at t'nc time vvlicii he Ind heady forgone the 
obligation which they impofed on him towards the Repnblie'. 
'Their High M'ghtiiKires w'cre not lefs finpiifed U' fee’ that, 
whillf the dirturhu'ccs in America, and thei - d ”cd confe- 
qncnccs, could not efil ^ the RepuLrie by viituc of aiu ticaty, 
and that the alliitanee- had not been required before the decla¬ 
ration of the Court of Sjxain had increafed the number of the 
belligerent povveis; his Britannic Majefty had nevcrthelcfs 
taken occafion, from this event, to infill on his demand with 
fo much ardor and earnedfnefs, as if his Majehy had a right 
to pretend and maintain, that, a war being once kindled be¬ 
tween him and fome other pow'cr, w'as alone lufficient to 
compel the States to grant dircdlly, and without any picvious 
examination, the faid flipulatcfl aljjllancc- 

'The Republic, it is tiue, had bound iifclf by treaties to aid 
and afiiff tlic kitigdom of Great Britain, whenever that power 
fhould be attacked or threatened with an iinjiifl war : the Re¬ 
public was moreover fo declare w'ar in fuch a cafe* againlt the 
aggrelfor; but their High Mighfineircs never intended to give 
up that right wdiich is the ciaturc of a defenfive alliance, and 
which cannot be difputcd fo the allied poweis, to examine 
firfl, arul before they giant the required aflillance, or take part 
in the war, the principles of the diircnfioiis which have fro 
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valleJ ; the nature of the differences from which they fpralig; 
as alfo to luvefligate and maturely weigh the reafons and mo¬ 
tives which may enforce the Cajus Fevderis, and which are to 
form the bafis of the oejuity and lawfulncfs of the war on 
the part of that confederate ftatc claiming the aforefaid affift- 
ancc. There is not a treaty extant, by which their high 
IVlightinclfes have foregone the independence of the States, or 
faciificcd thtir interefts to thofc of Great Britain, fo far as to 
deprive thcmfelves of the right of fo neceffary and indifpenfa- 
ble an examination ; by taking fuch fteps as might infinuate, 
tliat they fhould be looked upon as compelled to fubmit to the 
pleafiirc of Great Dritain, by granting the required affidancc j 
even when the above Coint, being at variance with another 
po\\cr, thinks propLi- to prefer a war to an amicable accom¬ 
modation on well-fuppoited complaints. 

It is not, th"iefv:»ro, tlirough fpirit of party, or the fclicme 
of a prtdominant cai>al, but, after a mature tudiberaiion, and 
by a diTire of fupponing the deartfl; intcrtils of the Republic, 
that all the provincial Stat«.s refpt (!:li\ely have, v. i*h one voice, 
telliiicd thi,y were ol ('pmum, ib.at the allill nte 'cqiiired 
/lu'iild he politely lefiifid; and 'heir High Migh:in»lfes would 
not lra\c failed to conin nnica.e to hi*- I ritai.nic iVajefly, in 
coufeqi.cncc tif thofe refolulions, an anfvv'r to the repeated 
retji'ill' for afiiilai ce, had the y not beet prev«.nted fiom fo 
doiny by the violent and iiupueedentcj iidu’’ c;;-'r.-d to the 
Dtik'i d \g, under the con''and of i<ejr-admiial Byland; 
by their b_ing Kfufed ledrif^ on fo fcrioi s a nia’ter, atid by 
his Majtfly\ (lixhnativin, no lef'' fh nige than nniuff, in re¬ 
gard to the fiifpMil’on of tlte tri'atie'' which Aibnitcd b t'veen 
him and the 1 epuMic. Thefe were fo many Lveu’ts, whieik 
as they requ-rctl (Lliberations of a different kind, put an ciu 
to thole whie’h were held in confeeucnce of the atortfald re-

qnifitions It is in vain, and in oppotuion to all »rulh, that 
endeavours have been ufed to mu' ipb' t'le’nuoibe^r griev¬ 
ances, by alledging the fupprelTion of duties on exports as a 
mealoic calculated to facilitate fhc earivi^'j of nival llores 
over to J'>anc( : for, befides that the fiiv) fup^:r<.liion is an ob- 
jedl which refpedfs the interior reguiatiot; of eonimcire, to 
w'hicii all foverei'cns have an unconirovertel right, and for 
which (hey are accountable to tu* one. >f o muttei nas been put 
in deliberation, but never hnally Kfdveil up m ; fo that tbofc 
duties are llil! on the former fooiiny; at»d uliai is Cet forth 
relpeeding this matter in the uian-' ito i totally groiindlefs, 
though it cannot be dcn.ed, that tl.c » idt ol his Britannic 
Majelly towards the Republic iurni.h.,d their High Mightx- 

neffes 
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nclTes with but too inany motives to jufiify fuch a meafure on 
their part. 

The dirplcafiire of his Britannic Majefty, in regard to what 
has been done for Paul Jones, is equally groundlcfs. Their 
High Mightineffes had tor many years before given general 
and pofitive ordi.rs for the admiflion into their ports, of all 
privateers and armed Ihips, xtith their prizes ; orders which 
haveJacen obrtr\((l aucl ewciited ivithout the lead exception: 
in this cafe their Iligh MightincI'l-. s could not defift from fucli 
orders, in regard to .tn aioaeii ihip, which, provided with a 
commiirion fioni tile Aincilcan Congrefs, was in tl.i '1 ^ xel, 
together with tie filgates ol a f''Vtieign power, without af- 
fiimtng the pait rf jodgco, and giviitg a decilion in a matter 
which their Ijigh hfightinrlie.. v. e le not obliged to tal c any 
cogin\:ancc o{, aiiei in w hich it feems to them contraiy to the 
interod ot tiie Republic to interfere: their High MightincUbs, 
therefore, thought it bed not to fvverve irom the rii'es cdahlilhcd 
for fo long a time, but icTedved to lay the ttrongeil. injpucLcn-, 
ltd the laid privateeis and aimed Ihips lliould take in any war¬ 
like (lores, and dclirtd them to quit the road as foon a- ^ o.h'ibie, 
without being pelinittcd to fojoujn, but jud as long «.s would 
prove abfolulely iieceiraiy to repair the damages fufilixd .a lea ; 
declaring fcimally a*^ the fame titi'o, that in cafe tif a lor.ttr 
dolay, their dejiarlurc (hould be pofitively infilled upon. 'I o 
this purpofe, the eomn.aiuliiig obiter in the laid load took c ire 
to make every rcquilitc difpofition, tlie cfFeiSls of wliicli the pri¬ 
vateer of Paul Jones had hardly time- to prevent. Jn regard 
- to what has happened in oil.or parts of the vtoihl, the informa¬ 
tions tranfmiuctl to llicir High AfigluincH'cs, from time to lime, 
from the Iiall Indies, are io dircbl oppofiiion to thofe which 
feemto have been laid before his Biitannic Majcdy, 'J’he fre¬ 
quent complaints of tljc Rad India direilion addufied to them, 
and w hich the love of peace had obliged the latter to finother, 
as it were, in their brcalls, arc fo many incontrovertible pi oofs 
of the affejiion. The mcafurcs taken in regard to the Weft 
Indies, before mentioned, will ferve at all times for an uiiquof- 
tionable proof of th^ fincerity of tlic zeal, and of the attention 
with which their liigh Mighiinedcs have aflidiioufly endea¬ 
voured to cbferve, in thefe counliirs, the mod cxabl and itridb 
neutrality ; nor could their High Mightinefles find out the lead: 
legal proof of any infiaflion of tlieir orders in this refped. 

As fpr whnt concerns the projeeT; of an evcnliial treaty of 
commerce vvith Ni^rth America, I'i.'mcd by a member of the 
government of the piovir.ee of Holland, without the fandlion 
of any public aiitliority ; and the memorials prefented on this 

2 mattci 
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matter by the Chevalier Yorke, tlie matter happened as fol« 
lows: 

As foon as this ambafTador had prcTented a memorial, dated 
Nov. lO, 1780, their High Mightinedes, without noticing the 
expreffions, rather unbecoming between fovcieigns, with which 
this memorial abounded, did not delay entering into the moft 
ferious deliberation on that matter ; and by their refolution of 
llic 27th of the fame month, they did not hefitatc to difclaim 
and difapprovc publicly whatever had been done in this 
affair. 

After this they hatl every reafon to cxpccl that his Britannic 
Majedy wouhl have acceded lo this dcclaialien, fince he could 
not be ignorant that ilicir High MiginincTres liave no jurifdic- 
tion over the rcfjjevdivc provinces, and that it was to the Slates 
of HoHan<!, to whom, as being inveded, as the dates of the 
other provinces, with a fovereign and cxciudve authority over 
ilieir fubjecU, was to he rnhmiitcd, an afraii' which their High 
Aligh.tined'es had no rcafon to doubt but the other dates of the 
faid provinces would regulate according to the exigency of the 
cafe, and conformably lo the laws of the date, and the prin¬ 
ciples of ccjoiiy. I'he cagernefs with which the Chevalier 
Yorke, by his fccond rntmorial, infidcd on the punilhment, 
could not, of com!';, but appear very drunge to their High 
Mightinedes, that if lie did not receive the very fame day an 
anfwcr to his memorial in every rcfpcCl fatisfatSlory, he diould 
find himfclf obliged to acquaint his court iliereof by an extraor¬ 
dinary cornier. Their High Mightincllcs, informed of this 
declaration, foon percfivcd its importance, as a manifedation 
of the mcafuros already determined on in the King’s council; 
and although, according'to the tdablillud cudom, fuch verbal 
declarations from Toreign miniders admit of no deliberation, 
they ncvcrthelcfs thought proper to fet it alide on this occafion, 
and to delirc their recorder to wait on the Clievalier, and in¬ 
form him, that his memorial had been taken ad referendum, by 
the deputies of the refptilive provinces, according to the re¬ 
ceived cudom and conllitution of government j adding at the 
fame time, what feemed defigncdly omitted in the manifedo, 
that they would endeavour to frame an aniwer to his memorial 
as foon as poffible, and the conllitution of government would 
permit. In confeipience fhercof, a few days after, the depu¬ 
ties of the provinces of Holland gave notice to the aflembly of 
their High Mightinelfcs, that the dates of llicir province had 
ima voce, refolved to require the advice of iheir court of juftice 
in regard to the requilition of puniflimcnt, requeding the faid 
court to give their opinion as foon as pollible, foregoing all 
other affairs. Their High Mightined'es did not fail to acquaint 
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the Chevalier Yorke with the above rcfolvc ; but w'hat was 
their furprize and aftonilhment, when tluy undei flood that the 
faid ambalfador, after having read his inltrudions, had fent a 
note to the recorder, wherein he called the above refolve il- 
lufive, and flatly refiifed to tranfmit it to hit. court! This 
obliged their High Mightinefles to fend it to Count Weldercn, 
their niinlllcr at London, with orders to lay it iininediately be¬ 
fore the ininifter of his Britannic Majcfly ; but the retufal of 
the latter created an obllaclc to the execution of thofe orders. 

All the circumltances of this affair being thus expofed, the 
impartial public v\ill be enabled to appreciate the principal 
motive, or rather pretence, to which his Britannic Majelly has 
had recouifc, in order to give a fcopc to his defigns againll tlie 
Repnhlic. To this wc may reduce the whole matter: his 
Majefly was informed of a negociation which would have 
taken place between a member of the government of one of 
the provinces, and a rcpreicntativc of the American Congrefs 5 
which negociation intended to lay the plan of a treafy of com- 
inercc to be concluded between the Republic and the faid 
colonics, cafu guo, that is to fay, that in cafe the indcpeiulcncv 
of thofe colonics fhould be acknowledged by the crown of 
Lngland ; this negociation, although conditional, and holding 
by a claufe which depended on the anterior a^t ol his Majcity, 
this negociation, which w'ithout the faid ail, or anterior ilecla- 
ration, could not have the le.tll effeil,. was mifconltrucd by liis 
Majefly, and excited his difplcalure to fuch a degree, that he 
thought proper to require from the States a public difavovval and 
difapprobation as weil as a cofnpletc puniflunenr and fatisfailion: 
it was in confequence, and without the Jcalt delay, that their 
High Mightinefles acceded to the firft part of liis requifuion ; 
but the punifhment inliltcd upon was not within llu ir power, 
and they could nert affent to it, without flriking at the root of 
the fundamental conflitution of the flute. Tiie Hates of the 
province of Holland were the only ones to which it pertained 
lawfully TO take cognizance of it, and to provide thereto by the 
ordinary means and the authority of the laws. Tliis fovereign 
ftate adhering to the maxims wliich oblige them to refpei!; 
the authority of the laws, and fully convinced ihat the main¬ 
taining that depaitmcnt in all the integrity and impartiality 
which are infeparable from it, is the hrinell: bafis of the fu- 
preme pow'er ; that fovereign flute, obliged by what is held 
moft facred, to defend and prottfl the lights and privileges of 
its fubjedls, could not forget itfelf fo far as to fnbmil to the 
will of his Britannic Majefly, by attempting to overturn thofe 
lights and privileges, and exceeding ihe limits preferibed by the 
iuadainental laws of its government: thefe laws required the 

intervention 
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interV'entlon of the judicial department, and thofe were t^fc 
mearts which the above States refolved to life, by requiring ba 
this obje£t, the advice ot the court of jufticc, ellabliflied in their 
province. 

I>y an adherence to this method it was, that, before the eyes 
of his Britannic Majefty, tlie EngliOi nation, and all Europe, 
were difplaycd the unalterable principles of that juftice aud 
equity which form the leading feature of the Dutch conftitu- 
tion, and which, in fo important a part of public adminiftra- 
tion, (we mean that which concerns the cxcrcifc of the jufti- 
ciary power) wull for ever ferve as a bulwark againfl whatever 
could militate with the fecurity and independence of a free na¬ 
tion. It was alfo by thefe means, and by following this road, 
that, far from precluding juiiice, or evading the punifhment re¬ 
quired, a free courfe, on the contrary, has been laid open to a 
regular procefs, conformably to the conditiiiional principles of 
llie Republic ; and by the fame rcafon, in Ihort, depriving the 
Court of Loiuloii of any pretence to complain of a denial of 
jiiHice, care has been taken to anticipate the lead fliadow, or 
appearance of rcafon, w hich might have autlioiized that Couit 
to make rcprifals ; to which, nevcrtheleE, it has had recoorfe 
without fcruplc, in a manner equally odious and unjud. 

To thefe ends, and fincc, after the repeated outrages and 
heavy lollbs which the fubjecls of this Republic mud have ex¬ 
perienced from his Britannic Majedy, tlicir High MightinelTes 
find themfelvcs fiirlhermorc provoked, and all'ailed by his atore- 
laid Majedy, and conipellcd to life thofe means which they 
have in hand, in oidcr to defend tlie precious liglits of their 
liberty and imlependence ; they cntcilaiu tiie firmed hope that 
the Loid ot Jrlods, the God ot their faiheis, who, by tlie pal¬ 
pable dircifl ion ot ProuJence, fiippoitu! and carried this Re¬ 
public thiough tlie greated dangers, will blcfs the means which 
they have determined to employ, by crowning the judicc of 
their arms w ith the cvcr-triuinpliant aflidance of his Omnipo¬ 
tent protection ; wliild theic High Mightinelfes will ardently 
figh after the indant, when they lhall fee their neighbour and 
old ally, but now their enemy, recalled to fentiments more 
inodeiatc anti equitable. And it is at that period, where their 
High Mightined'es will iinpiove all the opportunities which, 
confonant wdth the honour and iiulepcndtiicc of a fiee date, 
may tend to a reconciliation between them and their old friend 
and ally.

The zeal and ardour which you have fhown for the honour 
of my crown , your firm and ilcady fupport of a jufl caiife, and 
the greaf efforts you have made to enable me to furmount all 
the difficulties of this extenfive and complicated war, mult 
convince the woild that the ancient fpirit of the Biiiifh nation 
is not abated or diminilhed. 

In the niidll of thefe difficulties, you have formed regula¬ 
tions for the belter management and improvement of the re¬ 
venue ; you have given adilitional ftrengrh and ffabilivy to pub¬ 
lic ciedit; and your deliberations on the affairs of tlie Eaft 
India Company have (er'ninated in fucli mcafurcs as will, £ 
trull, pro luce great andelLntial advantages to my kingdoms. 

I have obferved, with much falisfadion, that during the 
courfc of thjit important bufinefs, your attetrion was not more 
anxioully direded to the benefits tv) be dciivcd from the tcriito- 
rial acquifitions than to* the happinefs and comfort of the in¬ 
habitants of thofe remote province?. 

Whatever may remain to be done for fccuring thofe valuable 
poffeffions, and for reflraiiiing the abufes to which they are 
peculiarly liable, you will, I doubt not, piocccd to provide for 
at your next meeting, with the fame wifdom and temper that 
have governed your late proceedings and inquiries. 

Gentlemen of the Iloufe of Commons, 

My particular thanks are due to you for the ample provifion 
you have made for the fervice of the current year. I fee with 
great pleafurc that you have had it in your power to apjily fo 
large a fum to the difeharge of the debt of the navy, and that 
the fupplies which you have granted have been raifed in a manner 
the lead burthenfome to the property and induflry of my faith¬ 
ful people. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

While I lament the continuance of the prefent troubles, and 
thcmUprion of the war, I have the confcious ffitisfadion to 
refle^P^at the conftant aim of all my councils has been to 
bring back my deluded fubjeiJls in America to the happinefs 
and liberty they formerly enjoyed, and to fee the tranquillity 
of Europe reftored.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

^T^HE unwearied alTiduity with viliich yon have perfevered in 
the difeharge of your duty in Parliament during fo long a 
fcfllon, bears the moll honourable teftimony to your zeal and 
indudfy in the fervicc of the public, for which you have pro¬ 
vided with theclcarell dirccriinicnt of its true intcrells, anxioufly 
opening every channel for the return of peace, and furnilhiug 
with no lefs vigilance the nieaMS of carrying on the war, if that 
mcafure flionlJ be unavoidable. 

The extenlivc powers with wliich 1 find inyfelf invefed to 
treat for reconciliation and amity with the colohics which have 
taken arms in North America, i Ihall continue to employ in 
the manner moll; conducive to the attainment of thofc objt6ts, 
and w'ith an carneltncfs fiiitable to their importance. 

The zeal winch my fiihiei''fs in Ireland have exprefied for 
the public fervicc, Ihows tiiat the liberality your proceeding 
towards tliem is felt there as it ought, and has engaged their 
art'etflions, equally with their duly and intcreft in the common 
caufe. 

The diligence and ardour with which you have entered upon 
the confidcraiion of tlic Britilh intercH^ in the Ealt Indies, are 
worthy of your wifdoin, jufficc, and humanity.

on the fpirit, affoiflion, and unanimity of my Parliament 
and people, to fupport the honour of my crown and the inte- 
rells of rny kingdoms; not doubting that the blefling of Hea¬ 
ven, w'hlch I devoutly implore upon our arms, employed as 
they arc in our ju(t and neceifaiy defence, will enable me to 
obtain fair and reafonable terms of pacification.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

glNCE the clofc of tlie laft felTion, I have employed my 
whole time in the care and attention which the important 
and critical conjun6lurc c^f public affairs reejuired of me. 

I loll no time in giving the neceffary orders to prohibit the 
further profecution of oft'enfive war tipon the cononent of 
North America. Adopting, as my inclination will always 
lead me to do, with decilion and effedl, whatever 1 colledl to, 
be the fenl'e of my Parliament and my people, I have pointed 
all my views and meafures, as well in Europe as in Nortl\ 
America, to an entire and cordial reconciliation \vith thofe co¬ 
lonies.

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Finding it indifpcnfable to the attainment of this obje£l, I 
did not hefitate to go the full length of the powers veiled in 
me, and offered to declare them free and independf*nt States, 
by an article to be inferted in the treaty of peace. Provillonal 
articles are agreed upon, to take cfFe<5f whenever terms of 
peace (hall be finally fettled with the Court of France. 

In thus admitting their feparation from the crown of thefe 
kingdoms, I have facriticed every confideration of my own to 
the wilhes and opinion of my people, I make it my humble 
and caineft prayer to Almighty (iod, that Great Britain may 
not feel the evils which might refult from fo great a difmcrn- 
berment of the empire; and that America may be free from 
fhofe calamities which have formerly proved iVt the mother 
country, how eflcntial monarchy is to the enjoyment of conAi- 
tutional liberty. Religion, language, intereA, affeiftions may, 
and I hope will, yet prove a bond of permanent union between 
the two countries: to this end, neither attention nor difpoA- 
tion on my part Atall be wanting. 

While I have carefully abAained from all offenfive opera¬ 
tions in America, 1 have directed my vvhole force land and 
fea againfl I’le other powers at war, with as much vigemr as- 
the lituation of that force, at the commencement of the cam¬ 
paign, would permit. I trull that you feel the advantages rc. 
lulting from the falcty ot the great branches of our trade. You 
liiuA have feen, with pride and falisladlion, the gallant defence 
of the governor and the garrifnn of Gibraltar fund my llect, 
after ha\ing cffc£led the objc£t of their dellination, offering 
battle to the combined force of Fi'ance and Spain on their own 
coaAs; thofe ot my kingdoms have remaineil at the fame time 
perfedtly fecurc, and your domcAic tranquillity uninterrupted.

I have the faiisfa£lion fo acquaint you that ncgociations fo 
this effeft are confidcrably advanced, the refult of which, as

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fcron as they are brought to a conclufion, fliall be immediately 
communicated to you. 

I have every reafon to hope and believe, that I 'haii i V' it 
in my power in a very fliort time to acquaint you, that they 
have ended in terms of pacification, which, I tmlf, you will 
fee juft caufeto approve. I rely, nowever, witn peifed con¬ 
fidence on the wifdoin of srv Parliament, and the fpirit of ray 
people, that if any unforefeen change in the difpofitions of 
the belligerent powers fhould frulfrate my confident expedt*^ 
lions, they will approve of the preparations I have thought it 
advif'-able to make, and be ready to fecond the moft vigorous 
cfFcits in the further profeention of the war.

I have ordered inquiry to be made into the application of the 
fnm voted in fupport of the American futferers, and I truft 
that you will agree with me, that a due and generous attention 
ought to be Ihown towards ihofe who have relinquifhed theii?

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I have dire£led an inquiry to be made into whatever regards 
the landed revenue of my crown, as well as the management 
of my woods and forefts, that both may be made as beneficial 
as poffible, and that the latter may fiirnith a certain refource for 
fupplying the navy, our great national bulwark, with its firft 
material. 

I have direded an inveftigation into the department of the 
mint, that the piirity of the coin, of fo much importance to 
commerce, may be always adhered to; that, by rendering the 
difficulty of counterfeiting greater, the lives of numbers may 
be faved, and every necdlcfs expence in it lupprelfed. 

I mufl recommend to you an immediate attention to the great 
objects of the public receipts and expenditure; and, abewe all, 
to the itatc of the public debt. Notwithftanding the great in- 
creafe of it during the war, it is to be hoped that fuch regula¬ 
tions may flill be eftablifhed, fuch favings made* and future 
loans fo c.mdudled, as to promote the means of its gradual re- 
deinpii m by a fixed conrfe of payment.

We are truly fenlible of the neceftity of framing fuch regu¬ 
lations as are adapted to the fitiiation of affairs in the Eaft fu- 
dies: and we beg leave to affure yoiir Majefty, that it w-ill be 
our great objed, in all our deliberations, to manifeft that icm~ 
per and thofe principles which your Majefty is pleafed to in-, 
culcate, and which are required of us by the duty w'e owe 
to your Majefty, to our conftituents, and to ourfelves.

our unanimous defire to dired all thofe deliberations to the 
honour of your Majetty’s crown, the fafety of your dominions, 
and the prorperiry of your people ; and we alfure your Ma¬ 
jcfty, that we will ufe our belt and utiTioft endeavours to dc~ 
monllrate by our condud, that a confidence fp honourable to 
us has been well founded.

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To cxprefs our concern, that when his Majefty’s paternal 
goodnefs has gracioufly inclined his Majefty to be fenlibic of 
the advantages to be derived from fiich an adminiflration as was 
pointed out in our relblution, his Majclty ihould ftill be in¬ 
duced to prefer the opinions of individuals to the repeated 
advice of the reprefentatives of his people, in Parliament af* 
fembled, with refpedl to the moans of obtaining fo defirable an 
end. 

I'o reprefent to his Majcdy, that a preference of this nature 
is as injurious to the true itucrells of the crown, as it is wholly' 
repugnant to the I'piiit of our free conllitution: that fyf- 
tems founded on fuch a preference arc not, in truth, entirely 
new in this country: that they have been the charadteriftic 
features of thofe unfortunate reigns, the maxims of which are

with Icfs interruption, and witii Ivippier tfa dl. 

I can have ntj otlier objedi. but to preferve the true princi¬ 
ples of our fn c and happy conlUtiition, and to employ the 
powers entrufted 10 me hy law' foi the only end for which they 
Were given, the good of my people.

any fuch ai tides (hail be liable, in eitlicr country, to any duty 
on being exported to any foreign country, the fame articles, 
V, hen re-cxpoitcd from eitlicr ot the faid kingdoms into which 
they (hall have been fo imported as aforefald, (lull pay the like 
rlutics as if they 1-td been originally exported from the king¬ 
dom ot their growth, produce, or manufadurc, to fuch fo¬ 
reign country. 

Xn. "that it is alfo proper, that in all cafes in which 
the articles of the confnmption of either kingdom (hall be 
charged with an internal duty on the manufaihiiirc, fuch ma- 
tiutadiire, when imported from the other, may be charged 
Avitli a fnrthcM' duty on importation adequate to countervail the 
>niernal dniyon the manutadluic, fuch laither ilnly to cotitianc 
fo long only as liic internal confumplion (hall i^e charged with 
the duty or duties to balance which it (hall be impofed, pro¬ 
vided that the countervailing duty to be paid upon manutaduied 
fait iinpoitcd into any part oi (heat llritain (hall be com¬

drawbacks or compenfations for duties paid ; and that no !x»un- 
tics fliould be payable in Ireland on the exportation of any ar¬ 
ticle to any Britilh colonics or plantations, or to the Britifli fet- 
tlements on the coall of Africa, or Britiflt fcttlemcnts in the 
Eaft Indies, or any mannfadlure made of fuch article, unlefs 
in cafes where a fimilar bounty is payable in Great Britain, on 
exportation from thence, or where fuclt bounty is merely in 
the nature of a drawback or compenfation of or tor duties paid 
over and above any duties paid thereon in Great Britain ; and 
that, where any internal bounty fliall be given, in either king¬ 
dom, on any goods maniifa6Iurcd therein, and fliall remain on 
fuch goods when exported, a countervailing duty adequate 
thereto may bo laid upon the importation of the faid goods into 
the other kingdom. 

XVI. That it is expedient for the general benefit of the Bri- 
tifti empire, that the importation of articles from foreign cumi- 
tries (hould be regulated, from time to time, in each kingdom, 
on fuch terms as may efFeilually favour the importation of (Imi- 
lar articles of the growth, produce, or manutafture of the 
Other; except in the cafe of materials of manufaduie, which 
are, or hereafter may. be allowed to be imported from foreign 
countries duty free ; and that in all cafes where any aiiiclesarc 
or may be fubjedl to higher duties on importation intci this 
kingdom, from the countries belonging to any of the flates of 
North America, than the like goods arc or may be fubjeif t® 
when imported as the growth, produce, or manufadliire of the 
Britifli colonies and plantations, or as the produce of the filho- 
rics canied on by Britifh fubjeds, fuch articles fliall be fubjoci 

to 
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to the Tame duties on importation into Ireland, ffom the couft- 
trics belonging to any of the llatcs in North America, as the 
fame aic or may be fiil)je6l to on importation from the faid coun¬ 
tries ijito this kingdom. 

XVn. I'hat Jt is expedient that fuch privileges of printing 
and V( riding books, engravings, prints, maps, cliarts, and 
plans, as arc or may be legally poffeircd within Great Britain* 
iindti ’he grant of the cronn or otherwile ; and that the copy 
jiglrs of the authors aiul bookftdlers, the engiaved property 
of engravers, print and map-fellcrs of (ireat Britain, Ihould 
continue to b - prote^Ud in the manticr tlicy are at prefent by 
the laws of Great Briiain ; and that it is jtjtt that mcafures 
ihonld be taken by the Pailianient of Jjeland for giving the like 
protediion to the copy rights of an hors and bookfellers, and to 
the engraved property of the engravers, piint and map-fellers 
of that kingdom. 

'riiat it is expedient that fuch exelufive rights anti 
piiviieges, uridng from new inventions, as arc now legally pof— 
feflc il within Great Biitain under letters patent from the crown* 
lliall cot/Linue to be piotedled in the manner iliey are at prefent 
by the laws of Great Britain ; and that it is jnit that mcafures 
flrould betaken by the Parliament of Ireland for giving the like 
protection ti) fiinilar lights and privileges in tliat kingdom; and 
alfo that it is expedient that regulations fliould be adopted with 
refped to letters patent hereafter to be granted in the cafe of 
new inventions, fo that the rights, privileges, and reftriitiona* 
therein granted and contained, (hall be of equal force and dura¬ 
tion thioughoui both kingdoms. 

XIX. d'hat it is expedient that meafurcs fhould be taken to 
prevent difputes, touching the exercife of the right of the inha¬ 
bitants of each kingdom to fifh on the coafts of any of the Bri- 
tllli dominions. 

XX. That the appropriation of whatever fum the grofs he- 
rcditaiy revenue of the kingdom of Ireland (the due colleftioa 
thereof being feciired by permanent provifions} fhall pro¬ 
duce, after deduiliiig all diawbacks, rc-payments, or bounties 
granted in the nature of drawbacks, over and above the fum of' 
lix hundred and fifty-fix thoiifand pounds in each year, towards 
the fupport of the naval force of the empire, to be applied ia 
fuch manner as the Parliament of Ireland fhall diredt, by an 
adl to be paflTed for that piirpofc, will be a fatisfaftory provifion* 
proportioned to the growing profperily of that kingdom, to¬ 
wards defraying, in time of peace, the ncceifary cxpences of 
proteding the trade and general interefts of the empire.

the refolution of the two Iloufcs of Parliahient in Ireland, 
which were laid betorc ns by your Majedy's command, on the 
22d of February lad. 

Altera long and careful invcdigation of the various quedions 
nccelFarily anting (jiit of this comprehenfive fubjecf, we have 
come to the levetal rcfolntions which we now humbly prefent 
to your MajeiU', and winch wc trud will form the bafis ol an 
advantageous and permanent comn;crciaI fettlement bctvvcc« 
your Majedy’s kingdoms of Great Britain and Ireland. 

We have proceed.ed on the ioundation of the rcfolntions ot 
the Parliament of Ireland ; but in confidcring fo exlcnlive an 
arrangement, wc Itave found it ncccifaiy to introduce fome 
modifications and exceptions, and we have ailded fuch regula¬ 
tions and conditions as appeared to us indifpenfably necellary 
for edablifliing the propofed agreement on jud and equitable 
principles, and for fecunngto both countries ihofe commercial 
advantages to an equal enjoyment of w’hich they arc in future 
to be entitled. 

Your Majedy’s fubjedls in Ireland being fecured in a fidl and 
lading participation of the trade with the Britilh colonies, 
mud, wc are perfuaded, acknowledge the juflice of their conti¬ 
nuing to enjoy it on the fame terms with your Majedy’s fubjedfs 
in Great Britain. 

And it is, we conceive, equally manifed, that as the fiilps 
and mariners of Ireland are to continue in all time to come to 
enjoy the fame privileges with thofc of Great Britain, the fame 
provifion fhould be adopted in Ireland as may be found neccl- 
fary in this country, for fccuring ihofe advantages exclufivcly 
to the fubjeits of the cmpiie. This objc<El is cd’cntialiy con- 
neiled w ith the maiitime drength of your Majedy’s dominions, 
and conreqiicntly w'ith the fafety and profperity both of Great 
Britain-arid Ireland. 

We therefore deem it indifpenfable that thefc points Hioiild 
be h eured as conditions necellary to the exiflence and duration 
ot the .igrccmcnt between the two countries ; they can only be 
carried into cfFedf by laws to be palled in the Pailiament of Ire¬ 
land, 
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land, which are alone competent to bind your Majerty’s fubje£ls 
in that kingdom, and whole legiflativc rights we (hall ever hold 
as facred as our own. 

It remains for the Parliament of Ireland to judge, according 
to their wifdom and diferetion, of thefe conditions, as w'ell as 
of every other part of the fettlemcnt propofed to be eftablilhed 
by mutual confent. 

Our purpofe in thefe refolutions is to promote alike the com¬ 
mercial intereds of youi Majefty’s fubjc<fls in bt,th countries; 
and w'e are perfuaded that ihc common profperity of the two 
kingdoms will be thereby greatly advanced ; the fubjcdls of 
each will in future apply tliemfelvcs to thofe branches of com¬ 
merce which they can excicife with moll; advantage, and the 
wealth fo difFufed through every part will operate as a genqral 
benefit of the whole. 

We have thus far performed cur part in this important bu- 
fincfs ; and we trait tiiat in the whole of its progrcls reciprocal 
intcrclls and mutual afleedion will infure that fpirit of union, fo 
elfentially ncceifary to the gieat end which the tw'o countries 
have equally in view'. 

In this perfualion vve look forward w-ith confidence to the 
final completion of a nieafurc which, while it tends to perpetuate 
harmonv and friendlhip between the tw'o kingdxuns, muft, by 
augmenting tlicir refiairces, uniting their efiorts, and confo- 
liclating their llrength, afFor»l your Majelly ilic fureft means of 
efiablilhing, on a i,tiling foundation, the fafety, piofpcrity, 
and glory of the empire.

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No endeavours were wanting on niy part to contribute, by 
my good offices, to the reftoration of tranquillity, and the main¬ 
tenance of the lawtul government ; and T alfo thmight it ne- 
ceifary to explain my intention of counteradling all forcible in¬ 
terference on the part of France in the internal affairs of the 
Republic. Under thefe circumftanccs the King of Pruffia 
having taken meafures to enforce his demand of i'at!sfa£lion for 
the infult offered to the Princefs of Orange, the pa:ty, wliich 
had ufurped the government of Holland, applied to tlie molt 
Chriftian King for affillance, who notified to me his intention 
of granting their rcqucll 

In conformity to the principles which I had before ex¬ 
plained, I did not hefitate, on receiving this notification, to de¬ 
clare, that I could not remain a quiet fpeftator of the armed 
interference of Fraticc, and I gave immediate orders for aug¬ 
menting my forces both by fea and land. 

In the courfc of thefe traufadioiis I nlfo thought proper to 
conclude a treaty with tl'e Landgrave of IfcHc v’uiiel, by which 
1 fccurcd the affillance of a couiiderable body ot troops, in cafe 
my fcivice fliould require it. 

Jn the mean time the rapid fuccefs of the Pruffian troops, 
under the condud of the Duke of Brunfwick, while it was; 
the means of obtaining the reparation domatuled hy the King 
of Puiffia, enabled the provinces to deliver iheinfelves from the 
eppreffion under which they laboured, andto rt-cffaljliffi their 
law'ful government.

l'h(^ rapid and biilliant fucccis of the FruflTan arms, under 
the conchuSl of his ferene l.ighnefs the Duke of Brunfwick, 
affords us inattcr of j . culir r fitisfud' ion, both as it was the 
means of obtaining ii;c r»:paratioji manded by the King of 
Pruflia, and as it has enabled the piovinces to deliver them- 
felves. from the oppreihon under winch they laboured, and to 
TC*eilabliih their lawful gore'•mn^.nt. 

We cordially congratulaie )v-i‘-M.jjcfly on the important 
events which have taken j'i re wiilunit dil'urbing yonr Majerty’s 
fubjects in the enjoyment i f the hiellinjj of peate, and . Itich 
have enabled yonr Majcitv to i ntcr into an agreement \\i the 
Mod Chiillian King for nnitnaily dilarming, and placing the 
•naval cllablilhments of the two countries on the fame fooling as 
in the beginning ot the prefent year. 

Wc are fenfible ul yonr Majelty’s goodnefs in the cornmnni- 
cation of the feveral treaties and declarations which yonr Ma- 
jedy has ordered to be laid before* this H'hiI’l* : we diall fee with 
pleafiire any arrangement properly calciilau il to prevent jtalou- 
jfies and difpntcs between your Majtdy’s fubjedts and thofe of 
the Mod Chrilli.in King In the Eall Indies; and we ihall pro¬ 
ceed, wiihout lofh of time, to conllder what Heps it may be fit 
to take, in confec|uence ol the other engagements entered uiio 
by your Majedy. 

Yonr Majedy may be allured of our readinefs to make fnch 
provilion as may be ncced'aiy for clcfra}ing the extraordinary 
cxpencts which have been incurred by yonr Majedy, and tor 
carrying on the feveral branches of the current lervicc. 

We Ihall make it the objedl of our immediate attention ta 
confider what mcafnres it may be expedient to adopt lor main- 
tainii.g your Majclly's dillant polT'clIiuns in an adequate polturc 
of defence ; and we Ihall proceed with unreinitiing adii'nity ir^ 
the piirfiiit of mcafnrc.s which may tend to confirm and improve 
the favcniable fitualion of affairs. 

Y'hc liourilhing date ot the commerce and revenue of the 
country mud make ns concur with more peculiar earnednefs iif 
yonr Majedy’s paternal Willies for the maintenance of tlie pub¬ 
lic tranquillity. On this account, while w'c fee with concert^ 
the war which has unhappily broken out between Rullia and the 
Porte, we have great faiisfaclion in learning that your Majefty 
contiuncs to receive Irom all foreign powers the fnlleft alfu*. 
ranees of their pacific ciifpo'ition towards ihiscounliy. 

We arc thoroughly Ririfihle that nothing can more effedlually 
tend to fecurc the invaluable blellings of peace, than the zeal 
and unanimity vvhich was (hewn by all ranks of your Ma-. 

jefty’s 
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felly’s fubjefts on the late occaHon, and which manifeft their 
rcadin< fs to exert thcmfelves whenever the honour of yourMa- 
jelty’s crown, and the iiUcrefts ot your domimons may require 
it.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

IN ♦he pielent advanced feafon of the year, and after the 

laborious aUcndancc v. lilch the public bufittefs has required of 
70U, I think It neccd’ary to put an end to the prefent fetlion of 
i\trliu.i’ent. I cannot do this withoi't exprefling the fatisfa£tion 
with which I have oblervcd the nniforni and diligent attentum 
to the welfare of niy peoplg which has appeared in all your 
proceedings. 

(lentlemen of the Houfc* of Commons, 

’’J'hc chocrfnlnefs and liberality with which you have granted 
the nccellayy fnpplies, demand my particular acknowledgments. 
It mull ad'ord you the gicatcfl faiisfadion that you have been 
cnabl d, wiihout any addition to thv burdens of :ny peojde, to 
pc. vide for the extraordinary cxigvMciev of the lad year, in ad¬ 
dition to the current demands of the public fervi "C, and to the 
fuiu annuuily appropaated to the redudion of the national 
debt.

^1 'HE Parliament having been, upon the 25th day of Sep- 
tember lad, prorogued to this day, a great number of 
incmbers alfemblcd in the Houfe : 

And it being undcrilood, that in confequence of his Ma- 
jUly's inuifpofition no oidcrs had*been received from his Ma- 
jc/ly, with rcfpctl eitiitr to the holding or further proroguing 
the Parliament on this day— 

Mr. Speaker ol the Honfe of Commons was called to the 
chair, and he took the cliair accordingly, 

Mr. Chancellor of the Kxchequer acquainted the Houfe, 
that the Hate of his Majctly’s health was fuch, as, for the 
prefen^, made impolkble for his Majelly’s fervants to receive his 
commands ; in confcquL'iicc of which the Hoafe was aflciubled 
■without having had the ufual notice, by proclamation, of a 
meeting for the difpatch of bufmefs, and without there appear¬ 
ing any jegular authority cither for the opening the feUioii in 
the accuftomed manner, or for farther proroguing the Parlia- 
mc?nt; and that under tliefe circumllances, he fliovild propofe 
to the Houfe, that at tlieir rifing this day, they Ihould adjourn 
to this day fortnight. 

It was then refolvcd that this Houfe do adjourn tjH the 4th 
clay of December next; wdien 

Mr. Chancellor of the Lxchequer informed the Houfe that, 
they were again alfemblcd m the fame unhappy circumllances 
W'hich he had been under the melancholy necellity of communi¬ 
cating at their lall meeting, the continuance of his Majtfty’s 
iJlncls fiill preventing any meafures either for opening the 
feflion or proroguing the Parliament, and rendering it for the 
ptefent, impofTible for his MajeHy perfonaliy to attend to any 
public bulinefs: that in this fituation the privy council had 
thought it their doty to call before them his Majelly’s phyficians 
and examine them, on oath, concerning the Hate of his Ma- 
jelly’s health, a copy of which examination he had in his 
li^rid^ That as he could in no other way give the Houfe any 

iofortnatioi^ 
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information equally accurate and authentic on <his ihiporCant 
Aibjedli and as he had the pernufllon and dire6lion of thcprivy 
council to tender this paper to the Houfe, he wilTied to knovr 
their pleafure as to the mode of communicating itj and if there 
appeared no objedVion in point of form, which he conceived 
there could not, he would propofe to deliver it in at the table* 
and move that it might be read by tlie clerk, which was agreed 
to by the Houfe \ and the Houfe then adjourned to the 8th of ' 
December next, when a committee was appointed to examine 
the phyficians who had attended his Majefty, touching the 
(late of his Majefty’s health, and to re]>ort fuch examination to 
the Houfe ; which report being made, 

©n the loth of December a committee was appointed, to 
examine and report prcceckmts of fuch proceedings as may have 
been had in the cafe of the perfonal exercife of the royal autho> 
rity being prevfijtcd or interrupted by infancy, ficknefs, in- 
hrmity, or othcrw'ifo, with a view to provide a remedy for the 
fame ^ which report was made to the Houfe on the 12th of 
December. 

On thc’jbth of Dec inber the Houfe rcfolvcd itfclf into a 
committee on the hafe oi the nayon ; and the chairman of the 
faid committee made the tollowing report to the Houfe on the 
19th iuflant. 

Rcfolvcd, That it appears to this committee, that his Ma¬ 
jefty is pr. vented by his prefent iiidifpolitlon from coming to 
his Parliament, and from attending to public bufinefs : and 
that the pcrfonol excrcife of the royal authority by his Majelly 
isihcreliy, lor ttie pielcnt, inttrrupied. 

Rcfolvcd, 'Piiat it is the opinion of this committee, that it is 
the right and duly ot the Lords fpiritual and temporal, and 
Commons of Great Biitain, now alTcmbled, and lav.{roy, 
fully, and freely reprtfenting all theellatcs of the people of this 
realm, to provide the means of fupplying the defevib of the per-' 
fonal exercife ot the royal authority, arifing from his MajeRy’s 
faid indifpofitioij, in fuch manner as the exigency of the cafe 
may feem to them to require, 

Refolved,, 7 ’hat it is the opinion of this committee, that 
for this purpofe, and for maintaining entire the conftitutioiial 
authority of^thc King, it is nccelfary that the faid Lords fpiri- 
tual and temporal, and Commons of Great Britain, fliould 
determine on the means whereby the royal alfent may be given 
in Parliament to fuch bill as may be palfed by the two Houfes 
of Parliament refpeding the exercife of tlie powers and autho¬ 
rities of the crowm, in the name and on the behalf of the King, 
during the continuance of his Majefty’s prefent indifpofiiion. 

Which 
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Which rcfoliifions were Tent to the Houfe of Lords for 
thcii concurrence ; anti, in confequcnce of the indifpofition, 
and afterwards the death, of the Right Hon- Charles W«'!tran 
Cornwall, Speiker ot the Houfe of Con.nif ■ $, the report from 
the Houfe of Peers was not received until the ^tli of January^ 
1'/89, when the Marquis of Worcelter reported that their 
Lordfhips had agreed to the fame. 

On the 19th of January the Houfe refolved itfelf into a 
committee on the Hate of the nation, wlien tlie following re- 
folutions were feverally propofed and agreed to: 

Refolved, 'i'hat it is tne opinion of this committee, that foi* 
the purpofe of pioviiiing for the exercife of the King’s royal 
authority during the continuance of his Majcfly’s il!nef«, in fuch 
manner, and to fiivh extent as the prefent circuinftances of the 
urgent concerns of the nation appear to reqtiire, it is expe¬ 
dient that his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, being re- 
lident witi.in the realm, lliall be empow^cred to exercife and 
adminifter the royal authority according to the laws and con- 
ftitution of Great Britain, in the name and on the behalf of 
liis Majefly, under the llyle and title of Regent of the King¬ 
dom, and to ufe, execute, and perform, in the name, and on 
the behalf of his Majefly, all authorities, prerogatives, a£ls 
of government, and adminiftration of the fame, which belong 
to the King of this realm, to ufe, execute, and perform ac¬ 
cording to the law thereof, fubjecl to fuch limitations and ex¬ 
ceptions as lhall be provided. 

Refolved, That it is the opinion of this committee, that the 
power fo to be given to his Royal Highnefs the Prince of 
Wales fhall not extend to the granting of any rank or dignity 
of the peerage of the realm to any perfon whatever, except 
to his Majelly’s royal ilTue, who fhall have attained the full 
age of twenty-one years. 

Refolved, That it is the opinion of this committee, that the 
faid powers fhould not extend to the granting of any office 
whatever in revcrlion, or to the granting of any office, falary, 
or penfion, for any other term thtin during his Majefty’s plca- 
fure, except fuch offices as are by law required to be granted 
for life, or during good behaviour. 

Refolved, That it is the opinion of this committee, that the 
faid powers fhould not extend to the granting of any part of 
his Majefly’s real or perfonal eflate, except fo far as relates to 
the renewal of leafes. 

Refolved, That it is the opinion of this committee, that the 
care of his Majefty’s royal perfon, during the continuance df 
his Mujelty’s illnefs, ffiould be committed to the Qyieen’s moft 

,3 excellent 
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excellent Majefty, and that her MajcHy flioiild have powcf tt> 
remove from, and to nominate and appoint fuch perfons as flio 
lhall think proper to the feveral offices in his Majeftv’s houfe<* 
hold, and to difpofe, order, and manage all other matters and 
things relating to the care of his Majeity’s royal perfon during 
the time aforcfaid: and that for the better enabling her Ma¬ 
jefty to difeharge this important triift, it is alfo expedient that 
a council (hould be appointed, to advife and affift her MajeOy’ 
in the feveral matters aforefaid, and w'ith power, from time 
to time, as they may fee caufe, to examine, upon oath, the 
phyficians and others attending his Majefty’s perfon, touching 
the ftate of his Majefty’s health, and all matters relative 
thereto. 

The above rcfoliitions received the concurrence of the 
Houfe of Lords on the 28th of January ; and were ordered to 
be prefented to her IVIaiefty and to the Prince of V/alcs, with 
an humble addrefs—“ That they will be gracioufly pli afed to 
** undertake the important truft propofed to be invelied ia 
** them, as foon as an aft of Parliament fliall have been pafleo 
“ for carrying the faicl rcfolutions into eftcdl.” 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, on th<- 2d of February, 
reported to the Houfe, that the Prince of Wales liad been 
waited on with their rcfoliitions and addrefs, to which he had 
been pleafed to make the following anfwer: 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I thank you for communicating to me the refoliitions agrecil to 
by thetw(i Houfes, and I requeU youto alfiirc them, in my name, 
that my duty to the King my father, and my anxious concern 
for the fafety &nd interefts of the people, which muft be en¬ 
dangered by a longer fufpenfion of the exercife of the royal 
authority,' together with niy refpeft for the united defires of the 
two Houfes, outweigh in my mind every other confideralion ; 
and will determine me to undertake the weighty and important 
truft propofed to me, I am fenlible of the difficulties that 
muft attend the execution of this truft, in the peculiar cir- 
cumftanecs in which it is committed to my charge, of which, 
as 1 am acquainted with no former example, iny hope of a 
fuccefstul adminiftration cannot be founded on any paft expe¬ 
rience. But confidering that the limitations on the exercife of 
the royal authority, dermed necelT'ary foi the prefent, have 
been approved by the tw<j Houfes only as a temporary meafurc, 
founded on the loyal h<;pc, in which I ardently participate, 
that his Majefty’s diforder may not be of long duration ; and 

trufting, 
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trufting, ih the mean while, that I fhall receive a zealous and 
united fupport in the two Houfes and in tlie nation, propor¬ 
tioned to the didicnlties attc*nding the difcharge of my triift in 
this intcrvai, I will entertain the pleafing’ hope, that my 
faithful endeavours to preferve the intercfts of the King, his 
crown, and people, may be fuccefsiul. 


And that her Majefly had alfo been attended with their refo- 
lution and addrefs, and that (he had been plcafed to fay : 

My duty and gratitude to the King, and the fenfe I mud 
ever entertain of my great Obligations to this country, will 
certainly engage iny molt earned attention to the anxious and 
momentous trull intended to be repofed in me by Parliament. 
It will be a great confolation to me to receive the aid of a 
council, of which I (hall (land fo much ih need, in the dif-^ 
charge of a duty wherein the happinefs of my future life is, 
indeed, deeply intereded, but wliich a higher object, the hap¬ 
pinefs of a great, loyal, and aftedtionate people, renders (till 
teore important,” 

On the 2d of February, a melTage w'as delivered from the 
Houfe of Lords, defiring the concurrence of the Commons to 
the following refolutions, viz. 

That it is expedient and nccedary, that letters patent fhould 
pafs under the great feal of Great Britain, of the tenor and 
in the form following: 

George the Third, by the grace of God, of Great Britain, 
France, and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, and fo 
forth: To all to whom thefe prefenls (hall come, greeting: 
Whereas we have lately, (or divers difficult and prelfing af¬ 
fairs, concerning us and the dale and defence of our kingdi^ni 
of Great Britain, and the church, ordained this our prefent 
Parliament to begin and to be held at our city of We(tmindcr, 
on the i8th day of May, in the twenty-fourth year of our 
reign, on which day our Parliament w'as begun and held, and 
from thence, by fevcral adjournments and prorogations, was 
adjourned and prorogued to and until Thurlday, the 20th day of 
November lalt, then to be held and fit at our city of Wefiniin- 
fter aforefaid : and forafmuch as, for certain caufes, we cannot 
conveniently be prefent in our royal perfon in our faid Parliaj- 
ment, know yc, that we, tiufting in the difcrction, fidelity, 
and care, of the moft reverend Father in God, and our faith¬ 
ful coutifcllor, John, Archbilhop of Cantcrbiiry, primate and 
metropolitan of all England; our well-beloved and faithful 
<:ounfclIor, Edward, Lord I hurlovv, Lord Chancellor of Great 

Britain, 
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Britain; our moft dear coufins and counfellors, Charles ^rl 
Camden, Prefident of our Council; Granville Marquis of Staf¬ 
ford, Keeper of our Privy Seal ; James Duke of Chandojf, 
Steward of our Houfhold; Charles Duke of Richmond; George 
Duke of Montagu ; James Earl of Saiifbury, Chamberlain of 
our Houftiold; John Earl of Chatham ; Henry Earl of Ba- 
thurft; Thomas Vifeount Weymouth ; Francis Lord Olborne, 
one of our principal Secretaries of State; Thomas Lord Sydney^ 
one other of our principal Secretaries of State; and Lloyd Lord 
Kenyon, our Chief Juftice alfigned to hold pleas before us, by 
the p.dvicc of the Lords fpiritual and temporal, and Commons, 
alWmbled according to the prorogation aforefaid, do give and 
^unt, by the tenor of tliefc prefents, unto the molt reverend 
,^Ather in God, Jrthn Archbifliop of Canterbury, &c. and 
^ ony three of them, full power in our name to hold our faid 
"‘Parliament, and to open and declare, and caufe to be opened and 
declared, the caufes of holding tlic fame, and to proceed upon 
the laid affairs in our faid Parliament, and in all matters 
arifing therein, and to do every thing which, for us, and by 
tis, for the government of our faid kingdom of Great Britain, 
and other dominions thereunto belonging, fliall be there to be 
clone, commanding alfo, by the tenor of thefe prefents, with 
the advice aforefaid, as well all and fingular the archbifliops, 
'dukes, marquifles, earls, vil'counts, bifliops, barons, knights, 
'Citizens, hurgelfes, and commillioners, for our counties and 
boroughs, as all others whom it concerns, to meet in our faid 
Parliament; that to the fame the moft reverend Father in God, 
and our faithful couiifellor, John Archbilhop of Canterbury, 
S)Cc. and any three of them, they diligently intend in the premifes, 
in the form aforefaid. In witnefs whereofj we have caufed 
thefe our letters to be made patent. 

Witnefs ourfelf at Weftminfter, this 3d day of February, 
in the twenty-ninth year of our reign: by the King 
bimfelf, with the advice of the Loids fpiritual and 
temporal, and Commons alTenibled, according to the 
prorogation aforefaid. 

The above refolution was agreed to by the Houfe of Com¬ 
mons, and on the 2d of February the new Speaker (the Right 
Hon. William Wyndham Grenville) defired to call the atten¬ 
tion of the Houfe to a circumllance refpe£ling his own fitua- 
tion, as poffibly the Houfe might, to-morrow, be defired to 
attend the commifliuners to be authorifed by his Majefty’s 
cx)mmifnon for opening the fedion of Parlianaent: he faid, 
that after the cledlion of a Speaker, it had been the ufage of 
Parliament for the Houfe to prefent the Speaker to his Majelly, 
VoL. II, F f or 
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or his Majelly’s commiflioners, for the royal approbation, at 
which time the Speaker (being approved) rcqiielled his Ma- 
jefty’s gracious indulgence for any omiffions of his in the exe¬ 
cution of his office ; and, if it was at the beginning of a Par¬ 
liament, did alfo, on behalf of the Commons, lay claim to 
their ancient rights and privileges; but if liic election of the 
Speaker was in the middle of a Parliament, the Speaker was 
prefented for thx: toyal approbation, but the claim on behalf 
of the Houfc was omitted. iVlr. Speaker added, that in the 
prefent cafe he had rc'ccivcd no direCtion.s from the Houfe for 
his condu6l in this refpeft, and that it was his i Uention to 
follow the precedents of tite Relioration and the Revolution, in 
which cafes the Speaker was not prefented for the royal ap¬ 
probation; btit he further added, that if the Honfc thought 
proper to give him any fpecial diredfions, it would be his duty 
to obey them.

On the 3d of February the Speaker reported to the Houfe 
the (jpcecli of Earl llathiiift (one ol the commiffioners ap¬ 
pointed under the great fcal of Great Britain for opening and 
holding the Parliamcntj in the Houfe of Peers, which wa 5 
as follows: 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

IN purfaance of the authority given us by bis Majefty*s 
commillion under the great feal, which has been now read, 
amongft other things, to declare the caufes of your prefent 
meeting, we have only to call your attention to the melancholy 
circumitaiice of his Majefty’s illncfs, in confcqucnce of which 
it bectmies neceflary to provide for the care of his Majelty’s 
royal perfon, and for the adminiltraiion of the royal authority, 
during the continuance of this calamity, in fuch manner as the 
exigency of the cafe appears to require. 

On the i9lh of February, the Lord Chancellor rofe in the 
Houfe of Peers, and obferved, that it was not without the 
utmofl pleafure he felt it in his power to inform the Houfe, 
that, fince his Majefty’s pbyficians had pronounced him to be 
in a ftatc of comalefcencet the accounts of his progredive im¬ 
provement had daily increafed> and the recent intelligence 
from Kew was fo favourable, that he conceived every noble Lord 
would agree with him in acknowledging, that it would be in¬ 
decent to go on with the proceetlings in which they were en¬ 
gaged under the prefent circumftances, when the principle of 
the bill might polfibly be entirely done away. Every one of 
tbcif Lordlhips, he was perfuaded, would entertain the fame 
<*■ fenti- 
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fentlmcnt on the fame fubjedt, and amidft the 'general Joy 
which the happy and reafonable expcdlation of h*s Majeuy's 
fpeedy return mult occafion, he had no doubt that the Houfe 
would conlider it as abfolutely neceflary to wait a few days, 
and until a fuller afeertainment of the nature of the progrefs 
towards a perfedt and conip.ctc recovery in his Majeft/s 
health, befcie they went farther with the bill appointing a re¬ 
gency. Congratulating their Lordlhips and the country, there- 
tore, on the favourable profpedl of that event, to which the 
wilhes and prayers of jli his Majefty’s fnbjedls were dire died,, 
he would humbly fubmit to their Lordlhips tjic propriety of 
the committee s being adjourned until the immediately enfuing 
Tucfduy. 


On Tucfdjy the 24.th of February, the Lord Chancellor 
having premif'ed, that every rtatent .-nt, allufive to the ftrongell* 
probability oi the fpeedily approaching recovery ot his j 4 a- 
j"Hv, warranted his prefuming, that the fame reafons which 
bvjlorc adtua^eil their Lr.)rdfli;ps, and induced them to adjourn 
on the preceding I’nefday. vvonhl prevail for a further delay, 
moved to adjourn until the Monday following. 


On Monday the ad of March, the Lord Chancellor ob- 
fei veJ, (hat as the fla'c of hia Majefty's health became daily 
more and more favour.ible, and as it was neccirary for its perfeft 
re-edablifhment, tiiat the preil'ure of piiblic bufinefs Ihould 
come upon him as gradually as poflible, he Ihould move that 
the Iloufc do adjourn to tlic enfuing Thurfday. 

On Thurfday the 5th of March, the Lord Chancellor having 
previoully remarked, that their Lordfltips had adjourned on the 
preceding Monday, and ind( ed delayed entering upon the ordef 
which had been jult read, from time to time, under the idea 
that it was proper to afford his Majcfty as much fpace for re¬ 
covery before he engag. d m I'liliuLr, could be* confiffent 
with the po lluu- (d pubiiL. .id.i'is, .i..i led, thal lurb.-CjMently 
to their ltd adjournment, his Majefly found his health lo much 
better cftablilhed, that he was in hopes of communicating to 
that Houfe, on Tuefday next, fuch other public bulinefs as 
was necefTary to be laid before them for their confideration and 
difpatch: he Ihoiiid therefore move, that the order be farther 
adjourned to the I'uefday following 

The Houfe accordingly adjourned until the icth of March, 
when the Lord Chancellor fpoke as follows; 
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My Lords and Gentlemen, 

HIS iVTajtfly, not thinking fit to be prefent here this day^ 
in his royal perfon, lias been pleafecl to caufe a commiflion to

The commiflion was then read ; after which his Lordfhip de¬ 
livered the following meifage from his Majclly;

IN obedience to his Majclty’s commands, aqd by virtue of 
both commiHions already mentioned to you, (one of which has 
now been read) v\e proceed to lay before you luch further mat¬ 
ters as his Majefly has judged proper to be now communicated 
to his Pailiament.

recovered from tlie fevcrc indilpoliiion with which he has been 
afliided, and being enabled to attend to the public affairs of

his delirc of efieding a geiicial pacification: that no oppor- 
tuniv will be neglected, on 1 impart, to promote this faluiary 
objfd ; and that he has, in the mean time, the fatisfadion of 
receiving, frotn all foreign co'ir.ts, continued atfurances of their 
fiiendly difpofitions to thistoiintry.

TLIIS Majefty has received information, that two vclTels bc- 
longing to his Majefty’s fiibjeds, and navigated under the 
Britiih flag, and two others, of which the defeription is not 
hitherto fufficiently afeertained, have been captured at Nootka 
Sound, on the north-weftern coall of America, by an officer 
commanding two Spanith Ihips of wdr; that the cargoes of the 
Britifh veflels have been feized, and that their officers and 
crews have been fent as prifoners to a Spanifli port. 

The capture of one of thefe veflels had before been notified 
by the ambaflador of the Catholic King, by order of his court, 
who, at the fame time, defired that meafures might be taken 
for preventing his Majt-fty’s fubjedls from frequenting thoie 
coafls, which were alledged to have been previoufly occupied 
and frequented by the fubjedls of Spain: complaints were alfb 
made of the fifhcrici. carried on by his Majelty's fubjet^s, in 
the fcas adjoining to the Spanifli continent, as facing contrary 
to the rights of the crown of Spain. In confequence of this 
communication, a demand was immediately made, by his 
Majerty’s order, for adequate fatisfaftion, and for the lefti- 
tuiion of the veflel, previous to any other difcullion. 

By the anTwer from the Court of Spain it appears, that this 
veflel and her crew had been fet at liberty bv- the viceioy of 
Mexico, but this is reprefented to liave been done by him on the 
liippofiiion that nothing but tlie ignorance of the rights of 
Spain enccniraged the individuals of other nations to C(jmc to 
thofe coalts for the purpofe of making cflablifliincms or carry¬ 
ing on trade, and in conformity to his previous inftrudlions, 
requiring him to Ihew all polfibl? regard to the Britifh na¬ 
tion. 

No faiisfafiion is made or offered, and a dire£l claim is af- 
ferted by the Court of Spain to the exclufive rights of fove- 
reignty, navigation, and commerce, in the territories, coafts, 
and leas, in that part of the world. 

His Majefly has now direi^led his minifter at Madiid to 
make a frefh reprcfentatlon on this fubjedl, and to claim fucln 
full and adequate fa’isfa< 3 :ion as the nature of the cafe evi¬ 
dently requires; and, under thefe circumftanccs, his Majefty 
having alfo received information that confiderable armaments 
are carrying on in the ports of Spain, has judged it indifpen- 
fably necefl'ary to give orders for making fiich preparations as 
may put it in his Majefty’s power to a<Sl with vigour and effe£l 
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in fiipport of the honour of his crown, and the intcrefls 
his people. And his Majefly leeoiuuici ds it to his iaithful 
Coniiouns, on whofe zeal and public fpirir he has the ftiofl; 
pcrfeiSt reliance, to enable hini to rake fiich mcafurcs, and to 
make fuch augmentations of his forces as may be eventually 
Deceifary for this purpofe. 

(t is his Majefty’s earneft tvifli that the jtiilkc of his Ma- 
jefty’s demands may enfure, from the wifdom and equity of 
his Catliolic Majedy, the faiisfadion which is h. urnjuellion- 
ably di.-e^ and that this affair -nay be terminated in fiich a man¬ 
ner as to picVi^nt any grounds wf nufunderh.anding in tuiurc,

I’lic zeal and public fpirit maniferted by all ranks of my 
fubjcdls, anti the difpolition and condndl of my allies, had left 
me no room to doubt of the moll vigorous and cffcdfual fup- 
port; but no event could have afforded me fo much fatisladlioii 
as the attainment of tlie objcdls which I had in view, with« 
out any adlual interruption of the blelfings of peace. 

Since the hdt fclfion of Parliament, a foundation has been 
laid for a pacification between Audria and the Porte, and I am 
now employing my mediation, in conjunflion with my allies, 
for the purpofe of negociating a definitive treaty between thofe 
powers, and of endeavouring to put an end to the diii'enfions 
in the Netherlands, in wliich I am nccelfarily concerned, 
from confiderations of national intereft, as well as from the 
engagements of treaties. 

A feparate peace has taken place between Riiflia and Sweden; 
but the war between the former of thofe powers and the Porte 
jflill continues. The principles upon which I have hitherto 
adlcd will make me always defirous of employing the weight 
and influence of this country in contributing to the refloratiou 
of general tranquillity. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

I have ordered the accounts of the expences of the late ar¬ 
maments, and the ellimales for the enfuing year, to be laid be¬ 
fore you. 

Painful as it is to me at all times to fee any increafe of the 
public burdens, I am perfuaded you will agree with me in 
thinking that the extent of our preparations was did^ated by a 
due regard to the cxiiHng circumllances; and that you will re- 
flcdl with pleafure on fo linking a proof of the advant^es de¬ 
rived from the liberal fupplics granted fince the laft pe»?e, for 
the naval fervicc.

ciples which appear the beft calculated to prevent future dif- 
putes betw'ecn tliofe powers. 

Our intervention has alio been employed with a view to pro¬ 
mote a paccication between the Emprefs of Rullia and the 
Porte ; and conditions have been agreed upon between us and 
the former of thofe powers, which we undertook to recommend 
to the Porte, as the rc -cllabliilinient ot peace, on fuch terms, 
as appeared to be, under all (he exilling circumftances, a de- 
iirable event for the fevcial interefts of Europe, I am in cx- 
pedation of ipeedily receiving the account of the conclulion of 
the definitive treaty of peace, preliminaries having been fome 
time fince agreed upon between thofe powers. 

I have dircv'-k’d enpie, of the definitive treaty between the 
Emperor a d t‘ * Po-tc to be laid before you, as well as fiich 
papers as are nc>.< liary to Ihevv the terms of peace which have 
been lutcler difctiiiion, during the negotiation with the Court of 
Peterfburgh. 

I regret that I am not yet enabled to inform you .of the ter¬ 
mination ot (he v/ar in India ; but the fuccefs which lias al¬ 
ready aticndrd the didiuguillicd bravery and exertion ot the of¬ 
ficers and troops under the able conduek of Lord Cornwallis, 
affords reafonablc grouu.i to hr)pe that the war may fpcedily be 
brought to an nonuurablc coticlufiou.

Mod gracious Sovereign, 

TT is my duty to tender to your Majedy two bills, in the 

name and on the behalf the Commons of Great Britain, in 
Parliament aflembled. 

In purfiiance to yoUr Majedy’s recommendation, your Com¬ 
mons cheerfully proceeded to make a provifion for the edab- 
lilhment of their Royal HighnelTes the Duke and Duchefs of 
York; and they trud that the bill, which they have paffed 
for this purpofc, will fully manifed their jud fenfe of what is 
due to the rank and dignity of their Royal Highneffes, as well 
as the fatisfadlion they derive from an event which, whild it 
promotes the comfort and happinefs of your Majedy and your 
iliudrious iamlly, is alfo materially conducive to the iirtereds 
and honour of your people. 

Other objects, no lefs intcreding to yoUf Majedy’s mind, 
condantly directed as it is to the welfare of your fubje£ls, have 
alio engaged the attention of your Commons. The profpe- 
rous and improving condition of the public revenue, and the 
reductions which have been found praCHcable in the naval and 
military edablidimcnts, afforded the means, of which your 
Commons thought it their duty to avail themfclves, of making 
a large addition to the fund, to be applied in the courfc of the 
prefent year, to the reduction of the public debt: their con- 
dtiCl upon this, as Upon other occafions, w'as governed by the 
convidfion, that the efficiency and fuccefs of the plan which 
has been edablidicd by Parliament for this important purpofe, 
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inufl; cfTciuialiy tend to ilic future cafe and permanent fccurity 
of thefe kingdoms.

HERE AS divers wicked and fcdiiious writings have been 
printed, pnhlilhcd, and induRrioiilly difperfed, tending 
to excite tunuilt .1111! diforder, by cndc.ivoiiring to raife ground’^ 
EL jcalouhes and difcontcnis in the minds of oiir faithful anci 
loving fubjeds, refpediUng the laws and happy conftitution of 
government, civil and religious, cllablilhcd in this kingdom, 
and endeavouring to vilify and bring into contempt the wife 
and wholefontc provilions made at the time of the glorious 
Revolution, and iince llrcngthencd and confirmed by fubfe- 
quent laws, ior the prefervation and feemity of the rights anti 
liberties of our faitliful and loving fubjt els; and whereas dir 
vers writings have aifo been printed, publiflied, and indullri- 
oufly difperfed, recommending the faid wicked and feditious 
publications to the attention of all (nir faithful and loving 
fubjcfls: and wliercas we have alfo rcafun to believe, that 
^orrcfpondcnces have been entered into with ftindry perfons iii 
foreign parts, with a view to forwatd th^ criminal and wicked 
purpofes above mentioned : and whereas the wealth, happinefs, 
and profperity of this kingdom do, undev divine Providence, 
chiefly depend upon a due fubmiflion to the laws, a juft con¬ 
fidence in the integrity and wifdom of Parliament, and a con¬ 
tinuance of that zealous attachment to the gyvcrntnent and 
conftitution of the kingdom, which has ever prevailed in the 
minds of the people thereof; and whereas there is nothing 
which wc fo earnellly defirc as to fecurc the public peace and 
profperity, and to preferve to all our loving fubjcdls the full 
enjoyment of their rights and liberties, both religious and ci-» 
vil: we therefore, being refoivcd, as far as in us liC', to re- 
prefs the wicked and feditious pra£lices aforefaid, and to deter 
all perfons fiom following fo pernicious an example, have 
thought fit, by the advice of our privy council, to iffue this 
our royal proclamation, folcmnly w'arning all our loving fub-]; 
je£ls, as they tender their own happinefs, and that of their 
poflerity, to guard againft all fuch attempts which aim at the 
fubverfion of all regular government within this kingdom, and 
which are inconfiftent with the peace and order of fociety ^ 
gnd carncftly exhorting them,, at all times, and to the iitmoft" 
9^f.tlicir power, to avoid and difeourage all proceedings tending. 
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to produce riots and tumults: and we do charge and 

command all our magiftrates in and throughout our kingdom 
of Great Britain, that they do make diligent inquiry in order 
to difcover the authors and printers of fuch wicked and fedi- 
tious writings as aforefaid, and all others who fhall difperfe 
the fame; and we do further charge and command all onr 
fhcrifFs, juftices of the peace, chief magiltratcs of our cities, 
boroughs, and corporations, and all other our oflicers and ma¬ 
giftrates throughout our kingdom of Great Britain, that they 
do, in their feveral and refpedive flat ions, take the moft im¬ 
mediate and cfFetftual care to fupprefs and prevent all riots, 
tumults, and other difordcrs, which may be attempted to be 
raifed or made by any perfon or perfons; which, on whatever 
pretext they may be grounded, arc not only contrary to law, 
btit dangerous to the moft important interefts of this kingdom: 
and we do further require and command all and every our 
magidrates aforefaid, that they do, from time to lime, tranfmit 
to one of our principal fecretaries of ftate due and full in¬ 
formation of fuch perfons as fhall be found offending as afore¬ 
faid, or in any degree aiding or abetting therein; it being 
our determination, for the prefervation of the peace and hap- 
pinefs of our faithful and loving fubje£ls, to carry the laws vi- 
poroufly into execution againft fuch offenders as aforefaid.

Mv Lords and Gentlemen, 

TJfAVING jiidgc'J ir ncccllhry to embody a part of the militia 
of this kingdom, I have, in purfuance of the provifions of 
the law, tailed ymi tr'gcthcr within the lime limited for that pur- 
pofe ; and it is, on every account, a great fatisfaiSlion to me 
to meet you in Parliament at this conjuncture. 

1 Ihoiild have been happy if I could have announced to you 
the fecurc and undiiturhed continuance of all the blcHings 
which my fubjcsts have derlv'ed Irom a ftatc of tranqniilily \ 
but events have ri.cenlly occurred, which require oiir united 
vigdance and c\cition, in order to preferve the advantages which 
Wc ha^'c hitlicrto cnioyed. 

'Pile Kdiiioii;, practices which had been, in a great mcafiire, 
clicekci! by your firm and explicit declaration in "the lalt fcf- 
fion, and by the general concnirence of my people in the fanio 
fcntiincnis, liaA-e of late been more openly rcnew'ed, and with 
jnereafed aiSlivity. A fj-irit of inniult and diforder (the na¬ 
tural cnnfeqnence of I'licli pradLices) has fhown itfelf in adls of 
liot and infuiredion, wdiich required the interpoiiiion of a 
military force in fupport of the civil magiflratc. The iriduftry 
employed to excite difeontent on various pretexts, and in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the kingdom, has appealed to proceed from a 
defign to attempt the dclbuclion of onr happy conftitution, and 
the iubverfion of all order and government j and this defign has 
evidently been purfued in conncclion and concert with perfoiis 
in foreign countries. 

I have carefully obferved a ftri(5l neutrality in tbevprefent 
war on the continent, and have uniformly abftaincd from any 
interference with refpei^l; to tlie internal affairs of France ; but- 
it is impolTible for me to fee, without the mofl ferious uneall- 
iiefs, the rtrong and increafing indications which have appeared 
there of an intention to excite dillurbanccs in other countries— 
to difregard the rights of neutral nations—and to purfue views 
ofeonqueft and aggrandizement; as well as to adopt towards 
my allies, the States General,.(who have obferved the fame neu-; 
tmliiy vviih myfelfj meafures which are neither conformable

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to the law of nations, nor to the pofitive flipnlations of exifling 
treaties. Under all thefe circumllances I have felt it my in- 
difpcnfablc duty to have recourle to ihofe means of prevention 
and internal defence with which 1 am cntruflcd by law; and I 
liave alfo thought it right to take Heps for making fome aug¬ 
mentation of my naval and military force ; being perfuaded 
that thefe exertions are neceflary in the prefent Hate of affairs, 
and arc belt calculated to maintain internal tranquillity, and to 
render a firm and temperate condu6l effcifual for preferving the 
blcllings of peace.

It has been 
impo/Iiblc for me to fee, without concern, the embarraffment 
which has lately arifen in the ffatc of commercial credit; but 
the fteps which you have taken to prevent the progrefs of that 
evil appear already iir ha\e been prt>du£livc of very falutary 
confequences; and while tlu-y have afforded a ftriking inffance 
of your attention to the inlerciis of my people, their effect 
has turnifhed additional rtafon to believe that the dillrefs 
which has been felt proceeded from a concurrence of tem¬ 
porary caufer, and not from any diminution of the real 
wealth, or any lailure in the permanent rcfourccs of the 
coLiniiy.

Provinces have been proteded from invafion ; the Auftrian 
N etherlands have been recoveicd and niaintaitied ; and places 
of coni'.Jerable importance b<>vc been acejnired on the frontiers 
of France. The re capture ('f Mtntz, and the fcbrequcnt 
i'nctcllesof the allied arnne^ on the Rhine, have, notwithlland-' 
ing the advantages recently obtained by the enemy in that 
quarter, proved highly bcncbcial to the common caufe.— 
Powerful etibrts have luen made by my allies in the fouth of 
Europe; the temporary polfcflion of the town and port of 
Toulon has grcaily diitrcifed the operations of my enemies ; 
.and in the circumllances attending the evacuation of that place, 
an imjiori.mt and deeilive blow has been given to their naval 
power, by tlie* dillinguilhcd conducl, abilities, and fpirit of 
niy cnmmandeis-, officers, and forces, both by fea and land. 

The Flench have been driven Irom their podeflions and 
fifliery at Newfoundland, and important and valuable acquilU 
tions have been made boih in the Fait and Wert Indies. 

At f(‘a onr fuperioriiy has been undifpiUtLd, and our com¬ 
merce fo cftVclually protended, that the lodes furtained have 
been inconfulerable, in proportion to its extent, and to the 
captures made on tlie contracted trade of the enemy.

UndcT this impiertion, I tiiought proper to make a declara¬ 
tion of the vuvvs and principles by which I am guided.

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. orilcrcil a copy of this declaration to be laid before you, togc- 
tlier with copies of feveral conventions and treaties with different ■ 
powers, by which you will perceive how- large a part of Europe 
is united iu a caufe of fuch general concern. 

I rtfledl with unfpeakable fatisl'adion on the fleady loyalty 
and fitm attachnient to the eftablilhed coiutiiuiion and govern-, 
rnent, wdiich, nolwithflanding the continued efforts employed 
to midead and to fccluce, have been fo generally prevalent 
among all ranks of my people. Thefe fentiments have been 
eminently inanifeffed in the zeal and alacrity of the militia to 
provide for our internal defence, and in the diftingiiifhing bra¬ 
very and fpirit difplayed on every occaiion by my forces both by 
fea and land ; -they have maintained the luffre of the Briiilh 
name, and have flicwn thc-mrivts worthy of the bleflings which 
it is the ohjed of all our cxurlions to preferve.

In all your deliberations, you will undoubtedly bear in mind 
the true grounds and fnigin of the war. 

An atiack was made on us and on oiir allies, founded on 
principles which tend to deftroy all property, to fubvert the 
laws and religion of every civilized nation, and to intr idiice 
univi'if,illy th it wild and dclfnnilive fyllem of rapine, anarchy, 
andimphty, the effedts of which, as they have alieady been 
manifelkd in France, furnifli a dreadful but ufeful Icffon to the 
pr* fent age and to pofterity. 

It only remains for us to pcrfcverc in our united exertions; 
their difeoniinuanco or relaxation could hardly procure even a 
fhort interval of deliifive repofe, and could never terminate iit 
fecurity or peace. Imprclled with the neccffity of defending 
all that is moll dear to ns, and relying, as we may with confi¬ 
dence, on the valour and refources of the nation, on the com¬

WE; your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal fubjc6fs, the 
Lords fpiritual and temporal, and Commons, in Par¬ 
liament affembled, having taken into our moft ferious confide- 
ration the communications which your Majefty has been pleafeJ~ 
to make to us, refpeding defigns againft the public peace and 
fafety, carried on within this realm, think it our bounden. 
duty at this period, humbly to lay before your Majefty thofe 
fentiments to which we arc led by the refult of that examina¬ 
tion. 

We have feen with the utmoft concern and Indignation, that 
there has exifted within this realm a feditious and traitorous 
confpiracy, diredled to the fubverfion of the authority of your 
Majefty and your Parliament, and to the utter dcftrudlion of 
the eftablilhed conftitution and government of thefe your Ma¬ 
jefty’s kingdoms; and that for the execution of thofe wicked 
and delcftable defigns, means of open violence were preparing,

A FTKR the nniform experience which 1 have had of your 
zealous regard tor the inlereds of tny people, it is a great 
fati.sfadlion to me to recur to your advice and alliftance, at a 
period which calls tor the foil exertion of your energy and 
tvifdom. 

Notwilhlfanding the diraji))()int!ncnts and reverfes which we 
have experienced in tlie caHiii'e of the lall campaign, I retain a 
iirm conviction (jf the iieLclIify of perli/ting in a vigorous pro- 
Iccution of the jnit and neccifary war in which we arc cn- 
gaged. 

\ou will, T am confident, agree with me, that it is only from 
firmnels and pcrfcverance that we can hope tor the rcRoration of 
, peace on late and honoitmble grounds, and the prefervation 
and permanent fecurily of our dearcll intcrcRs. 

In conliclering the lituation of our enemies, you wall not fail 
to obferve, that the efforts which have led to their fucceflhs, and 
the unexampled means by which alone thofc efforts could have 
been fuppoited, have proihiccd among thomfclves the pernicious 
cffeCfs wdiich were to be expcCled ; and that every thing which 
has pafTctl in the interior of tlic country has flicwn the promef- 
llvc and rapid decay of their refource':, and the inllalnlity of 
every part of that violent and unnatural fyllcm, which is ecpiall’i 
ruinous to France, and incompatible with the traiupjillHy Jf 
other nations. 

The Stales General of tlie United Provinces have, ncvcrthc- 
Icfs, been led, by a fenfe of prefent difficulties, to enter into 
negotiations lor peace with tlu- party now prevailing in that un¬ 
happy country. No ellahlillied government or "Independent 
Rate can, under the prcleiit drcumllances, deiivc real fc- 
curity from negotiations : on our part, they could not be at¬ 
tempted witlroin racrifuing both our honrtur and fafeiy to aii 
enemy whofc chief animolity is avowedly diredletf agaiiilt thefe 
kingdoms. 

I have, therefore, continued to ufc the moR effeClual means 
for the further augmentation of my forces t and I lhall omit no 
opportunity of concerting the operations of the next campaign 
with fuch of the powers of Luropc as arc imprcR'ed with the 
fame fenfe of the necclfity of vigour and exertion, I place the 
fulleR reliance on the valour of my forces, and on the affedion 
and public fpirit of my people, in winkle beltalf I am contend¬ 
ing, and whofc lafety and happinefs are the obieds of my con- 
(luift folidtudc.

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The local importance of Coriica, and the Ijpirlted efforts of 
its inhabitants to deliver thcmfelves from the yoke of France, 
determined me not to with-hold the protection which they fought 
for i and I have fince accepted the crown and fovereignty of that 
country, according to an inftrument, a copy of which I have 
directed to be laid before you. 

I have great pleafure in informing you that T have concluded 
a treaty of amity, commerce, and navigation, with the United 
States of America, in which it has bceji my objeCl to remove, 
as far as potfiblc, all grounds of jealoufy and mifunderftanding, 
and to improve an intercourfe beneficial to both countries. As 
foon as the ratifications fliall have been exchanged, 1 wiildireCt' 
a copy of this treaty to be laid before you, in order that you 
may confider of the propriety of making fuch provifions as may 
appear necelfary for carrying it into cfl'eCl:, 

I have the grcatcll fatisfaClion in announcing to you the happy 
event of the concluiion of a treaty for the marriage of qjy fon. _ 
the Prince of Wales, with the Princefs Caroline, daughter of 
the Duke of Brunfwick. 'Fhc conilant proofs of your affeClioii 
for my perfon and family perfuadc me that you will participate 
in the feniimcnts I feci on an occallon fo intcrefting to my do- 
incftic happinefs, and tliat you will enable me to make provi- 
fion for fuch an e/bblifhinent as you may think fuitable to 
the rank and dignity ol the heir apparent to the crown of thefe 
kingtioms.

Permit us to alfuic yeiu Aiajtdy, that, notwithflancling the 
difappoinlmrnts and icvcifes of the lait campaign, v\c concur 
with your Majedy in .a firm convitffion of \hc neceflity of per- 
lifting in a vigorous profecution of liie prefent juft and nccef- 
fary war ; being peiluaucd tiut the attainment of a juft and ho¬ 
nourable peace, an.i the preferv.'ation and permanent fecurity of 
all our deareft intereils, are only to be hoped for from firmnefs 
and perfeverance ; that, imprelfed with thefe fentiments, wc 
derive additional encouragement from obferving that the mca- 
furcs adopted by our enemies have produced among thcmfelvcs 
liic pernicious cirLiMs which were to be expected from them ^ 
and that every thing which iias pafl'ed in that country, has ma- 
nifefied the rapid decay of their refourccs, and the inftability 
ot ^erj part of that violent and unnatuial fyftcm, which is 

equally 
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, equally ruinous to France, and incompatible with the tranquil¬ 
lity of other Hates. 

Whatever may be the iiTue of the negotiations into which tho- 
United Provinces have been induced to enter, we arc perfuaded 
that no eflabliflied government or independent Hate can, under 
the prefeiit circumflanccs, derive real fecuriiy from fuch nego¬ 
tiations ; -ind that, on our part, they could nor be attciupted 
without the facrificeof our honour and fafety to an enemy whofe 
chief animo ity is direded againH thefe kingdoms. In this Hate 
of affairs, 'w<- ate fenfiblc of the uecelliiyot your MajcHy’s having 
continued to ufe effeilual means for the lunher augmentation of 
your forces ; and we rely on your MajcHy’s omitting no oppor¬ 
tunity of concerting the operations of the next campaign with 
fuch of the powers of Europe as are impreffed with the fame feufe 
of the ncccllity of vigour and exertion ; and we truH that 
the valour of your Majelly’s forces, and the public fpirit of 
the Britifli nation, will enable your Maje/fy to provi de effec- 
tually for the iiitcrcHs and fafety of your faithful peo^/e, in 
whofe behalf your Majcfly is nf)w contending, and for whofe 
happinefs your Majcity has ever Ihcwn the molt paternal care 
and folicitude. 

We return yourMajcHy our grateful thanks for the communi¬ 
cation wliich your MajeOylus been plcafcd to dirc£l to be made 
to us of the infirument by v hich your Majelfy has accepted the 
crown and fovereignty of Corfica ; fully f niiblc that the local 
importance of that illand, and the fpirued efforts of its inhabi¬ 
tants to deliver themfclvcs from the yoke of France, have juHIy 
determined your IVlaje:!) not to withhold the protedion which 
they fought lor. 

We beg leave to exprefs to your MajcHy our fatisfadion in 
learning that a treaty of amity, commerce, and navigaiion, has 
been concluded between your VlajcHy and the Unired Stales of 
America ; and to alfure your MajcHy,* that wc fhall willingly 
concur in fuch meafurcs as may bcH tend to remove the grounds 
of jealoufy and inifimderHandiDg, and to improve an intercourfe 
beneficial to bJtfi count lies. 

We intreat your MajeHy to be perfuaded, that a juH fenfe of 
the blelHngs we have now fo long enjoyed, will animate us to 
every effort whiclt can enable us to tranfmit thofe blcHings un-« 
impaired to our poHerity ; and that it is our earr.cH and confi¬ 
dent hope that, under the proledion of the divine Providence, 
and with conHancy and perfeverance on our part, the prin¬ 
ciples of focial order, morality, and religion, will ultimately 
be fuccefsful i and that your MajcHy’s faithful people may find 
their prefent exertions and facrinces rewarded by the fecure and 
permanent enjoyment of tranquillity at home, and by the deli¬ 
verance 
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verance of Europe from the greateft danger with which it ha3 
been threatened luice the ellablilhment ol civilized fociety.

Wales, without providing the means of freeing him from in- 
tumbranccs to a large amount, to which he is now fubjeft. 

Anxious as his Majefty nmft necciVarily be, particularly un¬ 
der the prefent circinnftances, to relieve the Prince of Wales 
from thefc dilTiciiUies, his Majefty entertains no idea of pro- 
pofing to his Parliament to make any provifion for this objcbl, 
otherwife than by the application of a part of the income which 
may be fettled on the i’rince ; but he carncftly recommends it 
to the Honfc, to confidcr of the propriety of thus providing for 
the gradual difeharge of thefe incumbrances, by appropriating 
and fecuring for a given term, the levenues arifing from the 
Duchy oi Cornwall, </)gcther with a proportion of the Prince’s 
other annual ircohie \ and his MajcHy will be ready and de- 
firous to concur in any provifions wdiich trie wifdom of Parlia¬ 
ment may fuggeft, for the purpofes of eftablilhing a regular 
and punbfual order of payment, in the Prince’s future expendi¬ 
ture, and of guarding againft the poflibility of the Prince being 
again involved in fo painful and embarrafling a fituation.

K'ly Lords and Gentlemen, 

' I 'HE zealous and-uniform regard which you have fliewn tO 

■*" the general interefts of my people, and particularly the 
prudent, firm, and fplri^ed fupport, which you have continued 
' to afford me, in the profecution of the great conteft in which 
we are ftill unavoidable engaged, demand our warmeft acknow¬ 
ledgments. 

The encouragement which my allies miift derive from the 
knowledge of your fentiments, and the extraordinary exertions 
which you have enabled me to make, in fupporting and aug¬ 
menting my naval and military forces, afford the means mod 
likely to conduce to the relloration of peace to thefe kingdoms, 
and to the re-edablifhmcnr of general tranquillity, on a fecure, 
aujionourablc, and a lading foundation. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

I have to return you my hearty thanks for the liberal and 
ample fupplics, which the refources of the country have ena¬ 
bled you to provide, beyond all former example, for the various 
exigencies of the public fervice. 

I have alfo to acknowledge, with peculiar fenfibility, the re¬ 
cent proof which yon have given me of your attachment to my 
perfon and funily, in the provilion which you have made for 
fettling the ellaLlifhmcnt of the Prince and l^rincefs of Wales, 
and for extricating the Prince from the incumbrances in which 
he was involved.

It is with the utmoft fatisfadion that I have recently re¬ 
ceived the advices of an important and brilliant fuccefs obtained 
over the enemy by a detachment of my fleet, under the able 
COndud of Lord Bridport, 
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I have every reafon to rely on the continuance of the diftin- 
giiUhcd bravery and conduct of my fleet and armies, as well 
as of the zeal, fpiiil, and perfcverance of my people, which 
have been uniformly manifefted through the whole coiirfc of 
this juft and neceffary war.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

TT' is a great faiisfat^ion to me to refleiJ:, that, notwlflt- 
Handing the many events unfavourable to the common caufe, 
the profpcil refulting from the general fituatlon of afl’airs has, 
in many important lefpeels, been materially improved in the 
coiirfe of the prefent year. 

In Italy, the threatened invafion of the French has been 
prevented, and they have been driven back from a confidera- 
blc part of the line of cnall which they had occupied.—. 
Tlicre is alfo icalbn to hope, that the recent operations of 
the Aiiftiian armies have checked the progrefs which they had 
made on tiic iide of Germany, and fruftrated the oftenfi'/e 
projedls which they were purfuing in that quarter. 

T he fucceifes w hich have attended their military operations 
in other parts of the campaign, and the advantages which 
they have deiived (>om the conclulion of feparate treaties 
with fomc of t'.v powers who were engaged in the war, are 
far from compenfating the cyils which they experience from 
its continuance. The dcftrud:ion of their commerce, the di~ 
ininurion of their maritime powtr^ and the unparalleled em-. 
banaftment and diHrefs of their internal lituaiion, have pro¬ 
duced the impreflion which was naturally to be expeiled ; and 
a general fenlc appears to prevail throughout France, that th» 
only relief from the incrcaftng prcftiirc of tliefc difficulties 
muft arife from the reftoratiun ot peace, and the eftabliftlttient 
of fome fettled fyltem of government. 

The diftraftion and anarchy which have fo long prevailed in 
that country have led to a cribs, of which it is as yet 
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fible t6 forefec the iflTiie but which mud, in all humin prd* 
baoility, produce coiifecpicnces highly important to the interells 
of Europe, Should this ciilis terminate in any order of things 
compatible with the tranquillity of other countries, and af- 
fordir.g a reafonable expei^lation of fecurity and permanence 
in any treaty which might be concluded, the appearance of 
a difpofition to negotiate for general peace, on juli and fuitablc 
tertrif, will not fail to be met, on my part, with an earned 
defire to give it the fulled and fpeedied effl£l. But I am per- 
fuaded you will agree with me, that notlilng is fo likely to 
infurc and accelerate this dtTirable end, as to fliew that wc 
are prepared for either alternative, and arc determined to pro- 
feciite the war with tlie iitmon: energy and vigour, until wc 
have tlie means of concluding, in conjunflion with our allies, 
fitch a peace as the ju(lice ot our caufc and the filualion of the 
enemy may entitle ns to cxpcCl. 

With this view' ] am continuing to make the grcatefl ex¬ 
ertions for maintaining and improving oiu naval fuperiority, 
and for carrying on a^itive and vigorous operations in the Well 
indies, in oidcr to fecurc and extend the ailvaniages which wc 
have gaimd in that quarter, and which are fo nearly connciSled 
with our commercial rcfources and maritime drength, 

I rely with full confidence on the continuance of your firm 
and zealous fupport, on the uniform bravery of my fleets and 
arn.ies, and on the fortitude, pcrfeverance, and public fpirit, of 
all ranks of my people. 

The a£ls of hodility committed by the United Provinces, 
under the influence and ('oiitroul of I'Vancc, have obliged me 
to treat them as in a date ot w ar with this country. 

The fleet which I I'.ave employed In the North Seas has re¬ 
ceived the mod cordial and adlivc alTidancc from the naval 
force furnidied by the Emprefs of Riiflia, and has been enabled 
clFe£lually to che-ck the operations of the enemy in that quarter. 

I have concluded engagements of defenfive alliance with 
the two Imperial Courts *, and the ratuTxiations ot the treaty 
of commerce with the United States of America, which I an¬ 
nounced to you lad year, have now been exchanged. 1 have 
directed copies of thefe treaties to be laid before you. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

It is matter of deep concern to me, that the exigencies of 
the public fervice will require farther additions to the heavy 
burdens which have been unavoidably impofed on my people. 
I triid that their preflure will, in fomc degree, be alleviated 
by the flourilhing date of our commerce and manufailures, 
Mid that our cxpences, though necelfarily great in their amount. 
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will, under the a£lual circumftances of the war, admit of con- 
fiderable diminution in coinparifon of thofe of the prefent year. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I have obferveJ for fome time pad, with the greated anxiety, 
the very high price of grain, and that anxiety is increafed by 
the apprehcnfion, that the produce of the vvlitat harved in the 
prefent year may not have been fuch as cffcdually to relieve 
my people from the difliculties with which they have had to 
contend. The fpirit of order and fubmidion to the laws which, 
■with very few exceptions, has inamfeded itfelf under this fe- 
verc picllure, will, I am hoc, be lelt by you as an additional 
incentive to apply yourfelves with the ufmod’diligence to the 
confideration of fuch mcafurcs as may lend to alleviate the 
prefent didrefs, and to prevent, as far as pollible, the renewal 
of fimilar embairalfmcnts in future. Nothing has been omit-, 
ted, on my part, that appeared likely to contribute to^his end; 
and you may be aifured xd my hearty concurrence in w'hatever 
regulations t!ir wifdom of l^arli.uncnt may adopt, on a fiibje£b 
fo peculiarly juterelling to my people, whofe welfrae 'vvill ever 
be the object neared my lieart.

army. We are fenfible, that the advantages which our ene¬ 
mies have derived frxim the fucceires which have attended their 
military operations in other parts of the campaign, and from 
the concliiiion of fepaiatc treaties of peace, are far from com- 
penfating the evils they experience from the continuance of the 
■yvar ; and it is particularly fatisfu6lory to us to obferve, with 
your Majcdy, the impredion which has been produced by the 
dedru6lioii of their commerce, the diminution of Uieir naval 
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ftrengt?!, and the diftrefs of their internal fitiiation, as well as 
the general fenfe which appears to prevail in France, of the 
neccllity of peace and fettled government, in order to relieve 
the incrcafing preflurc of thefe difficulties. 

While we feel the uncertainty of the iffue of the crifis to 
which the difiradfion and anarchy of France have now led, we 
are fully fenfible of the important confeqncnces which it mull 
probably produce. If this crifis fhould terminate in any order 
of things compatible with the tranquillity of other countries, 
and affording a rcafonable expe6lation of fccurity am! perma¬ 
nence in any treaty which might be concluded, we fhould fee 
wdth p'eafurc a difpofition in the enemy to peat for general 
peace, on juft and fuitablc terms; and in the gracious decla¬ 
ration of your Majefty’s views in that refpe< 51 , we recognifo 
the fame paternal attention to the welfare of your Majefty’s 
fubjeils, w'hich we have liad fo many occafions to fee with 
grutitiide^j but we fliould very ill dilcharge our duly to your

The objects which have engaged yonr attention touring the 
prcfi-nt I'ellicm have been ol peculiar importance ; and the 
nic.^fiircs which you liave adopted, have manifeded your con¬ 
tinued regard to the fafety and vvc lfare of my people. 

The happieil cd'ccls have been experienced from the pro- 
vifions wliicli you I'.avc made for rcjirefling ledition and civil 
tumult, and for reiiraiuitig tiie progrefs of principles fubverfive 
of all cllablidied govci nment.

You were fuddenly compelled to rclinqiiilh the full 
advantages of this fituation, in order to refift tlie unprovoked 
aggreflion of an enemy W'hofe holtility w’as direded agaiuft all 
civil fociety, but more particularly againft the I'.appy union of 
order and liberty elUblilhcd in thefe kingdoms. '1 he nature 
of the fyflem introduced into France, afforded to that country, 
in the midil of its calamities, the means of exertion beyond 
the experience of any former time. Under the preffure of the 
new and unprecedented difllculiics ariling from fneh a conteft, 
you have Ihewn yourfelvcs woithy of all the bleilings that you 
inherit. By your counfels and condud, the conflitution has 
been preferved inviolate againft the defigns of foreign and do- 
nic/tic enemies; the honour of the Biitiflj name has been .if- 
ferted; the rank and ftation which we have liithcrto held in 
Europe has been maintained ; and tlie decided fuperiority of 
our naval power has been eflablilhed in every quarter of the

You have omitted no opportunity to prove your juft anxiety

1 . T^IRS'T', therefore, the Lords arc to fit in the fame orddt 
as '.s preferibed by the a£l of Parliament, except that 
the Lord Chancellor fittcth on the woolfack, as Speaker to the 
Houft. 

II. The Lord Chancellor, when he fpeaks to the Houfej is 
always to fpeak uncovered, and is not to adjourn the Houfci 
or do any thin;^ cHc as mouth of the Houfe, without the con-i 
fent of the Lords firll had ; excepting the ordinary thing about 
bills, which arc of courfe, wherein the Lords may likewife 
over-rule, as for preferring one bill before another, and fuch 
like. And in cafe of ditfcronce among the Lords, it is to be 
put to the quellion: and if the Lord Chancellor will fpeak td 
any thing particularly, he is to go to his own place, as a 
Peer.

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t«es are to be attended by fuch j'jdges, or learned counfel, as 
are appointed.

For our meeting w iih any of the L'-wer llotife^ 
it is either upon occalion of mcllatjcs, v. hicli they feud upunio 
us, or upon conkrence ; when tfuy come up unto us, kie man¬ 
ner is thus: jfiir we have notiie given ns by our iilhcr, that 
they hi\c font unto us, they attend, till we have put that biifi-
